AN ALL-NIGH? TRIAL 


Pastor Thompson Shows No Fear 
of His Accusers. 


THE WOMAN IN THE CASE 


is Also On Hand to Protect 
Her Character.

BROCKTON, Mass., 
Rev. Napoleon 
formerly pastor 


Aug. 1.—The trial of 

Bonaparte Thompson, 
of the South Congrega- 
tional church, for alleged indiscretions un- 
becoming a minister of the gospel, began 
last night in the church where for four 
years he preached. There was a large at- 
tendance, young and old being repre- 
sented. There was one member present 
who is 92 years of age, so that the interest 
manifested in the affair is out of the 
ordinary. 

Long before the meeting of the church 
there wus a big crowd in the streets and 
in front of the church. About 7 o'clock 
the doors opened and three sentries stood 
at the door. 

As euch member of the church put in an 
appearance he or she was closely scruti- 
nized. Among the first to enter the church 
was Rev. Mr. Thompson, accompanied 
by two gentlemen and two ladies. One of 
the men was a mystery to the church peo- 
ple. Somebody said he was a detective in 
theemploy of Minister Thompson, but as 
soon as the triul began he proceeded to 
take notes. Hewasa stenographer, and 
every statement mad: against the ex- 
pastor was taken down for future refer- 
ence, 

Theie Was Great Consternation 

inthe church when Rev. Mr. Thompso: 
walked down the aisle. One of the wome 
who walked down the broad aisle wa: 
Mrs. Juillian M. Swift, the former Brock 
ton school teacher, whose name is linked 
with that of Rev. Mr. Thompson in 
connection with this affair. Her appear- 
ance was a surprise to everybody, but she 
came many miles from her home in Maine 
Oo meet the men who are making such 
public property of her name. 

Mrs, Swift does not look to be 35 years 
old, but she is said to have lived to that 
age. She fs about five feet and eight 
inches tall, with a rather slim but very 
shapely fizure. Her father was the pas- 
tor of a Baptist church, but he died while 
she was very young. Her mother after- 
ward became the wife of Hiram Wyman, 
a deacon in the local Congregational 
church. 

Miss Berry, as she was then known, 
went through the town schools and went 
to Farmington where she attended the 
normal school. Her school life was inter- 
rupted at 18 by what proved to be a 
most unfortunate step. She married C. G. 
Swift,a merchant, and later postmaster 
of New Sharon. They did not live happi- 
ly and a few years later Mrs. Swift 

Secured a Divorce, 

She became ateacher. For two years 
she taught in Brockton at whatis known 
as Leyden Park. Then she was traas- 
ferred to the Huntington avenue primary 
school, where she has been engaged six 
years. During all the time that she lived 
here she was member of the family of 
Deacon Carey Howard. She resigned her 
position when the talk concerning Mr. 
Thompson and herself came about and re- 
tucned to New Sharon. Sheisa member 


of the Congregational church and the 
Christian Endeavor society at New 
Sharon. 


Promptly at 7:30 the trial began, and 
the church was well filled, principally by 
women. The sentries who were on guard 
performed their duties faithfully, and oc- 
casionally one would come outside the 
church and make a patrol of the edifice, 
sothat no eavesdropper would listen to 
the proceedings, for they were secret. 
One reporter, who is an ex-minister, drew 
up a petition to the church, which was 
signed by himself and one or two others, 
but 

The Petition Was Ignored, 
the church refusing by a unanimous vote 
to admit press representativ 2s. 

The pastor fought strenuously to mak 
the affair public, using the argument thai 
if the churcli wants fair reports the re- 
porters should be admitted. 

There were ascore of witnesses examined, 
among whom were Detectives Porter and 
Wood. The two latter were on the wit- 
ness stand nearly three hours, and the 
minister greatly puzzled them with his 
numerous questions. It appears that all 
the time while the pastor was being 
shadowed by detectives he had detectives 
of his own on their track. 

The church has not snbmitted all of its 
case yet, but will resume it again this 
evening at 8 o’clock. 

The prosecution witnesses failed to tell 
connected stories, and some were very 
badly rattled. The trial did not adjourn 
until nearly 3 o’clock thls morning.

Zhey should not draw suspicion upo 
themselves by concealing facts, but these 
men should be foremost in proclaiming 
the truth, exonerating themselves and de- 
manding the prompt punishment of all 
embezzlers. The investigation is in the 
bands of able and responsible officials. 
We call upon them to let the facts be 
known. 


A LYNN GENIUS 


Constructs a Carriage Which Promises 


to Do Great Work, 


LYNN, Mass., Aug. 1.—C. L. Simonds 
has made a steam carriage for his own 
use that will make 10 miles an hour. The 
carriage weighs only 400 pounds and can 
carry two persons at a time. It has the 
‘appearance of an ordinary carriage in 
front, except there were no provisions 
made for a horse. The wheels are of 
cycle make and are four in number. The 
hind wheels are 48 inches, and the front 
wheels are 36 inches, with rubber tires, 
The boiler and engine sets just in the rear 
of the seatand gives the carriage the ap- 
pearance of a fire engine. The steam gen- 
erates in whut is called a porcupine boiler, 
which weighs 100 pounds. The engine, 
which is upright, is 2x4, with a four-inch 
stroke, 

The steam is made by naphtha flames 
from three jets. The naphtha is kept in a 
cylinder, enough to last for seven hours, 
and there is a water tank that will hold 10 
gallons. There is a pump that is auto- 
matic in action directly connected with 
the engine. The steering part consists of 
@ crank wheel on the footboard, so that 
the engineer can steer and attend to the 
engine at the same time. The body of the 
carriage rests ona cradle and three 
springs. It is easy riding and allowance 
has been made for every movement. The 
shafts are11-4inch steel, and can stand 
all of 1000 pounds. 

Mr. Simonds has given the steam car- 
riage a trial already and it has provena 
success. It started off at a 10 mile gait; 
there was no noise, smoke or trouble what- 
ever.

THEORY OF 


In Connection With the 
Cashier Francis. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Ang. 1.—It is now 
said that the relatives of E. S. Francis 
will claim that he killed himself in a fit 
of insanity, brought on by threats of im- 
prisonment for embezzlement. It is 
known that Mr. Francis was in the habit, 
when fatigued and suffering from cold 
and nervousness, of quieting himself with 

; chloral tablets, and some think that he 
took an overdose of these on his way from 
' Boston to Pittsfield, either by mistake or 
purposely, and the facts and his symp- 
toms would seem to sustain this theory. 

The full extent of the transactions of 
the late cashier will not be determined 
until his private “loan book’’ is found. 
This, with his other private papers, is 
supposed to be in his safe deposit drawer 
in the new vault of the Pittsfield National 
bank, which was built last year. 

The insurance upon Mr. Francis’ life is 
estimated at $30,000, of which #6000 is in 
the Berkshire Life company in favor of 
his first wife and her two children, which 
will be paid.

AGGRESSIVE FRANCE | 


Has Not Yet Completed Opera- 
tions In Siam. 


BANGKOK IS THREATENED. 


France Has Triumphed Over 
England Thus Far. 


Lonpon, Aug. 1.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Bangkok says: The 
uneasiness among the,people here, far from 
lessening, is increasing. Seven more 
French gunboats have arrived at Ko-Si- 
Chang, making a total of 13 now there. 
Negotiations are still going on. The in- 
tentions of the French are awaited with 
fear and apprehension. 

Rear Admiral Humann commanding 
the French squadron has issued a second 
blockade notice, to take effect three days 
from Saturday. He will order the British 
warships Pallas and Swift, now lying off 
Bangkok, to go outside the blockade 
limits. M. Pavie, the French minister, 
resident, has gone to Saigon, and Rear 
Admiral Humann is under direct orders 
from Paris. Unless the French govern- 
ment interposes quickly an attack on 
Bangkok seems certain. The trading 
community is surprised that Humann is 
still allowed a free hand. 

French trade has recently declined heav- 
ily in Siam, in consequence of English 
and German enterprise and intrigues to 
destroy French influence. It is believed 
that the strong tone of the ultimatum 
would tend greatly to restore the influ- 
ence of France in Siam. The general 
opinion here is that the issue of the con- 
troversy is a triumph for French over 
English diplomacy. 

It is believed in the diplomatic circles 
that there will be no disagreement be- 
tween France and England in the delim- 
itation of the frontier. itis also believed 
that China will adopt her customary 
course of laissez faire and not meddle 
with the matter. 

France Means Business. 

Paris, Aug. 1.—The ambiguous tone 
of Sunday’s cabinet council in accepting 
Siam’s surrender has excited much com- 
ment, It is generally understood that this 
tone was adopted for the purpose of sooth- 
ing international susceptibilities. It is 
stated on high authority that France 
intends to take decisive steps to insure 
Siam’s carrving out the terms of the 
ultimatuim. The blockade of the Siamese 
coast will be continued, itis said, until 
France’s demands ure satisfied. The 
French force now present in Siamese 
waters is believed to be sufficient to make 
the blotkade effective. 

A Story From London. 

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—The Standard received 
the following dispatch from its Paris cor- 
respondent: Owing to the representations 
made to M. Develle, the foreign minister, 
by Lord Dufferin, the British ambassador 
to France, the question of a neutral zone 
between the French possessions in the 
Siamese peninsular and British Burmah 
and the Shan states has been settled satis- 
factorily. It has been agreed that the 
French blockade of the Siymese coast shall 
be raised immediately. No confirmation 
of the foregoing has been received. 

A Sensational Editorial. 
& The Daily News says: The latest news 


from Bangkok is very serious. Siam 
having accepted the French terms, 


France’s persistence in coercive measures 
will be equivalent to an unprovoked 
declaration of war, if not an open demand 
for the cession of Siam. The British 
foreign oflice has never been in abler or 
firmer hands than now. We have no 
desire to attack France, but while Lord 
Rosebery made up his mind from the 
first not to assist or encourage the Siamese, 
he was equally determined, with the full 
approval of his colleagues,‘to protect the 
commercial rights of hisown countrymen. 

He distinctly warned France that Brit- 
ish vessels could not be stopped undera 
blockade avowedly pacific in character. It 
is quite impossible for Great Britain to 
withdraw the ships she sent to Bangkok 
for protective purposes. He cannot be ac- 
cused of exciting public feeling against 
France, but moderation is one thing, 
weakness another.

Weymouth 
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COMPLETELY GUTTED BY FIRE. 


A Financial Loss of From $5000 to 
$6000—Good Water Pressure, 


North Weymouth received a severe blow 
Monday night when the shoe manufactory 
of John E. Holbrook & Co., the only 
factory in operation, was completely gutted 
by fire. The fire which evidently started on 
the second floor at the top of the stairs was 
discovered at 11.30 and at that time the 
flames were coming out of the windows. 
An alarm was immediately run in from Box 
15, which brought Engineer Collyer and the 
local apparatus. As scon as Engineer 
Collyer saw that it wasa large fire he im- 
mediately rung in a second alarm. This 
brought the Hose reel from Weymouth 
Heights and the Hose and Hook and 
Ladder from East Weymouth. By this 
time the roof had burned through and the 
illumination was such that it was as light 
as day throughout the village and the tire 
could be seen for miles. 

The engineer at the pumping station had 
turned on the high pressure service as soon 
as the alarm sounded which gave a pressure 
at the scene of the fire of 105 pounds. 

Five powerful streams of water were 
poured into the building, but owing to the 
dryness of the building and the inflam- 
able matter of the contents, it proved a 
hard fire to fight. 

The firemen under Chief Thayer and 
Engineer Collyer worked nobly however, 
and succeeded in saving the ends of the 
building, the centre being entirely gutted. 

The loss on the building is placed at 
$1,500 and on stock and machinery at 
$4,000, upon which there is an insurance of 
$7500. 

Messrs. Holbrook & Co. had three 
months orders on hand and employed about 
40 hands who are thrown out of job. 

The people of North Weymouth keenly 
feel the loss, as has been stated elsewhere 
it was the only industry in North Wey- 
mouth outside of Bradley’s that was io 
operation. 

It isnot known whether Mr. Holbrook 
will immediately rebuild or not but it is 
presumed that he will. 

The cause of the fire is unknown but is 
thought to have been incendiary.

CRISP IS STRONGER. 


All Opposi:ion to His Re-election 
Has Vanished. 


VAIN HOFE OF SILVER MEN. 


Rules Governing the House 
Will Be Much Stronger. 


Wasuincton, Aug. 1—The organiza- 
tion of the house of representatives for th 
time being is superseding all other topics 
of speculation in political circles. The 
speakership and the clerkship have 
aroused no antagonism, but there is a 
sharp contest over the election of a ser- 
geant-ut-arms and doorkeeper. The lat- 
ter controls a large amount of patronage, 
and therefore is considered worth a con- 
test. Mr. Turner, who is a Tammany 
man, has incurred the opposition of sev- 
eral influential members of his own dele- 
gation. They refuse to support his re- 
election. If they continue their antag- 
onism, they may be able to defeat him. 

The appearance of Mr. Crisp on the 
ground is the first evidence of the near ap- 
proach of congress. His friends are much 
gratified that all opposition to his re-elec- 
tion has seemingly vanished. This condi- 
tion greatly strengthens his position, 
and makes him 

A More Important Factor 

inthe business of the house than he was 
during the lust congress. Itis understood 
that while at his home, away from the in- 
trigues of politicians and opposing inter- 
ests, he mapped out many of the standing 
committees, and placed men whom he 
thought were best suited in positions on 
the leading committees. This prepara- 
tion will enable him to make a much 
better announcement of the standing com- 
mittees than has been customary. 

The silverites of the Bland school, who 
are already on the ground, claim that Mr. 
Crisp will not allow the anti-silver wing 
to control him in the arrangement of the 
personnel of the committees which will 
have charge of financial legislation. They 
say that he proved himself their friend 
during the last congress by affording them 
every opportunity to present their views 
on the silver question. They have no 
reason to think that he will pursue a 
different course now. They forget, how- 
ever, that the 

Conditions Have Greatly Changed 
on silver during the past four or five 
months and that he and the southern re- 
presentatives are disposed to accept the 
situation and act accordingly. 

Itishis purpose to stand by the presi- 
dent and the administration in the atti 
tude which they take in bringing about 
an adjustment of the pending monetary 
troubles. Heis strongly in favor of the 
repeal of the Sherman act, and has so in- 
formed his friends. He will, therefore. 
not permit any obstructive tactics on the 
part of a few hot-headed silverites to 
frustrate the will of the majority. 

Mr. Crisp’s friends say that he is a bi- 
metallist, and wilt do all in his power to 
bring abcut a settlement of the silver 
question, The extremists of the Bland 
wing atinmounce that if Mr. Crisp ap- 
points acommittee on rules who favora 
cloture, and thus attempts to force any 
arbitrary methods for the purpose of 
suppressing the minority, 

They Will Resist 

and resort to every known parliamentary 
expedient to preveut the adoption of such 
a rule. They do not believe that the 
members of the Democratic party will 
place themselves on record in favor of pro- 
ceedings which they all condemned in the 
Fifty-first congress under Reed and the 
Republicans. 

Speaker Crisp and the better element [of 
the Democratic party were convinced in 
the last congress that some methods 
should be adopted to enable the majority 
toconduct the business of the house in an 
orderly iwanner and not permit a_half- 
dozen hot-headed malcontents to obstruct 
and delay the proceedings of that body. 
This subject has already been fully con- 
sidered and rules to meet the emergency 
will be agreed to and adopted by the 
house, Mr. Bland and his adherents to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


New Cunarder Ready For Trial. 

Loxpon, Aug. 1.—The new Cunard 
steamer Lucania, under easy steam and es- 
corted by four tugs, lejt Glasgow yester- 
day afternoon for Greenock, where she 
will begin ber speed trial. The builders 
of the steamer are confident that her 
specially strangthened hull will suecess- 
fully resist the vibration from her engines 
and allow her to run continually at full 
speed. 


Chicago's Unemployed, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—The number of men 
now out of work in Chicago Is larger 
probably than ever before. The work with 
building trades in the World’s fair, as well 
as in the city auxiliary to the World’s fair, 
has come toan end. Laborers are being 
thrown out of work daily. Factories are 
reducing their working force. 


Congressman Chiplan Dying. 

DETROIT, Aug. 1.—Congressman J, L, 
Chiplan of the first district is lying ina 
precarious condition at Harris hospital. 
He has been ill for several weeks. Pneu- 
monia developed yesterday and he took a 
sudden turn for the worse. It is feared 
that he cannot live. 


The Last Body Found. 

SALEM, Mass., Aug. 1—The body of 
James E. Dixon, which was foundin the 
harbor yesterday by Diver Duncan, is the 
third and last of the party lost a week ago 
Sunday from the ill-fated Olin. Dixon 
was foreman of The Daily Gazette office 
and leaves a wife.

WILMINGTON, N. C., Aug. 1.—During a 
thunder storm John Carter, colored, 
climbed a tree for the purpose of securing 
honey made by a swarm of wild bees in a 
hollow limb. Lightning struck the tree 
and killed him. 
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Expects to Have Arms Grafted to Him, 

Theodore Lee, the armless newsdealer, 
who went east recently with a vague 
idea that he could get arms grafted on 
to his stumps, has been heardfrom. He 
has been inquiring among specialists re- 
garding his case, and he finds that he may 
yet secure arms. First, the arms that 
are to be grafted on to his stumps must 
be taken from a healthy man or woman, 
and the hope is held out to Mr. Lee that 
he may find some person—condemned to 
be hanged, for instance—who would, for 
$1,000 say, to be given to relatives or 
charity, allow an arm to be amputated 
for grafting purposes. Mr. Lee has in 
substance been informed that the splice 
would have to be made just above the 
elbow joint. 

When Mr. Lee has found a person 
who will submit to the operation, they 
will have to be brought together in such 
a position as to permit of the arms of 
both, which are to be operated upon, be- 
ing placed in plaster of paris casts so 
that they cannot be moved. Then it is 
proposed to cut the back part of both 
the arms, also cutting through the bone. 
The arm that is to be grafted on to Mr. 
Lee’s stump or that portion of it that 
is cut away at the first operation is to 
be adjusted and fastened to the stump 
and allowed to remain until it heals and 
there is evidence of circulation between 
the stump and the part that is grafted 
on. The second operation will be the 
cutting of the remainder of the inside 
portion of the arm, together with the 
artery and the nerve. This operation, 
it is proposed, however, is not to be un- 
dertaken until the surgeons are satisfied 
that the circulation through the part of 
the arm already grafted on is sufficient 
to nourish and support the new forearm. 
—St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


How the Panic Was Stopped. 

Horace McPhee, who is here as River- 
side county commissioner, says there 
was no flurry whatever about the Bank 
of Elsinore. And then McPhee told a 
story which is particularly pat at these 
times. 

He said there was a run on a bank in 
an iron mill town, and the depositors 
were being paid in silver dollars, The 
excitement increased, and the run be- 
came a fast one. The cashier was a 
young Irishman, and the work put upon 
him was more than he liked. He re- 
solved to stopit. He sent the janitor 
with a bushel of silver dollars into a rear 
room where there was a stove, with in- 
structions to ‘‘leat them silver dollars 
redhot.” They were heated, and in 
that condition he handed them out with 
aladle. The depositors first grabbed the 
coin, then kicked. ‘‘But you'll have to 
take them that way,” said the cashier. 
“We are turning them out as fast as we 
can melt and mold them, and if you 
won't wait till they cool you'll have to 
take them hot.” 

That settled it. The run was stopped. 
McPhee says the story is true, but de- 
nies that he was the Irish cashier.—San 
Diego Sun. 


Excursions For Women Students, 

The New York association for sending 
young women, advanced students, art- 
ists, teachers and skilled artisans, in par- 
ties of 17 at a time, for eight days’ stay 
at Chicago, has raised nearly $10,000 for 
its two months’ house reng, maintenance 
and traveling expenses. The expense ac- 
count is: Excursion tickets, with berths 
in sleeping car, $38; meals on train, $2.50 
each way, $5: lodging in Chicago, $8; 
two admissions daily to fair, $8; meals 
in Chicago, $1.50 daily, $12; car fares, 
2; extras, accident insurance, $2. Total, 
75. In their house the travelers are 
cared for by a competent woman. An- 
other, who is experienced in conducting 
parties of tourists, meets the strangers 
on their arrival, spends three days on 
the fair grounds with each party and 
sees that they are safely settled in their 
places in the cars on the return jour- 
ney.—Exchange. 


An Offer of 2,500 Sheep Refused. 

An offer of 2,500 sheep for nothing be 
ing refused is recorded by a Sydney pa- 
per. This occurred in the Riverina, 
New South Wales, where, in conse- 
quence of the drought, the land is great- 
ly overstocked. Inthe case mentioned 
the sheep had been shorn, and as the se- 
lector, to whom they were offered, had 
no spare feed ur water for them, they 
were killed and their carcasses burned. 
In other cases sheep have been skinned, 
their carcasses having been burned, as 
the skins were worth more than the 
sheep were when alive. One lot, sent by 
rail some distance, did not realize enough 
to pay expenses,

ENGLISH JUSTICE TO OUR GIRLS. | 


bir Edwin Arnold Tells Englishmen Their 

Ideas of American Women Are Absurd. 

In England men of letters and humor- 
ous artists are accustomed to treat the 
American girl from two widely differing, 
but im either case unjust, points of view. 
“Mr. Punch’s” artists confess graphical- 
ly that the American girl is often sump- 
tuously beautiful, but they rarely present 
her to public admiration without putting 
in her mouth utterances which are either 

otesquely ‘‘outre” or downright vul- 
gar. If she isasked to partake of re- 
freshments, she declines on the score that 
she is ‘‘pretty well crowded already,” 
and if the Chicago exhibition is alluded 
to in her presence she ineidentally re- 
marks that the World’s fair is ‘‘too big a 
chunk to be chewed” without difficulty. 
As for the English novelists, the Ameri- 
can girls they depict are in mostinstances 
handsome and more or less unscrupulous 
young persons, who complete their edu- 
cation by the intense study of Burke and 
Debrett, and who embark on board the 
ocean steamship which is to bring them 
to Europe with a firm resolution to marry 
very high up indeed in the English peer- 
age. 

We shall never have a thoroughly ar- 
tistic series of studies of the American 
girl from English pens and pencils until 
our countrymen recognize the fact that 
American girls differ physically and char- 
acteristically among themselves quite as 
widely, if not even more widely, than 
English girls do. In the Union multi- 
tudes of girls may be met with who are | 
almest Germans or almost Irish in blood. | 
Half Swedish, half Spanish South Amer- 
icans, half Italian types of femininity are 
also continually met with, and indeed 
there are skillful students of American 
character who declare that the genuine 
American girl is only to be met with in 
New England—that is to say, in the 
states of Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and | 
Connecticut. In those states the origi- 
nal English blood has, with scarcely any 
foreign strain in it, descended from the | 
time of the immigration of the Pilgrim 
Fathers to our own days. They are the 
true Yankees, and yet unobservant writ- | 
ers are ready to typify the New York, or | 
the Philadelphian, or the Baltimore, or 
the Virginian young lady as a Yankee | 
girl. 1 
New York city is perhaps one of the | 
most cosmopolitan cities in the world, 
and the French, the German and the Irish 
types have been freely mingled with the 
Anglo-Saxon ones, while some account 
must be taken of the Knickerbocker aris- 
tocracy—that is to say, of the descend- 
ants of the old Dutch settlers. The ex- 
pert in character will at once be able to 
distinguish between a young lady from 
Manhattan and one who hails from Penn- 
sylvania or Maryland, while journeying 
farther west another type of American 
girlhood makes herself manifest in Ohio 
and Michigan, and so soon as the Rocky 
mountains are crossed and the descent of 
the Pacific slope is begun yet another 
wholly independent type of the feminine 
American makes its appearance. Nor | 
would thestudy of the American daughter | 
of Eve be complete by even the minutest | 
observation of the girls of ‘he eastern, | 
the middle and the westerns? tes. There 
remains the southern girl 1 be dealt | 
with, and when we approach that charm- 
ing type of feminine humanity it will be 
found that the girls of Kentucky, those 
of the Carolinas and the belles of Louisi- 
ana, Alabama and Georgia differ among 
themselves quite as widely as does a Pa- 
risienne from a Provyencale. 

On the whole, if the American girl is | 
to be thoroughly studied, the European | 
studentshould live long in the States or | 
make many recurring visits thereto. The 
existing and most current types of the 
American female are either stupidly con- | 
ventional or wildly exaggerated and in 
most cases are altogether misunderstood.

Will Be Asked 
Dr. Burtsell. 


MGR. SATOLLI IS OFFENDED 


Because Archbishop Corrigan 
Has Disobeyed Orders. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 2%.—The Journal 
prints a sensational article on recent de- 
velopments in American Catholie politics 
which it declares comes from the highest 
authority. Mgr. Satolli has left for 
Washington after having spent several 
weeks in the northwest and The Journal 
declares that the rebellion of Archbishop 
Corrigan of New York is to be punished, 
and in a very diplomatic way.

The Journal 
says that Satolli, after consultation with 
his close friend, Archbishop Ireland of 
St. Paul, the leader of the liberal wing of 
the American Catholic church, has 
determined to go to Rome soon and lay 
the matter before the pope, with the 
recommendation that a coadjutor be ap- 
pointed to “assist the archbishop of New 
York in the management of so large a 
diocese.”’ 

This action, if it isapproved by the pope, 
as there seems every reason to suppose it 
will be, would be equivalent to the re- 
moval of Corrigan from the active man- 
agement of the archdiocese.

NASHVILLE, Aug. 2.—The United States 
grand jury has indicted W. H. Scoggins 
of the defunct Commercial National bank 
of this city for wrongfully certifying 
checks.

COMPLAINTS ARE becoming more fre- 
quent because of delays in securing 
warrants for the arrest of criminals in this 
city. Werefer to times when the court 
is not in session. True one of the asso- 
ciates justices is a resident of this city, 
but he is in Boston most of the day and 
frequently out of town evenings and 
nights. Only Monday the police thought 
they could have overtaken the parties who 
robbed the poor woman on Water street 
in time to recover some of the money 
stolen, But delay in getting the warrant 
allowed the thieves to spend the money 
before they were overhauled and the poor 
woman must suffer, There should either 
be a change in the associate justice or else 
some one else authorized to issue warrants. 


THERE IS a possibility of overdoing the 
Sunday movement, especially if an attempt 
is made to enforce the law strictly. There 
is law enough to do most anything. Even 
the religious societies may be liable 
for not obtaining licenses for sociables, 
concerts, entertainments, etc., but who 
would think of enforcing it in such cases. 
A reasonable enforcement of the law is all 
that is required, and when public sentiment 
shows privileges are being abused it is time 
for a little stricter enforcement. 

A large and powerful organization of 
Christian workers has called the attention 
of the city authorities to certain abuses, 
and the Mayor and Chief of Police have 
shown a willingness to reasonably enforce 
the laws, which we believe they will do. 
They do not promise to close druggists and 
common victuallers, and it is doubtful if 
public sentiment demands that they should, 
especially in case of the former. It isa con- 
venience often times in cases of sickness 
to have the drug stores open on Sundays, 
and the proprietors should be allowed to do 
enough business to pay them for their 
trouble, providing of course that they do 
not cause a common nuisance. 

It will do no hurt to restrict some of the 
Sunday business in other lines, and we be- 
lieve it a reasonable demand, although we 
do not pose as a strict Sabbatarian.

COMPANY ACCEPT VERDICT. 


A General Feeling Among the Citizens 
That Award |s About Right. 


The LEDGER is unable to give the full 
text of the commissioners’ award today, 
but doubtless will tomorrow. 

The award of $515,640 includes the ex- 
penses of commissioners which amounts 
to $3850. 

In addition, the city is called upon to pay 
interest from April 30, 1892, the date the 
city voted to take possession. 

Chap. 373 of the Acts of 1892, it will be 
remembered, authorized the issue of notes, 
scrip or bonds, to be denominated on the 
face thereof, ‘‘ Quincy Public Water Supply 
Loan,’’ toan amount not exceeding $700,- 
000, bearing interest not exceeding five per 
centum per annum payable semi-annually, 
for the purpose of paying the cost and 
expense of the franchise, corporate property 
and all the rights and privileges of the 
Quincy Water Company, and all necessary 
costs and expense incidental to and connec- 
ted with the determination of the value 
thereof, and also fur the purpose of paying 
the cost and expense of preserving, purify- 
ing and maintaining the same. 

It is further provided that the 

Principal Shall be Payable 

at periods of not more than thirty years 
from the issuing of such notes, scrip or 
bonds respectively. Said city may sell the 
same or any part thereof from time to time, 
or pledge the same for money borrowed for 
the above purposes; but the same shal! not 
be sold or pledged for less than the par 
walue thereof. Said city shall pay the in- 
tenet ee it accrues on said loan, and shall 
establish a sinwimg fand and shall con- 
tribute thereto ann{i@lly 4 sum sufficient 
with its accumulations to’p#Y the principal 
of said loan at maturity; and s#id sinking 
fund shall remain inviolate and pleaged to 
the payment of said principal and shall 
used for no other purpose. 

The suid city of Quincy, instead of 
establishing a sinking fund, may at time of 
authorizing said loan, including any loan 
under chapter one hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-three, provide for the payment 
thereof in such annual proportionate pay- 
ments as will extinguish the same within 
the time prescribed in this act; and when 
such vote has been passed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor of said 
city, the amount required thereby shall 
without further vote be assessed by the as- 
sessors of said city in each year thereafter 
until the debt incurred by said loan shall 
be extinguished, in the same manner as 
other taxes are assessed under the provisions 
of section thirty-four of chapter eleven of 
the Public Statutes. 

The Water Company 
Has signified its intention to accept the 
award without contest, and nowcomes the 
difficult problem of negotiating the bonds. 
It could have been done a year ago on 
much more favorable term. Where there 
would have been a large premium then, 
it will now be almost impossible to sell at 
par. There may be a great change in a 
few weeks in the money market. 

There is a general feeling among the 
citizens that the award is a very reason- 
able one. About as low as it could be and 
do justice to the stockholders of the 
Quincy Water Company, and yet all the 
works are worth.

More on Sea Bathing. 

Quoting further from the health talk of 
Pierre 8. Starr, M. D., in the Worthington 
Magazine for August, he says: 


‘As regards the most appropriate time for 
the bath it may be inferred from what has 
been said that it is when the body is most 
refreshed and vigorous—in the morning at 
such time after breakfast that its digestion 
will not be interfered with, Everyone 
knows that any shock to the system, wheth- 
er mental or bodily, will delay or arrest 
digestion, and nature seems to have inter- 
ferred in behalf of the stomach in causing 
an indisposition to exertion after a hearty 
meal. About three hours after breakfast 
digestion should be about completed and 
the body fortified for any unusual effort. 

Under any emotional excitement one 
should not enter the water. The nervous 
force being directed to other channels none 
remains to accomplish the reaction to make

the bath refreshing and beneficial. A per- 
son who is naturally timid and unaccus- 
tomed to sea bathing, and children who, 
despite their fears and protestations, are 
dragged into the water, never profit from 
it—tbhe former will by degrees overcome 
their timidity, and the latter by judicious 
coaxing will soon regard the bath as a 
delight. 

“The idea is quite prevalent that it is 
harmful toenter the water when one is 
heated, and that, if perspiring, prudence 
| counsels delay until evaporation is comple- 
;ted and the body is cooled. Oa the con- 
trary, the heat in the system should be 
conserved. While no harm can come from 
plunging into the water when one is heated, 
much may ensue, especially to those who 


“hot very strong, if they delay. 1 


In the 
former case there is a reserve of heat from 
which to draw to compensate for that lost, 
but if the bather cools off prior to undress- 
ing or shivers on the beach before taking 
his plunge, his temperature, still further 
reduced by the bath, is liable to sink toa 
point so low as to make subsequent reaction 
difficult to attain. Care should be taken 
that the body is warm before the bath, and 
if need bea brisk walk should ensure it. 

‘The bather is much less likely to become 
chilly if he keeps wellcovered with water, 
as evaporation goes on with greater rapid- 
ity when the dripping body is exposed to 
the air. Surf bathing is more exhilarating 
than that of the quiet sea, and, if the 
strength of the bather is equal to the 
greater demands made upon it, is to be pre- 
ferred as the more powerful tonic; there 
is less danger, too, from becoming chilled, 
since the exertion of keeping one’s feet 
and the impact of the waves on the body 
increases the stimulation.”

Heart Failure No Longer Accepted. 

The registration and sanitary commit- 
tee of the board of health has addressed 
the following notice to the physicians of 
the city: 

“As the board of health is doing all in 
its power to prevent the spread of con- 
tagious diseases, you are requested not 
to place on any certificate ‘heart failure’ 
as the cause of death, but the disease of 
which the patient was suffering prior to 
the heart failure. This term has never 
been placed on the list of diseases adopt- 
ed by this board, it being looked upon as 
a result of some other illness from which 
the patient was suffering. Furthermore, 
it furnishes an opportunity to conceal 
centagious diseases, and thus permits the 
ignoring of the rules of this board by the 
family and undertaker, either innocently 
or designedly. 

‘Hereafter a burial permit will not be 
issued on the certificate of death of 
‘heart failure’ when unaccompanied with 
the disease from which the heart failure 
occurred.”—Philadelphia Times. 


Patchwork For Royalty. 

An amusing episode occurred the other 
day in connection with the royal wed- 
ding. The Duke of York went with the 
Princess May to open a new town hall 
which has just been erected at Rich- 
mond. Just before the royal party drove 
up a very old woman laden with an 
enormous parcel pushed her way to the 
front and refused to pay any attention 
to the protests of either crowd or police. 
When threatened with ‘superior force,” 
however, she admitted that her object 
was to present her wedding gift to the 
royal couple. On inquiry this proved 
to be a gigantic patchwork quilt of 
worsted stockings for the Duke of York. 
The old lady had made them and was 
determined to present them herself. It 
was, however, represented to her that 
this was an unsuitable occasion, and she 
retired with the intention of taking 
them to White lodge.—London Letter.

Etiquette of Letters of Introduction, 

In the giving of letters of introduction 
permission should first be granted even 
in the case of intimate friends, as thein- 
troduction of a person whom you do not 
know thoroughly and well is attended 
with danger in many cases, and more 
particularly when the presentation is 
made by letter, as the written words al- 
Weys appear to carry more weight with 
them than the spoken ones, and the re- 
cipient of such an epistle feels in duty 
bound to show the newly introduced ey- 
ery courtesy that lies either in his or 
her power. Many unpleasant happen- 
ings have resulted from unthinking 
good heartedness that prompted the let- 
ter without inducing a careful study of 
the one to whom it was given. 

Many letters of introduction are pre- 
sented in person, but the more elegant 
way is to sen them by messenger or 
post, accompanied by the card of the per- 
ton conferring the introduction and your 
wn with your address on it. <A visit 
thould be made within a week after the 
arrival of the letter by the person re- 
ceiving it if the acquaintance is desired.

Free Silverites In Convention So 
Declare Themselves, 


RICE’S POLITICAL STORIES 


Not Received With Good Grace 
by His Auditors. 


_Cuicaco, Aug. 3.—The silverites met 
yesterday at Central Music hall. The dec- 
laration that the convention was open 
was the signal for pandemonium to begin. 
J.S. Dougherty of Texas introduced a res- 
olution for the appointment of one dele 
gatefrom each state to devise a plan for 
the establishment of free coinage soas to 
save the people and country from utter 
ruin and to urge the measure upon con- 
gress. An avalanche of motions and reso- 
lutions was at once hurled at Chairman 
Thurman. Finally Mr. Dougherty’s res- 
olution was adopted. Ex-Senator Hill of 
Denver was introduced and read a long 
statistical paper, which seemed to arouse 
little enthusiasm. 

Congressman Newlands of Nevada, Gov- 
ernor McKinley’s double, then stepped to 
the platform. His speech was devoted toa 
general denunciation of English financial 
methods. United States Senator Allen of 
Nebraska, Populist, aroused the delegates 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm. Charles S. 
Thomas of Denver made the last speech of 
the morning session. When he finished a 
recess Was taken. 

The resumption of business was marked 
by the same spirit which characterized 
the morning sessions Colin Limmons, 
amember of the executive committee of the 
American Federation of Labor. started the 
afternoon session off with the statement 
that the Federation of Labor, representing 
most of the trades unionists of this 
country, was for free silver on the ratio 
of 16 to 1. 

Then Came Governor Waite. 

The convention turned itself in shouts 
and cheers when he appeared on the plat- 
form. 

{n marked contrast with the spirit o 
enthusiasm aroused by Governor Waite 
was ex-Congressian Rice Pierce’s speech. 
He started in to defend the Democratic 
party and score President Cleveland. The 
convention very soon began to show it had 
no desire to hear him. It would not listen 
to his stories. Finally, when he quit, they 
cheered. Chairman Thurman added: “I 
am almost afraid to call another speaker 
for fear he will feel it necessary to defend 
the Prohibition or some other party. 
This convention is here to seek bimetal- 
lism, not to defend parties or abuse them. 
And I hope there will be no more of it.’

Hub Savings Banks Not Worrying About 
Hard Times. 

Boston, Aug. 3.—No sort of excitement 
prevailed at avy of the savings banks in 
Boston yesterday. Atall of them susi- 
hess went on in the ordinary every-day 
sort of way. Some people were depositing 
and others were drawing, and in about the 
usual proportions. 

If there was anything like an exception 
to this rule it was at the Five Cents Sav- 
ings bank, where in the morning about 
75 persons, mostly Russians and Poles, 
gathered and asked for their money. 
President Evans said that the deposits of 
the day amounted to about as much as the 
withdrawals. One early deposit of the 
day was $1000 in gold.

aS Bank Depositors. 

There is no class of people who bave a 
clearer title to repose of mind as to the} 
security of their possessions ia this time of 
uncertainties than those who have money | 
deposited in Massachusetts savings banks. 
These institutions are under the closest | 
official supervision. The character of their | 
investments is rigidly prescribed by law. | 
They may loan money on first mortgages | 
of real estate, but not more than 60 per} 
cent. of the assessed valuation, nor in the} 
aggregate more than 70 per cent. cf the 
amount of their deposits. They may hold, | 
as an investment or as collateral, the shares | 
of any New England bank, but the aggre- 
gate of such holdings must not be more 
than 35 per cent, of the deposits, nor cin} 
more than 3 per cent. of the deposits be 
invested in the shares of apy one bank. | 
They can invest in certain State and city | 
bonds, but only in such as are specified by 
law, and these specifications are such as to | 
insure solidity. They can invest in the) 
first mortgage bonds of Massachusetts rail- | 
roads, but only in those paying regular | 
dividends. They can loan money on per- | 
sonal notes of cilizens of the State, but | 
only on notes secured by collateral such as 
would be permissible forinvestment. They | 
may make deposits in national banks, but | 
not more than five per cent. of their own | 
deposits in any one bank. 

We commend careful consideration of | 
these and other restrictions upon the man- 
agement of savings banks to depositors 
who may be in danger of becoming uneasy. | 
They will perceive that they are of such a | 
character as to insure not only gilt-edged | 
investments for the money deposited, but 
such a distribution of investments that any 
unforeseen disaster to those of any one class 
can result in only a limited loss. We do 
not believe that there isa single savings 
bank in Magsachusetts which is not today 
perfectly solvent, and its funds carefully 
and conservatively invested. But, if they 
are to pay interest to their depositors, it is 
obvious that they must keep their funds | 
invested. They cannot hold considerable 
sums of ready money at hand withont | 
losing interest. They cannot realize in- | 
stantly upon their securities, however sound 
and valuable they may be, without heavy | 
sacrifice and disaster to all the interests of | 
tbe community. 

Savings bank depositors in Massachusetts, 
therefore, will simply be protecting their 
own interests by keeping a level head and | 
refraining from drawing out any money | 
which they do not need for immediate | 
necessities. There is no place so safe for 
them to keep their money. If they take it 
out, they will lose interest already earned | 
and the prospect of more, and may cause | 
more serious losses. Our advice to people | 
who have money in the savings banks is to 
be thankful it is in so good a place, and 
to leave it there.—Boston Journal.

The Chief Justice on the Geary Law. 

The chief justice of the United States 
has filed his written opinion in the case 
of Yick Wo, unregistered Chinese labor- 
er. Itis very interesting reading. He 
holds that the provisions of the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments shelter all per- 
sons of whatever nationality, race or 
color within the territorial jurisdiction. 
He describes the punishment of deporta- 
tion sought to be inflicted on Yick We 
under the provisions of the Geary act as 
in effect a legislative sentence of banish- 
ment, unknown to the organic law and 
in violation of it. Concerning the Geary 
act itself, the chief justice says that it 
“contains within it the germs of the as- 
sertion of an unlimited and arbitrary 
power in general incompatible with the 
immutable principles ef justice, incon 
sistent with the nature of our govern- 
ment and in conflict with the written 
constitution by which that government 
was created and those principles se- 
cured,”—Hartford Courant.

Uncle Sam’s Gold i.eserve Is Once More 
Made Intact. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—For the first 
time since April 20, 189%, when the gold 
reserve fell below the $100,000,000 mark, 
the reserve had been made intact. The 
gold in the treasury today, exclusive of 
that held as a basis for gold certificates, 
amounts to $100,791,370, or $791,370 free 
gold. This gold has come into the United 
States from Europe, Mexico and the West 
Indies, much of it being the gold sent out 
from the United States during the late 
spring and early summer months. Informa- 
tion received here in treasury circles in- 
dicates that $10,000,000 in gold is now on 
its way from Europe to the United States, 
and most of this, it is expected, will 
its way as usual into the treasury.

Monuments for the Boundary. ~ 

There have recently been received at 
the Mexican border two carloads of gov- 
ernment freight consisting of the new 
line monuments and other necessaries 
for the work of definitely marking the 
boundary line between the United States 
and Mexico. On the old monuments iron 
plates are to be affixed by means of 
bolts, on which is inscribed in raised 
letters: “‘Repaired by the boundary 
commission, created by the treaties of 

882-1889, The destruction or displace- 
ment of this monument is a misdemean- 
or punishable by the United States or 
Mexico.” 

The new monuments are of iron, 6 feet 
high from base to top of square, and 6 
feet 6 inches high from base to apex. 
The shafts ars tapering, being about 12 
inches square at the base and 10 inches 
at the top of square, the crown tapering 
toa point. On one side of the shaft in 
raised letters is the following: **Bound- 
ary of the United Statc : (under which 
an American eagle appears), treaty of 
1853, re-established by treaties 1882-9, 
The destruction or displacement of this 
monument is a misdemeanor punishable 
by the United States or Mexico.” These 
latter monuments will be bolted on the 
concrete base, 2 feet thick by 3 feet 
square and placed abont two miles and 
four-tenths apart.—Dallas News.

Now this is precisely the situation of similar 
institutions not only throughout our city and 
state but over the whole Union. So much is 
human action governed by imagination, so 
strong isthe impulse to do whatever we see 
our neighbors doing, or even think that they 
are about to do, that it is entirely possibie, 
with an abundance of money in the « ountry to 
meetall usual demands, for financial strin- 
gency to grow to a point that would reduce us 
almost to a state of barter, all but stop pro- 
duction and beggar all but the very rich. 

The possibility of at once converting United 
States bonds into money would entirely do 
away with such danger and at once end the 
financial stringency. Itis not so much the 
amount that would be converted that would 
tell, but the amountthat could be converted 
if there was need. The government would 
run norisk. It would merely exchange in- 
terest-bearing obligations into non-interest- 
bearing obligations, with a saving, for the 
time, of interest. 

Noth Sides Benefited. 

There would be no loss of the selling value 
of bonds to the holders and no permanent ex- 
pansion of the currency, for as soon as money, 
ceasing to be hoarded, became normally 
abundant again, borrowing rates would fall, 
the price of bonds would rise, and it would 
be to the interest of the holders of the de- 
posited bonds te reclaim them and return 
to the treasury the money issued on them. 

Lintroduced into the last congress a bill in- 
tended to add to our currency system the 
plastic feature of an interconvertibility of 
bonds and treasury notes. The bill I now pro- 
pose puts the same principle in a way better 
adapted {jo meet the exigency that has now 
risen and to avoid matters ever which there 
might be dispute. ; 

Believing that ii offers a simple, prompt and 
unobjectionable remedy for the most pressinz 
evils,ani desiring its consideration by my 
constituents and the general public, I thus lay 
it before you in advance of presentation. ,

The empress rises early and breakfasta 
with the emperor every morning at 8 
o'clock. At9she is in the nursery su- 
perintending the baby’s toilet, arrang- 
ing with the nurse for the walks or 
drives to be taken by the children, and 
always decides what clothes are to be 
worn by the young princess. Her one 
extravagance is in baby clothes, and all 
the little garments, with few exceptions, 
are made by German needlewomen un- 
der her supervision. At 10 o’clock the 
empress receives her housekeeper and at- 
tends to the luncheon and dinner menus, 
always including one or two favorite 
dishes of her husband's. A few moments 
every morning are spent in the linen 
room, and not a sheet or a duster is giv- 
en out except under her direction. At11 
she goes riding with the emperor or 
walking with two of her boys. 

Luncheon comes at 1, and all the chil- 
dren except the last baby are present at 
this meal, which is conducted without 
much ceremony. After luncheon the 
emperor and empress play with the chil- 
dren for an hour. The present ruler is 
the only kaiser to whom six sons have 
been born in uninterrupted succession. 
This last comer is a girl and about & 
months old. The system on which the 
four eldest sons are being brought up 
was arranged without reference to theiz 
mother’s wishes, but she sees that every- 
thing is carried out and supérinécnas 
their studies, is always present at their 
violin lessons when they are practicing, 
and all their little troubles are poured 
into her ears. The empress receives 
from 3 until 5 and in this timeconsiders 
charitable cases. 

There are sometimes as many as 50 
guests invited to dinner, which is at 6 
o'clock and lasts an hour. Beside each 
plate is a menu printed in German and 
containing no foreign dishes; also a 
printed programme of 24 pieces of musie 
about to be played. One servant waits 
upon two persons, and every little detail 
of the service is closely watched by the 
empress. She goes every night with the 
emperor to see the children, and if there 
is the slightest illness among them she 
sits up all night and sees that the doc- 
tor’s directions are carried out. In the 
nursery she wears a soft, white flanne) 
wrapper and alarge apron. Her taste 
in dress is for bright colors and glossy 
materials, The empress’ early education 
was very simple, and although she un- 
derstands French and English she does 
not care for foreign fashions or litera, 
ture, 
| Until her marriage she had not read a 
‘novel. She retains an early habit of 
writing a few lines every day in a diary 
which no one sees, and at the end of each 
year it is locked and put away in the 
safe with her jewels, and another one is 
commenced. Her bedroom and sitting 
room are simply furnished in blue. A 
large allowance is made to her for per 
sonal expenses, yet she makes with het 
own hands all the birthday gifts for her 
own and the emtperor’s numerous fam: 
‘ily. Itis said that the emperor has de- 
veloped into an affectionate and devoted 
husband, won by his wife’s sweetness 
and submission,—Pall Mall Budget.

Sweet Pickled Watermelon Rinds. 

Peel the rinds with a sharp knife that 
will take off the green skin evenly. 
Trim.off also erery-trace-of the pink 
flesh of the fruit, because it is too juicy 
to make a firm, crisp pickle. 
the strips of rind into small pieces 2 to 3 
inches long, and placing them in a large 
earthen dish sprinkle them lightly and 
evenly with salt. Cover the dish and 
let it stand overnight. In the morning 
drain off the water that will have form- 
ed, rinse the rinds in cold water and 
cook them in a steamer until a broom 
splint will readily pierce them. Cook- 
ing the rinds by steam is an easy meth- 
od, as they are less liable to burn than 
when they are cooked in spiced vinegar. 
When the rinds are tender, take them 
out carefully with a skimmer and put 
them into a stone jar. 

Take good cider vinegar for the basis 
of the pickle. Allow a pound of sugar 
toa pint of vinegar and add also half 
an ounce of stick cinnamon broken into 
inch pieces and a half teaspoonful each 
of whole cloves and blades of mace. The 
whole amount of vinegar, sugar and 
spices used must of course depend on 
the quantity of rinds to be pickled, but 
aquart of vinegar is usually sufficient 
for the rinds of a medium sized melon. 
Boil the vinegar, sugar and spices to- 
gether vigorously half an hour, skim- 
ming off the froth, and pour the pickle 
boiling hot over the rinds. Press the 
rinds down under the pickle by means 
of an earthen plate or saucer, fasten the 
cover on and tie a cloth over the whole. 
These pickles will be ready for use in 
two weeks.—Harper'’s Bazar. 


Care of Food In Summer, 

The food question is often a serious 
one to the country housekeeper, It is 
usually within her power to get a good 
supply of fresh vegetables, milk, butter 
and eggs, but one cannot be sure of even 
these things unless they are produced on 
one’s own farm. If the housekeeper 
must depend upon the marketman’s cart 
for her meat supply, and she is without 
an icehouse, she must resort to many 
expedients to provide her family with 
the necessary variety of animal food. 
The marketman may bring fresh beef, 
lamb, veal, poultry, corned beef, salt 
pork, tongue and sometimes fresh fish.

If there is an icehouse on the place, it is | 


an easy matter to lay in 4 supply which 
shall last until the next yisit, but if not 
other means must be used, 

Charcoal is of great value in keeping 
ice chests, storerooms and food sweet. 
Place a shallow dish of fine charcoal in 
the ice chest. In milkrooms and other 
rooms where food is kept set dishes of 
charcoal. If poultry or birds are to be 
hung in a cool room for a few days, re- 
move the internal organg and partially 
fill the Lody with charcoal. Now wrap 
the birds in paper and hangup. If the 
outside of the poultry is rubbed with 
black pepper before being covered with 
the paper, it will be still further protect- 
ed from the flies. Small birds, livers, 
kidneys, sweetbreads, etc., may be wrap- 
ped in paraffin paper and then be buried 
in a bed of charcoal.—Maria Parloa in 
Ladies’ Home Journal.

THE CHOLERA SCOURGE, 


Reports Indicate uw Rapid Increase in 
Many Foreign Cities. 

Lonpon, Aug. 4.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of The Central News says: Since the 
outbreak of cholerain Naples more than 
100,000 residents have fied from that city. 
The official reports greatly understate the 


facts. The report for Sanday last said 
that there were 19 new cases and nine 
deaths. Reliable advices declare that

| Monday. The official figures for Tuesday 
| are 18 new cases and six deaths. Several 
| cases of cholera have occurred in Rome. 
| Lonpox, Aug. 4—According to The 
| Lancet, cholera has been epidemic in Mar- 
seilles for the last three months. The 
local officials have led the government 
astray in regard to the real state of affairs. 
The prefecture now admits that there have 
been 601 deaths from cholera in Marseilles 
since the middle of May. 

OpEssA, Aug. 4.—The government is 
closing all schools inthe south of Russia 
on account cf the provalence of cholera. 
Twenty doctors have gone to the Caucasus, 
14 to Kieff and 10 to Podolia. 

Lonpon, Aug. 4.—There have been 6666 
deaths from cholera in Mecca and 2318 in 
Jedda since the present epidemic broke 
out.

CnicaGco, Aug. 4.—Evidence of a start- 
ling nature, concerning the cold storage 
warehouse fire, was taken by the grand 
jury yesterday. The witness who gave 
this startling testimony was John Joseph 
Duggan, formerly a Stony Island avenue 
saloon keeper and the man who first told 
of the looting of the cold storage ware- 
house and its firing by a gang of robbers. 
He was flushed and excited with the in- 
quisition he had undergone, but said he 
had made a clean breast of it all. 
According to Duggan there were 150 
men concerned in the conspiracy, and he 
declared that he had given the names to 
the grand jury. He said that from the 
opening of the exposition, right up to the 
time of the fire, goods were stolen, or at 
least removed from the cold storage ware- 


house, by the wagonload. The wagons 
used were express wagons generally, 


though he had known of water carts go- 
ing out of the gates with tanks filled with 
hams, bottles of wine and other stock. 
He said that employes of the cold storage 
warehouse removed the goods, 


Two Bad Girls,

past the police have received complaints 
of robberies committed in the neighbor- 
hood of Third avenue and Seventy-fifth 
street in broad daylight. Over 3900 has 
been stolen within the space of three days.

Will Soon Receive a Thorough 
Overhauling. 


REPEAL OF SHERMAN LAW. 


‘Opinions Expressed by Oates, 
Squire and Bland. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Chairman W. M. 
Springer was interviewed yesterday, and, 
touching the couxse of the ways and 
means committee in dealing with the 
tariff, said it would doubtless report one 
general tariff bill instéad of a series of 
specific bills. That policy had done good 
service last congress, but the time was now 
at hand when the Democratic party must 
redeem its pledgesand reform the entire 
tariff system. 

To do this would notinvolve any ra/li- 
cal change in the rules of the house, for 
Mr. Springer believes that the majority 
can always reach an expression of its will 
through the committee on rules, which 
can bring ia a special rule to fit each case 
as it arises, 

Mr. Springer had not seen Mr. Crisp, 
so he did not say anything respecting the 
composition of the committees or his own 
place upon them. 

Oates’ Opinion, 

“If the president parts company with 
the Chicago platform, I believe his party 
will part company with him,” were the 
significant words uttered by Representa- 
tive Oates as he discussed the situation. 
“The Chicago platform upon which he was 


nominated, and which the people en- 
dorsed in such thundering tones last 
November, calls for the repeal of 
the Sherman law and the = main- 


tenance of gold and silver as money upon 
a parity. Any scheme which contemplates 
the abandonment of the use of silver is 
antagonistic to that declaration of prin- 
ciples and will not be supported by the 
congress that is to convene next week.’’ 

Mr. Oates looks for the repeal of the 
Sherman law with a condition that will 
provide for the free coinage of silver at an 
increased ratio. 

Senator Squire of Washington 
isoneof the few western senators who 
takes the ground that the president should 
be allowed to deal with the silver question 
in his own discretion. He believes that it 
would be good policy for congress to pass 
a joint resolution permitting the president 
to suspend the operation of the silver pur- 
chase section of the Sherman law in bis 
discretion. 

Mr. Bland, the champion of free coinage, 
arrived yesterday and was soon in con- 
sultation with three members of bis faith 
who are inthe city, He said the friends 
of silver had agreed upon no plan of cam- 
paign other than that they were opposed 
to the repeal of the Sherman law unless 
they were first given free coinage of silver.

New York, Aug. 4.—The World today 
has a long article indicating that the me- 
tropolis will scon be overrun by an army 
ofidle men. Statistics from 57 trades in 
New York city are given toshow that in 
these trades alone over 36,000 men are out 
of work, and it is declared that this repre- 
sents only a portion of the city’s un- 
employed. It is stated that thousands are 
coming here from the west in search of 
employment and that immigrants are 
tarrying in New York because of business 
stagnation in western states. 

It is also pointed out that the host of 
idlers is being daily increased by the shut- 
ting down of factories, and the claim is 
made that manufacturers who do not close 
their mill doors are importing pauper 
labor. Western cities, it is claimed, fecd 
and forward the tramps to New York frre 
of cost, and it is hinted that the statistics 
may point out bread riots in the near 
future. The statement is made that Horace 
Greeley’s maxim, “Go west, young man,” 
has been reversed by the silver kings of 
the Sierras.

Boston Advertiser in Editorial 
a Suggestive Precedent. 


Terms It 


The following editorial is from the Bos- 
ton Advertiser and will be of interest: 

““The award to the Quincy Water Co 
requiring the city of Quincy to pay the 
company $515,000 for the plant with its 
rights and privileges, is of unusual interest 
because so many cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth are endeavoring to effect 
a like transfer from water corporations.

Will Fight Any Increase In Ratio of 
Siiver Coinage. 


HENDERSON'S NEW SCHEME 


Which Democrats Could Adopt 
Without a Division. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—As soon after 
congress meets asit become practicable, 
Mr. Bland, the leader of the silver forces 
In the house, will introduce a bill em- 
bodying the views of the silver men. It 
will provide for the repeal of the Sherman 
purchasing act and substitute therefor 
the free coinage of silver at the present 
ratio of 16 to 1. “That,” said Mr. 
Bland, “will be the ground upon which 
we will make the fight, although there has 
been no definite plan agreed upon.” 

He recognized that men could honestly 
differ as to the ratio, but that was a mat- 
ter that should be settled in the party 
itself. Upon the use of both gold and 
silver as money at a parity, the Demo- 
cratic party could not differ. If a com- 
promise measure increasing the ratio was 
reached, he said he saw no reason why the 
present dollar should not be kept in cir- 
culation, as it was now. He proposed, 
however, with all his power to resist any 
increase in the ratio. 

If the United States, Mexican and South 
American countries, together with the 
countries of Asia on our west, were to 
agree upon a common ratio, Mr. Bland 
thought we would have all the trade we 
wanted aud would thereby force Europe 
to come to the use of silver as a money. 

How Henderson Would Have It. 

Representative Henderson of Nortl 
Carolina hasa plan for the adjustment of 
the silver question that he holds out to be 
satisfactory to the persons who wish to see 
the Democratic platform declarations car- 
ried into effect without creating a division 
in the party. As the platform calls for 
equal treatment of gold and silver, aud as 
some Democrats do notdeem it safe to 
provide for the free coinage of silver, 
he would withdraw that privi- 
lege from gold and provide for the 
coinage of bimetals on account of the goy- 
ernment exclusively. This might be ac- 
complished, he thinks, by presenting a 
bill requiring the absulute purchase ofa 
certain proportion of each metal every 
month and the coinage of all the metal 
purchased. Congress might from time to 
time change these proportions as the needs 
of the country seemed to require and thus 
adjust the cireulation to the demands of 
business. 

Congressman Outhwaite of Ohio is one 
of the few western men who declares him- 
self in favor of an immediate and uncon- 
ditional repeal of the silver purchase 
section of the Shermaa law. One point 
upon which Mr. Outhwaite takes strong 
ground is that the silver bullion now in 
the treasury should be coined at once aud 
put into circulation and thus relieve the 
money stringency. 

Bayard’s Opinion. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Aug. 5.—The Every 
Evening printed the following: In a pri- 
vate letter just received, Ambassador 
Bayard says: “I am looking somewhat 
anxiously to the meeting of congress and 
hope there Will be no faltering in the re- 
solve to maintain the gold unitof value. 
So far from depreciating the intrinsic 
value of silver bullion, I believe the cessa- 
tion of storage and accumulation of stock 
will help the market price for this com- 
modity as it would help any other com- 
modity. Whatever future steps should be 
taken, a present step ending the purchase 
of silver bullion under the Sherman act is 
of the plainest duty and necessity.”’ 

Dockery’'s Position. 

Dockery of Missouri, a leading member 
ofthe committee on appropriations, has 
planted himself squarely upon the Demo- 
cratic platform and says he proposes to be 
guided by that document. He is, he 
said, an advocate of a double standard and 
paper money convertible into either gold 
or silver. Mr. Dockery would not state 
just how he stood on the proposition to re- 
peal the Sherman law. 


Fighting the Geary Act. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The department 
of justice has ordered an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Davis in southern Cali- 
fornia that the deporting section of the 
Geary act is unconstitutional. This ap- 
peal may cause the whole matter to be 
again brought before the supreme court 
with a full bench. 


Creighton's Case. 

HONOLULU, Aug. 5.—Charles Creighton, 
of whom an apology was demanded by the 
provisional government for insulting Min- 
ister Blouut, has not yet replied since the 
rejection of his profferred explanation and 
apology. The Royalists declare he will re- 
fuse to apologize further. 


Went Away Under. 

CuIcaGo, Aug. 5.—A. W. Wright, who 
failed afew days ago onthe board of 
trade, has filed approximate schedule of 
his assets and liabilities. The statement 
shows cash indebtedness to a number of 
brokers of $439,000. The approximate as- 
sets are less than $30,000. 


No Right to Land Here. 

WASHISGTON, Aug. 5.—Acting Secretary 
Curtis has refused to permit the landing 
of a Buddhist priest who was recently 
brought to this country by a Pacific 
steamer. He had no certificate from the 
Chinese government and does not belong 
to the exempt classes. 


A Satisfactory Trial. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The dock trial 
efthe machinery for the cruiser Maino 
Las proved satisfactory. 


GHASTLY TROPHIES. 


Malietoa’s Warriors Parade With Heads 
of Matazafa’s Followers. 


APIA, Samoa, via San Francisco, Aug. 5. 
—War broke ont between Malietoa’s and 
Mataafa’s forces, but the warships of the 
three powers intervened and stopped the 
fighting. Mataafa and his chiefs surren- 
dered. His loss was 30 killed and 20 
wounded. Malietoa’s army consisted of 
about 1000 fighting men, armed with rifles 
and axes. This army started on the morn- 
ing of July 8 toward the seat of war. 

Malietoa’s army was far more powerful 
than Mataafa’s, having plenty of arms and 
ammunition and mapy more. warriors, 
When the attack came Mateaafa’s forces, 
being short of ammunition, retreated. 
Mataafa, seeing no hope of success and 
having lost his nephew, who was killed, 
ordered 19 boats to lie off Mulund, Mali- 
etoa’s residence and stronghold, for the 
purpose of drawing Malietoa’s attention, 
while, in the meantime, darkness setting 
in, he lowered his ensign, cut his flag pole 
and set, fire to Maile. 

This town was formerly the king’s resi- 
dence and was beautifully laid ont in 
Samoan style. Matanfa’s strategy with 


the boats belong successfulin keeping the 
army off, he departed with his followers 
for the island of Savia, another of the 


Samoan group. 

That afternoon the conqnerors, Malie- 
toa’s warriors, returned to Apia with She 
spoils of victory. These spoils consisted 
of the heads of human beings. Each man 
who had the luck to cut the head off an 
enemy marched through the streets of 
Apia with it. 


HUNDREDS SLAUGHTERED 


In an Engagement Between Revolution- 
ists and Provinciais. 
VALPARAISO, Aug. 5.—Hard fighting is 
accompanying the siege of La Plata, where 
Governor Costa of the province of Buenos 
Ayres is practically cut off from communi- 
cation with the capital by the revolution- 
ary troops, who are infesting the city. 
The provincial forces have made repeated 
efforts to cut their way through the lines 
of the Civico Nacionales, but have failed. 
During these engagements 400 men have 
been slaughtered. The siege has not yet 
been raised and the situation at La Piata 
has not changed. It is expected that there 
will be a great deal more fighting around 
that city before the trouble is ended. 
Atother revolution has been started in 
the province of Corrientes against the 
governor. It is reported that there have 
been fights in various towns between the 
police and the citizens who oppose the 
governor. ‘Tie revolutionists have ap- 
vealed to the national government to aid 
hem in getting rid of the provincial ex- 
sgutive. In the province of Santa Fe, 
where the Radicals and Civico Nacionales 
succeeded in overthrowing Governor Caf- 
ferata, a provisional government has been 
fully organized, with Calisto st its head. 


RIOTOUS STRIKERS 


Attack Non-Upion Men at Work In Kan- 
sas Coal Mines. 

PITTsBURG, Kan., Aug. 5.—Seventy-five 
striking miners yesterday laid in wait for 
the men at work in shaft No. 17 of the 
Kansas and Texas Coal company and 
made an assault upon them as they were 
going to work. Allof them ran but one, 
Henry Smitii, an American. He stood his 
ground and was brutally assaulted. He 
finally got out of the mob and made his 
way home, where he procured a revolver 
and started again forthe mine. In the 
meantime a fe deputy sheriffs had put 
in an appearance, and the mob dispersed.

A SENSE OF RELIEF 


Begins to Prevaii Throughout the 
Financial World. 


VOLUME OF DOMESTIC TRADE 


Is but Very Little Below That 
of Last Year. 


NEw York, Aug. Dun’s Re- 
view of Trade Demoralization !n 
speculative markets has been followed by 
a more healthy tone, aud heavy imports of 
gold inspire hope that monetary troubles 
may abate. The week of 
surprises. Enormous liquidation in wheat 
brought the lowest price ever known on 
Tuesday. The crash of the pork ring took 
out 5 per cent from the nominal price of 
that product in an hour and caused sey- 
eral failures for millions each. Extra- 
ordinary depression in stocks, and a 
slaughter which included some of the 
best, were quickly followed by a bear 
panic and sensational advances. 

Meanwhile in money markets there has 
come asingular sense of relief, notwith- 
standing actualincrease in present em- 
barrassments almost amounting to paraly- 
sis of exchange between the chief com- 
mercial cities, and of many industrial 
works, because even 2 percent premium 
for currency fails to secure whatis needed 
for payment of wages. Hopes are never- 
theless fixed on the ships bringing over 
$11,000,000 gold across the sea and on an 
extra session of congress which will begin 
on Monday. 

"Tis an 111 Wind, Ete. 

Some of the largest and boldest opera- 
tors at Chicago have been crushed under 
pork barrels, but the instant increase of 
foreign purchases convinces the markets 
that the disaster has brought a certain 
measure of relief, The monetary strin- 
gency, which at last crushed speculations 
in wheat and hog products, had been 
caused in part by their prevention of ex- 
ports and their absorption of enormous 
capitalin carrying unprecedented 
of products which, if sold in time to for- 
eign consumers, would have brought gold 
enough to prevent much evil. Wheat has 
recovered about 4 cents, and pork #2 or 
more at Chicago, and orders for exports 
have caused a sudden advance in ocean 
freights. 

The West Suffered Most. 

Bank failures have been almost 
numerous this week asfor either of the 
two preceding weeks, but fewer have been 
of more than local importance. The west- 
ern states show greater distrust or weak- 
ness than other sections; out of 169 banks 
failed since last March, five were in east- 
ern states, four in southern and 151 in 
western states. uilures of national banks 
numbered 58, of banks 79 and of 
private banks 67.

Anna Katherine Green at Home. 

Mrs. Charles Rohlfs (Anna Katherine 
Green) and her family are residing in a 
cozy little hovse on Highland avenue, 
Buffalo.

So she was re- 
cently visited by a live Buffalonian, who 
expected to find her up to the neck 
among books and papers, turning out 
manuscript for her next story like snow- 
flakes.

CHELSEA'S DISASTER 


Due to Defective Construction of 
the Balcony. 


MAIN SUPPORT WAS WEAK. 


Interesting Statements by the 
Building Inspector. 


CHELSEA, Mass., Aug. 5.—Viewed in the 
honest, searching light of the sun, the 
evidence presented by the torn and splin- 
tered timbers of the ruined veranda of the 
Chelsea Yacht clubhouse leaves no fur- 
ther doubt as to the cause of Thursday 
night’s terrible disaster. 

The precious lives of some 70 people 
were bung upon a bit of wood—a tenon of 
but two inches wide and four in depth, 
supporting a heavy girder of 8x10 inches 
in dimensions, and with absolutely noth- 
ing beneath it to support stout timber 
should the tenon snap just as it did. 

Six of the 10 inches of that sound girder 
»threc-fifths of its supporting strength 
for vertical pressure—were cut away, 
sacrificed in the mortising. Therein lies 
the key to the whole situation. Every 
riven timber and floor joist shows its 
inner core as sound and firm as when first 
putin newinto the building. There was 
not a rotten bit of wood visible anywhere. 
All of it appeared as sound as a nut. 

“Faulty Construction,” 

said Superintendent Lord, “that is the 
only cause that can be given for the fall 
of that platform.” In his view, however, 
the fault appeared to lie in the placing of 
the mortise originally too high in the 
balcony post. The particular workman 
who did this had filled up the hole thus 
erroneously madeand had then butted 
the tenon of the girder right up against 
the filled portion. 

The cause of the trouble is best told in 
Mr. Lord’s words. “The cross beams 
were 8x10 inches,”’ said Mr. Lord, “and 
when it was originally framed the mortices 
were made eight inches wide, or the full 
width of thecruss beams. Later on, how- 
ever, part of the cross beam at the point 
where itentered the upri,it beam was 
sawed away until the fart of it which en- 
tered the upright was only four inches 
deep by two inches wide, and then the 
upper part of the open space in the up- 
right beam was plugged up. 

“The sawing away of such a large por- 
tion of the cross beam atthe bottom of 
course weakened it toa considerable ex- 
tent, but another circumstance 

Weakened It Still More Fatally. 

**A season check, or split, ran along the 
center of this cross beam from the point at 
which it eutered the upright post almost 
to the wall of the clubhouse, which prac- 
tically made it two beams instead of one. 
This crack ran from about 
where the beam entered the upright, or 
four inches from the top of the cross beam. 

“Then there were lighter joists running 
crosswise on these cross beams overhead, 
on which the flooring of the balcony was 
laid. Portions of the upper part of the 
cross beams had been cut away, perhaps 
for a couple of inches, to allow these joists 
to sink into the cross beams, 

“This practically cut away all the por- 
tion of the cross beams which had entered 
the uprights, and then the crack running 
along the center of the cross beam had se 
weakened the remainder that it 

Cracked Off Sharply 
about eight feet from the front of the 
balcony. 

“The weight being then thrown on the 
lower portion of the cross beam,which had 
scarcely any support where it Was mor- 
tised into the upright, that portion, too, 
broke off, and down went the balcony.” 

Mr. Lord further stated that he was not 
supposed, under the ordinances of the city 
of Chelsea, to make an examination ofany 
building unless some one complained 
about it. No complaint had been made of 
the yacht clubhouse, and he had not, 
therefore, examined it. 

The most casual observer who glances 
at the woodwork of the place where the 
balcony broke down will be inclined to 
agree at once with the opinion of Mr. 
Lord as to the cause of the accident, and 
many were the expressions of surprise on 
the part of the spectators yesterday that 
an accident had not occurred before. 

That portion of the cross beam which en- 
tered the upright one appeared so slight 
that one marvelled how it could ever hare 
supported 100 or 15) persons, assis said to 
have sometimes been the case. 


IN A TRANCE. 


Physicians Unable to Arouse Miss Frizzle 
From Her Stupor. 


WALPOLE, Mass., Aug. 5.—Miss Mary 
Frizzle is in a trance at the town farm. 
She isthe daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ira 
Frizzle, and is between 21 and 22 years of 
age. For several years she has lived out 
at service in the neighborhood. While in 
the employ of George H. Marvin several 
weeks ago she suddenly became averse to 
eating and fell into a listless stupor. She 
was removed to her home, and, growing 
rapidly worse, she was on Wednesday re- 
moved by the selectmen to the poorhouse. 
During Wednesday night she became 
wholly unconscious, and sank into a 
trance from which she cannot be aroused. 
Her breathing is scarcely perceptible, her 
color is almost entirely gone, and her 
limbs are rigid, but slightly warm and 
moist. ane eet 

A PREACHER’S PLAINT 
Wvhich Is Likely to Pass Unnoticed by 
His Parishioners. 


NEw CANAAN, Conn., Aug. 5.—Rev. F. 
A. Smith of Silver Mine has caused a sen- 
sation inthetown. From his pulpit he 
informed his congregation that he and the 
members of his family were starving, 
simply because his salary was not forth- 
coming. After preaching a good sermon, 
he startled his hearers by saying: “I come 
to you this morning with an empty 
stomach. I have not had a mouthful to 
eat today, because I could not get it. For 
overa week T and my family have lived 
entirely upon lackberriesand bread.” 

Rev. Mr. Smith hasa wife and daughter 
to support upon a $3 0 salary and declares 
he cannot get even thissmall sum. Deae 
con Laue suid to a reporter that Smith 
has 100 chickens and keeps a horse and 
does not sce how Mr. Smith could be 
starving. 

From Mrs. Guthrie, the secretary,it was 
learned that up to Aug. 1 the minister 
was owed just $2.44. 

The secretary handed the $2.44 to the 
preacher and he accepted it. There are 
many persons in the church who do not 
want Parson Smith to preach to them and 
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are not slow about giving their opinton of 
him, and say that if he insists upon feed- 
ing them with the bread of life he will 
h .ve to live on bread and_ blackberries so 
far ai they are concerned. 


ASSESSORS’ RETURNS. 


Finaucial Standing of a Few Towns Ip 
the Bay State. 

NATICK, Mass., Aug. 5.—The assessors 
have made the tax rate for 1893 $18.40. The 
city total valuation is $5,514,650, real 
estate being $4,545,100 and personal prop- 
erty 969,550. The decrease is $67,830. 
State tax, #6275; county tax, $5123.92; 
town grants and appropriations, $98,390; 
overlay of taxes, $195.44; non-resident 
bank tax, $653.20; total, $110,637.56. 

ABINGTON, Mass., Aug. 5.—The asses- 
sors give out the following figures: Valu- 
ation, $2,248,000; increase, $25,000; number 
of polls, 1324; tax rate, $22.80, an increase 
of $4.50 over last year, occasioned by the 
great improvements made in the town 
this year. 

MIDDLEBORO, Mass., Aug. 5.—The as- 
sessors return the following figures: Valu- 
ation—Real estate, $3,239,000; personal, 
$633,508; total, $3,872,508; increase over 1892, 
$108,247. Rate of taxation, $15.50 per $1000. 

MARLBORO, Mass., Aug. 5.—The asses- 
sors have fixed the rate of taxation in this 
city for 1893 at 318 per $1000. The valua- 
tion shows an increase of $237,243, making 
the present valuation $7,740,268. Number 
of polls 3943. 

A Belated Traveler. 

LYNN, Mass., Aug. 5.—A carrier pigeon, 
owned by Samuel Armstead, arrived at 
his loft at 6:30 o’clock last evening. This 
pigeon was one of the seven sent to Chi- 
cago by the Lynn Homing club to com- 
petein the World’s fair fly. It is now 16 
days since the birds were released, and they 
were down to come the 852 miles in six 
days, if notin less time. The bird was 
very much exhausted and may die. 


Nearly Drowned by Hafistones. 

C. Stanley Hurlbut, the well known 
oarsman, had a thrilling experience on 
the Schuylkill river during the terrific 
storm on Wednesday night and had to 
swim for his life. 

Mr. Hurlbut is a member of the Malta 
Boat club, and after office hours on 
‘Wednesday started up the river in a sin- 
gle shell to the race course. Here the 
storm overtook him, and the hailstones 
perforated the covering of hisshell. The 
craft began to fill with water and settle. 
It was only by skillful handling that 
Mr. Hurlbut kept right side up, all the 
while the hail pelting him in a fusillade. 

At one time he was in imminent dan- 
ger of losing his life by being run down 
by the four oared shell of the Pennsyl- 
vania Barge club, which bore down 
upon him, appearing suddenly through 
the veil caused by the storm, not 10 
yards away. A blow from the sharp 
prow of the shell would have been fatal 
to the oarsiman, and Mr. Hurlbut, realiz- 
ing his peril succeeded by a powerful 
left hand stroke in throwing his shell 
out of the line. 

The boat shot by like a flash and left 
the oarsman fighting with the waves, 
which rolled over his boat, causing it to 
settle at least one foot.

NOW FOR BUSINESS. 


Congressional Mill Is Ready to 
Begin the Great Struggle. 


MANY NEW FACES ARE SEEN 


Extraordinary Session Likely 
to Last Many Months. 


Wasutnctox, Aug. 7.—For the 12th 
time in the history of the United States, 
congress was convened at noon today in 
“extraordinary” session. 

The story which the session will make 
for itself will probably justify that title in 
more than one sense. Convened for a 
single specific object—the repeal or modi- 
fication of what is popularly known as the 
Sherman act—it will not be restricted to 
that bare program, but will have, in con- 
nection with it, to legislate on the whole 
subject of finance, including, probably, a 
thorough revision of the tariif. Those 
two subjects, distant and yet counected, 
will supply material enough to occupy the 
attention of congress for many months to 
come. 

The house was called to order by Clerk 
Kerr, who was selected by caucus of his 
party for re-election, but who would 
nevertheless have performed that duty 
under the law as the holding over clerk 
of the last house, even if he had not been 
chosen for re-election. When he called 
the roll he looked upon nearly 100 new 
and untried men and found many familiar 
faces abs(s. 

The usual resolution notifying the senate 
that it had been organized and was ready 
for business was sent tothat body. The 
afternoon was occupied in the biennial 
drawing for seats, 

Old Rules Adopted. 

As it 1s only by authority of the rules of 
the house that the speaker appoints the 
committees, the usual custom was followed 
of adopting temporarily the rules of the 


‘| previous congress. 


No bills under the rules can be intro- 
duced until the committees have been 
named, but the desire of representatives 
to keep pace with the senate in this re- 
spect will probably cause a resolution to 
be passed suspending the rules so as to 
permit the introduction of bills for refer- 
ence to the appropriate committees when 
appointed. 

There will probably be little done in the 
house during the first week, owing to the 
organization of committees, etc. Speaker 
Crisp was sworn in by Representative 
Charlies O'Neill of Pennsylvania, who is 
the oldest member in point of service and 
the “father of the house.”’ 

Tn the Senate. 


In the present session, when exciting 
conflicts may be anticipated and when 
parliamentary rulings may have to be 
prompt, sharp and decisive, Mr. Steven- 
son will have a reliable substitute to eall 
to the chair in the person of the president 
of the senate pro tem, Mr. Harris of Ten- 
nessee. 

While the senate will have the great 
advantage of being guided and controlled 
by experienced leaders and debaters on 
both sides of the chamber, it will alsocon- 
tain many members entirely new to its 
proceedings. Its presiding officer, Vice 
President Stevenson, when he took the 
gavelon March 4 last from the retiring 
vice president, Mr. Morton, had had no 
familiarity with the rules ofa legislative 
body except that derived from his service 
inthe house during two congresses, but 
during the six weeks of the extra session 
he presided with dignity aud ability. 

The today was with 
prayer by the senate’s new chaplain, Mr. 
Milburn. Its two principal officers, Mr. 
Cox, the new secretary, and Mr. Bright, 
the new sergeant-at-arms, also represented 
the changed political complex'on of the 
body. 

Getting Down to Business. 

The first business in order after the 
senate was called to order was to adminis- 
ter the oath of office to three senators and 
Mr. Cox, the new secretary of the senate. 
The senators who took the oath were Mr. 
Perkins, who succeeds Senator Stanford: 
Mr. Pasco of Florida, wko has been re- 
elected after serving ad interim undera 
gubernatorial appointment, and Mr. Quay 
of Pennsylvania,who was not present dur- 
ing the last extra sesslon and so had not 
qualified. As soon as notice was received 
from the house that it had organized the 
proper committee was appointed to wait 
upon the president and notify him that 
congress was ready to receive any com 
munication he might care to make. This 
called forth the message giving the presi- 
dent’s reasons for convening congress in 
speci on and suggesting levislation 
to cure the ills from which the country is 
suffering. 

All the committee clerkships underwent 
political changes during the extra session 
in March, and most of the appointees un- 
der the prior secretary and sergeant-at- 
arms have only had their official decapita- 
tion postponed, not averted. 

The New Faces. 

The state of California will have two 
new men in the senate to look after her 
interests—Mr. White, who succeeds Mr. 
Hearst, and Mr. Perkins, who has just 
been appointed by the governor to fill the 
place of Mr. Stanford. Kansas has joined 
to her Populists Mr. Peffer, on whom 
neither political party could rely for sup- 
port on any Guestion, and Mr. Martin, 
Kentucky has a new man, Mr. Lindsey, 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by

Crisp Will Stick to Cleveland. 

Mr. Crisp makes any move inthe 
ent tothese four committees he 
will have a conference with the president 
and Secretary Carlisle, and ascertain their 
views as to the policy to be pursued 
on finance and tariff revision. Speaker 
Crisp intends to place himself in entire 
accord with the administrition on these 
vital que ms of party policy. He will, 
therefore, receive any suggestions from the 
president and secretary of the treasury as 
to the personnel of these committees, 

The anti-silver advocates very favorably 
receive the utterances of 
Speaker Crisp in his address to the Demo- 
cratic caucus after his nomination. The 
ultra wing of the free coinage element 
feels s« hat disconcerted. Its members 
admit th I ( hat the speaker 
will so cor inage and bank- 
ing comm t they will not have a 
fair representation in committee delibera- 
tions on silver and other measures in that 
direction. The close Democratic friends 
of the president claim that in times like 
the present patriotism and not partisan- 
ship should control the action of the law- 
makers of the country. 

Republicans Wiil Aid In Repeal. 

The Republican leaders are awaiting 
with much anxiety the utterances of the 
president in his forthcoming message. As 
soon as the position of the administration 
js known they will hold a conference and 
determine upon their line of action. This 
much is certain: the Republicans will 
vote for the unconditional rep2al of the 
Sherman act, and will co-operate with any 
portion of the Democratic party which 
will take that stand. 

In the conferences which have already 
been held among the Republicans, it has 
already developed that they will not vote 
for the repeal of that actif coupled with 
any radical conditions on the silver ques- 
tion. Many of the Republicans are not 
unfriendly to bimetallism, but they do 
not propose to co-operate with any move- 
ment looking to free coinage, the resto- 
ration of the Bland act, or any of the 
schemes which will satisfy the Populist 
idea. 

If President Cleveland’s message is 
what his personal friends say it will be, 
he will receive the co-operation of the Re- 
publican party, except the handfal of 
silverites. In the contest on this question 
in the last congress there was some an- 
tagonism among the Republican leaders 
as to the political bearing of the silver 
question in the pending campaign.

It is very lengthy, but 
the gist of it is found in the following 
statement: 

Your securities, which should have been 
safe in the vault, are scattered in various 
banks between Manchester and Boston. 

3onds, mortgages and collaterals amount- 
fing to $150,000 have been already located, 
and their whereabouts made known to the 
advisory committee. Itis very clear that 
the late president and treasurer of this 
company have managed its financial af- 
fairs in direct violation of its bylaws, and 
a rigid investigation, extending back to 
the time when the company began busi- 
ness, should be begun at once. 

There is an over issue of stock amount- 
ing to $13,500. The deficit amounts to 
$590,000, and the capital stock has been re- 
duced to $200,000, 


Snowdrifts In August.

The seconds of Dixon were Tom 
O’Rourke of New York and Jack Havlin 
and Morris Kelly, both of Boston. The 
men who looked after Pierce were Charley 
Norton, Con Riordan, Nick Dunn, John 
White and Sammy Kelly. Mike Blashy 
held the time for Dixon and Jim Lavelle 
for Pierce. The fight was refereed by 
John P. Eckhardt. 

The Battle. 

First round—Dixon led with his left 
after a little feinting, and caught Pierce 
in the wind. He did this same thing again 
after some cautious sparring, in which 
Dixon showed up to the best advantage. 
The men clinched on the ropes, but broke 
away of their own accord. Dixon then 
smashed Pierce with his left and again 
with his right. A clinch followed, and 
Dixon showed he was a good hand at the 
game of infighting and made Pierce break 
his hold.

Pierce was in no respect the equal of 
Dixon, and the majority of the spectators 
went home feeling that they had been 
buncoed into thinking that Pierce was a 
fighter by the glowing press accounts 
that were published from day to day laud- 
ing up Pierce and his wonderful ability.

New York, Aug. 9—Health Officer 
Perkins has officially announced that 
there is a case of cholera among the pas- 
sengers of the Anchor line steamer Kar- 
amania, from Naples. 

The victim of the plague who is now 
wellon theroad to recovery is Lorenzo 
Moracio. Dr. Jenkins issued a bulletin in 
which he stated that the biological exam- 
ination of Moracio has revealed cholera 
bacilli.

THE PRESIDENT GOT UNEASY 


And Immediately Suspended 
Telegraphic Communication. 


New York, Aug. 9.—The Herald today 
prints the following from its Mexican 
table: 

Rio DE JANEIRO, via Galveston, Aug. 8. 
—Notwithstanding the rigid censorship of 
all messages and the absolute prohibition of 
communication by the government, I am 
enabled to send you the situation in the 
capital, 

The government was surprised and 
alarmed at the extent of the revolution in 
Rio Grande do Sul, owing to the popular- 
ity of Rear Admiral Wandenkolk in naval 
circles, 

President Peixietto and his cabinet 
feared that there was a widespread con- 
spiracy against his administration.

The First Step Taken 

by the government was to prohibit all 
telegraphic communication to the south. 
This was followed by an order forbidding 
any messages being sent to known friends 
of Wandenkolk in this city. Immediately 
after an order was issued prohibiting the 
transmission of cipher messages of any 
nature over the telegraph wires in Brazil. 
The object of this was to prevent any col- 
lusion between the revolutionary leaders 
in Rio Grande do Sul with Bahia and 
Pernambuco. 


AN OLD MAN’S END. 


Hangs Himself Because He Was Robbed 
and Brutally Beaten. 
EAsTrort, Me., Aug. 9.—James Black 
of West Lubec committed suicide yester- 
day by hanging in his barn. He is the old 
man who, with his sister, was so terribly 
beaten and robbed of the savings of a life- 
time a year ago last June, and for the 
commission of which crime Howard 
Parker and James MclIsaac, Jr., were 
arrested last month, and are now in 
Machias jail awaiting trial. The beating 
that the old man received and the loss of 
his money doubtless unsettled his mind 
and led him to take his life. His age

‘The excess of exports 
of gold over its imports for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1893, amounted to more than 
$87,500,000, 

Between the first day of July, 1890, and 
the 15th day of July, 1893, the gold coin 
and bullion in our treasury decreased 
more than $132,000,000, while during the 
same period the silver coin and bullion in 
the treasury increased more than $147,- 
000,000. 

Unless government bonds are to be on- 
santly issued and sold to replenish our 
exhausted gold, only to be again ex- 
hausted, i apparent that the operation 
of the silver purchase law now in force 
leads in the direction of the entire substi- 
tution of silver for the gold in the govern- 
ment treasury, and that this must be fol- 
lowed by the payment of all government 
in depre ciated silver, At this

Gold and Silver Must Part Company 
and the government must fail in its es- 
tablished policy to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other.

Plane of Party Politics. 
It vitally conce:ns every business and 
calling and enters every household in the 
land. There is one important aspect of the 
subject which especially should never be 
overlooked. 

At times likethe present, when the evils 
of unsound finances threaten us,the specu- 
lator may anticipate a harvest gathered 
from the misfortune of others, the capi- 
talist may protect himself by hoarding or 
may even find profitin the fluctuation of 
values; but the wage earner—the first to 
be injured by a depreciated currency and 
the last to receive the benefit of its correc- 
tion—is practically defenceless. He relies 
for work upon the ventures of confident 
and contented capital. This failing him, 
his condition is without alleviation, for he 
can neither prey on the misfortunes of 
others nor heard his labor. 

One of the greatest statesmen our coun- 
try has known, sp more than 59 
years ago, when a derangement of the 
currency had caused commercial distress, 
said: ‘““The very man of all others who has 
the deepest interest in a sound currency 
and who suffers most by mischievous 
legislationin money matters, is the man 
who earns his daily bread by his daily 
toil.” 

These words are as pertitnent now as on 
the day they were uttered, and ought to 
impressively remind us that a failure in 
the discharge of our duty at this time 
must especially injure those of our coun- 
irymen who labor, and who because of 
their number and condition are entitled 
to the most 

Watchful Care of Their Government. 

It is of the utmost importance that such 
relief as congress can afford in the exist- 
ing situation be afforded at once. The 
maxim, “He gives twice who gives 
quickly,” is directly zpplicable. It may be 
true that the embarrassment from which 
the business of the country is suffering 
arise as much from evils apprehended as 
from those actually existing. 

We may hope, too, that calm counsels 
will prevail and that neither the capital- 
Ists nor the wage earners will give way to 
unreasoning panic and sacrifice their prop- 
erty or their interests under the influence 
of exaggerated fears, Nevertheless, every 
ilay’s delay in removing one of the plain 
and principal causes of the present state of 
things enlarges the mischief already done 
and increases the responsibility of the OV- 
ernment for its existence.

This balcony is 20 
feet from the street, and it was in this

forming the framework of the balcony. 

There was a sound of breaking timbers, 
and the platform suddenly gave way and 
po napa 300 people to the ground. 

suckily an old hose carriage belonging to 
the fire department was under the balcony 
and broke the fall of the platform and pre- 
vented more serious results. 

Six persons are reportedinjured as fol- 
lows: Mrs. Lydia A. Burrows of Win- 
chester, leg injured; Ernest Esterbrook, 
14 years old, injured in the back and ren- 
dered unconscious; John McCarthy, 1 
years old, leg sprained; John Mullen, 1 
years old, arm bruised; a boy name 
Howard, 15 years old, leg injured; a bo; 
named McGiloray, arm injured. 

Several others were slightly injured. 
Mrs. Burrows is the only one who is 
seriously injured.

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STILL IN THE DARK. 


Caucus Fails ‘to Agree Upon ao 
Silver Plan. 


NOW LOOKS LIKE A REPEAL 


With Free Coinaze at an In- 
creased Ratic. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Almost every 
Democratic senator wus present at the 
party caucus held yesterday. The meet- 
ing was convened at 10:30 o’clock, and 
when the hour of noon arrived nothing 
definite had been accomplished, and an 
adjournment was taken until immediately 
after the adjournment of the senate. 

The resolution of Mr. Hule, which so 
suddenly and unexpectedly brought the 
question of speedy repeal of the Sherman 
law before the senate, itwas thought by 
some Democrats, placed them in a posi- 
tion where a conference became necessary 
in order that the policy of the party 
might be discussed and unanimity of xc- 
tion agreed upon. 

As might te expected, with the Demo- 
crats divided upon this subject as are the 
Republicans, there was a diversity of 
opinion, and avast amount of unimportant 
talk was indulged in, with the inevitable 
result of nothing being ‘determined upon 
when the noon hour came around, 

A Lively Discussion. 

The discussion was decidedly animated. 
No definite proposition was advanced, an:l 
when the caucus adjourned it was just as 
much at sea as when it was called to- 
gether. 

Immediately after the caucus numerous 
conferences were had between the Demo- 
crats and free silver Republicans of the 
same persuasion, the result of which was 
apparent as soon as the journal was read. 

A motion was made to adjourn, and it 
was noticeable that the silver Republi- 
cans voted with the Democrats to carry 
out that proposition. This was taken as 
an evidence of a desire for time, and the 
eaucus immediately reassembled. 

Both Sides Firm, 

The afterncon caucus was almost as 
unproductive of results as the morning 
session. Most of the time was consumed 
in the expression of individual views 
which clearly demonstrated that each 
element inthe party was firmly wedded 
to its own notivns. One senator, who oe 
eupies a high position in the finance com- 
wittee and whose leaning toward free 
giver is pronounced, declared positively, 

You can set it down asa certainty thet 
the Sherman act will not be repealed un- 
conditionally.” 

Some senators who have sided with the 
president said rather despondently that 
while no tangible advance had been made 
toward a point where the party could be 
regarded as united, they had not abandoned 
hope that the efforts in that direction 
might eventually result in success. 

It is gathered from thisthat the condi- 
tional repeal proposition is gaining in 
strength and that certain of the ultra sil- 
ver men are preparing to followin the di- 
rection indicated by the leaders in the sil- 
ver caucus in the houselyesterday, namely, 
towards repeal with free coinage at an in- 
ereased ratio. 

It was rather a significant fact that the 
silver men appeared to have less anxiety 
than their opponents about the result of 
the caucus, as was evinced by their con- 
duct while the senators were discussing 
the situation, a number of them leaving 
the room and going to the restaurant, 
where they calmly indulged in luncheon, 
apparently unconcerned as to what was 
going on in the chamber above. Neither 
party in the senate has ever been able to 
eaucus with complete success on the sub- 
ject of silver, and the result of yesterday’s 
caucus was noexception totherule. So, 
after exhausting the possibilities of debate, 
the caucus fell back upon the oft-tried ex- 
pedient of delegating to a committee the 
taskof endeavoring to arrange a plan of 
business that should be satisfactory to all 
sides. 

Figuring on a Committee. 

Mr. Gorman, the chairman of the caucus, 
was authorized to appoint thfs committee, 
and the caucus itself adjourned subject 
to his call, which will be issued as soon as 
the committee has reached an agreement 
and is prepared to submit a report for 
action. Immediately after adjournment 
of the caucus Mr. Gorman repaired to the 
room of the committee on appropriations 
and called into consultation Senators 
Blackburn, Gray, Ransom and Voorhees. 
Senator Cockrell was invited to remain in 
the room. 

All these. with the exeeption of Senator 
Gray, were members of the Democratic 
saucus committee of the last session, and 
ulthough Mr. Gorman had not made his 
appointments at the time of the consulta- 
tion, their presence gave color to the ex- 
pectation that they would be named as 
members of the caucus committee. 

At the conclusion of this informal cau- 
sus at 5:15 p. m., Senator Gorman said he 
yould not appoint the committee auther- 
zed by the caucus until this afternoon. 

Long Debate and a Compromise. 

Senator Hawley says that he sees no 
prospect of immediate relief from existing 
tneertainty by tue action of congress. 
The indications are, he thinks, that there 
Ptobe alovg and acrimpnious debate, 
with a strong probability that it will not 
be possible to secure the unconditional re- 
peal of the silver purchase clause. The 
gossip is, he says, that, after a long 
struggle, a compromise bill may be passed, 
providing for the repeal of the silver pur- 
chase clause and free coinage of silver, 
with an increased ratio. 


Smallpox In a Jail. 

READING, Pa. Aug. 10.—Considerable 
excitement was created here by the an- 
houncement that two cases of smallpox 
had been discovered in the Herks county 
jail. The institution is crowded with 
prisoners. The victims will be removed 
to the hospital. 


Zimmy Downed by Johnson. 

CuHicaco, Aug. 10.—For the first time 
during the L. A. W. meet Zimmerman 
was beaten from the scratch yesterday. 
John S. Johnson accomplished his defeat 
in the five-mile national championship bi- 
cycle race by an open length ahead of Zim- 
merman.

The most aud, in fact, the only import- 
ant development was the propulsion into 
the role of an open candidate for the head 
of the ticket of Charies W. Baker of this 
city. This was brought about at a caucus 
of Neal’s opponents held at the 
Nicholas, couvened by E. W. Hughes, ex- 
consul to Birmingham and one of ex-Gov- 
ernor Campb:ll’s chief lieutenants, and 
participated in by half a score of delegates 
from as many districts. To this confer- 
ence Mr. Buker was summoned, and when 
the gathering broke up the announcement 
was made that Baker had been entered in 
the lists and might be regarded as the 
administration candidate for the nomina- 
tion. 

Headgunrters were at once opened at the 
Gibson House, adjoining those occupied 
by Candidate Neal, and the word went 
around that the prospective nominee of 
the convention was ready and willing to 
welcome his supporters. 

Neal Is Weak. 

Neal himself says that he does not know 
how large a vote he will poll, and this is 
also taken asa sign of weakness by his 
enemies. This is his third attempt to be- 
come governor of Ohio, and the Campbell 
men assert that he by this time knows 
perfectly well where his strength lies and 
that if he had 405 votes assured he would 
lose no time in claiming them with a loud 
voice. 

John A. McMahon of Dayton, who was 
meutioned for the nomination and who 
had quite a following, has kicked the gas 
outof his own balloou by declaring that 
he would not take the nomination if it 
was tendered him by both parties. Then 
Mr. McMahon, after declaring this, 
hastened over to the St. Nicholas hotel 
and locked himself in a room with the 
anti-Neal people. ‘The selection of Baker 
to lead the Campbell side of the conven- 
tion has hurt Neal somewhat in Hamilton 
county. 

Neal has dec'ared that he will abide by 
the Chicago platform, and his followers 
are Democrats of the unterrified stamp, 
who will stick to him as long as there is a 
show of his nomination. On the other 
hand, the Campbellites make no denial of 
the fact that they are with the aduiinis- 
tion and that they are out to beat Neal, 
and to beat bim with any man who can be 
made available. Campbell will not be ua 
candidate, and if his name goes before the 
convention by the act of some enthusi- 
astic follower it will be instantly with- 
drawn.

A VALUABLE VALISE. 


Returning from New York city by the 
E—— railroad a few years ago, I bought 
of the train boy a copy of a Cincinnati 


paper, in which I read a long account of 


the robbery of the City National bank 
of L , Ky., and the sudden disappear- 
ance of itsyseller, Harry W. Swope. As 
usual in such cases, he had beena trusted 
employee, a member of the church anda 
society young man. The robbery was a 
particularly cool one, the gentleman 
having quietly slipped $90,000 in notes 
into a valise on the previous Saturday 
afternoon after bank hours and walked 
out into the cold world. 

That was the last seen of him, and it 
was not until after the bank opened on 
Monday morning that any one suspected 
anything wrong. The affair created an 
immense sensation. “Society” was shock- 
ed, the church scandalized and the bank 
directors furious. The newspapers print- 
ed long stories of the Dr. Jekyll and Mr, 
Hyde sort of existence the young man 
had led for a number of years, and 
numerous friends of the ‘lately depart- 
ed” knowingly shook their heads as they 
told the reporters that they knew some- 
thing like that was sure to happen soon. 

This sensation so interested me that 
when I reached Cincinnati I scarcely 
realized the express was, as usual, an 
hour behind time and had failed to make 
connection with the train to L——. I 
should therefore be compelled to take 
the last train going west that night, 
which would cause me to stop over night 
in a one horse town in Indiana that did 
not contain a comfortable hotel. 

I knew Mr. Swope by sight, having 
come in contuct with him on a number 
of occasions while doing business with 
the bank of which he was teller. The 
L—— papers I bought in the Union de- 
pot gave further details of the affair 
and contained also the announcement 
that the bank directors had offered a re- 
ward of $1,000 for Swope’s capture and 
10 per cent of the cash returned, which 
would make a total of $10,000 if the ras- 
cal was caught before he got rid of his 
booty. 

After eating an unsatisfactory lunchI 
took a seat in the general waiting room 
of the depot and ruefully awaited my 
train.

Likely to Secure Him the Nomina- 
tion For Governor. 


A FREE COINAGE PLATFORM 


Advocated at the Convention of 
Ohio Democrats. 


Crxcrxnatr, Aug. 10.—The Democratic 
state convention was formally opened in 
Music hall this morning and thousands of 
Democrats are now hard at work on the 
preliminaries which precedes the chosing 
of a standard bearer for the fall campaign. 
Hon. G. C. Crite of Lima, chairman of 
the Democratic state central committee, 
in calling the convention to order,thanked 
the local committees and the citizens, gen- 
erally, of Cincinnati, irrespective of party, 
for the complete arrangements that bad 
insured the convenience and accommoda- 
tion of the convention, and urged the dele- 
gates to go forth, after their work was 
done, with vigilance and determination to 
do battle with the common euemy un- 
til the polls closed in November, when 
victory would be complete. Following is 

. Crite’s Speech: 

About two months ago there was heldin the 
capital city of this state a ratification meeting 
called a Republican state convention noted 
for its deplete ' delegations, its total lack of 
enthusiasm atid willful absence of prominent 

Republicans — the state, many of whom not 
even sought tle shadow of an excuse for non- 
attendance, but their motives were apparent 
to all. 

How different are the surroundings here; 
every one of 303 delegates in his place, backed 
by an equal number of sturdy alternates and 
surrounded by thousands of the rank and file 
of the party from every district and county of 
the state, all united and enthusiastic for party 
success. 

Fortunately we may safely rely upon the 
intelliger id fidelity of these 508 tried and 
true delegates directly representing the De- 
mocracy of the state to wisely transact the 
business of this convention. It speaks for 
your deliberations, presence and harmony, 
and aticket that shall redound not only to 
yourcredit, bunt to that of the 400,00) loyal 
Democrats who sent you here. 

Hon. Gilbert H. Bargar of Columbus 
acted as temporary chairman and Hon. 
Walter Their e of Cleveland as temporary 
secretary. LB. W. Layton of Wapakcneta 
is the sergenit-at-arms. Following the 
address of Mr. Crite, Chairman Bargar 
said afew words to the convention and 
then the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials was made. 

The situation this morningis as mixed 
and as undefinable as it was 24 hours ago. 
As John J. Leutz, the Columbus politician 
and himself leading dark horse for the 
gubernatorial nomination, put it: ‘The 
situation is unparalleled and indescriba- 
ble.” 

The most aud, in fact, the only import- 
ant developnient was the propulsion into 
the role of an open candidate for the head 
of the ticket of Charlies W. Baker of this 
city. This was brought about at a caucus 
of Neal’s opponents held at the St. 
Nicholas, couvened by E. W. Hughes, ex- 
consul to Birmingham and one of ex-Gov- 
ernor Campb:ll’@ chief lieutenants, and 
participated in by half a score of delegates 
from as many districts. To this confer- 
ence Mr. Buker was summoned, and when 
the gathering broke up the announcement 
was made that Baker had been entered in 
the lists and might be regarded as the 
administration candidate for the nomina- 
tion. 

Headquarters were at once opened at the 
Gibson House, adjoining those occupied 
by Candidate Neal, and the word went 
around that the prospective nominee of 
the convention was ready and willing to 
welcome his supporters. 

Neai Is Weak. 

Neal himself says that he does not know 
how lurge a vote he will poll, and this is 
also taken asa sign of weakness by his 
enemies. This is his third attempt to be- 
come governor of Ohio, and the Campbell 
men assert that he by this time knows 
perfectly well where his strength lies and 
that if he bad 49 votes assured he would 
lose no time in claiming them with a loud 
voice, 

John A. McMahon of Dayton, who was 
mentioned for the nomiuation and who 
had quite a following, has kicked the gas 
out of his own balloon by declaring that 
he would not take the nominatiou if it 
was tendered him by both parties. Then 
Mr. McMahon, after declaring this, 
hastened over to the St. Nicholas hotel 
and locked himself in a room with the 
anti-Neal people. ‘The selection of Baker 
to lead the Campbell side of the conven- 
tion has hurt Neal somewhat in Hamilton 
county. 

Neal has dec’ared that he will abide by 
the Chicago platform, and his followers 
are Democrats of the unterrified stamp, 
who will stick to him as long as there is a 
show of his nomination. Oa the other 
hand, the Campbellites make no denial of 
the fact that they are with the aduinis- 
tion and that they are out to beat Neal, 
and to beat him with any man who can be 
made available. Campbell will not be a 
candidate, and if his name goes before the 
convention by the act of some enthusi- 
astic follower it will be instantly with- 
drawn.

MURDEROUS ASSAULT, 


Three Germans Lay in Wait for Their Vic- 
tim at West Quincy. 

‘Chere was a murderous assault at West 
Quincy Thursday night about So’clock and 
as a result Frank X. Fruith lies dangerous- 
ly injured at his home on Willard street, 
and Louis Buckbower, Charles Schlager 
and Joseph Hunger his assailants are in 
jail awaiting the result of his injuries. 

The particulars of the assault are as 
foliows: Fruith was coming down a lane, 
Jeading into Willard street, on his way 
home when he was set upon by the three 
Germans, who were laying in wait for him. 
They seized him unawares and beat bim 
about the face and body, one of the party 
striking him a murderous blow over the 
right temple with a club. 

This blow rendered Fruith unconscious 
in which state he remained until this morn- 
ing. 

After assaulting Fruith the assailants 
fled. 

A sister of the injured man saw the 
assault and notified the police. Meanwhile 
John Schatzel had found Fruith and 
carried him home and summoned a physi- 
cian. 

The gin] gave the names of the three 
men who were arrested later in the evening 
by Officers and Bradley and 
locked up. 

They were arraigned in court this morn- 
ing and held in $300 each until next 
Weduesday. In default they were com- 
mitted.

DOGGED SILVER MEN 


Said to Be Determined to Force 
a Compromise. 


THE LATEST PROPOSITION 


May Be Antagonized by the 
Silverites. 
e 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The senate com- 
mittee on finance held its first meeting 
yesterday. Every member was present. 
After a brief discussion, Chairman Voor- 
hees informed the Republican members 
that a majority of the members of the 
committee were not ready to present any 
measure, nor did they wish to discuss the 
matter. He intimated that they would 
probably be ready to lay before the com- 
mittee a proposition at the meeting on 
Tuesday next. It is expected that the 
Democratic members are engaged in map- 
ping out a plan that will lead toa measure 
relating to silrer and other financial legis- 
lation npon which their party in tho sen- 
ate can unite. 

In order that the time might not be al- 
together wasted, hogever, the committee 
took up und discussed the proposition to 
allow the national banks to issue circula- 
tion to the full face value of the Londs 
deposited in the treasury, instead of limit- 
ing to 90 per e*nt cf the value of the 
bonds, as at present. It was urged that 
the result of this legislation would be 
more immediately beneficial than any 
other that had been suggested, as it would 
add a large sum to the money in cireula- 
tion as quickly as the notes could be 
printed. 

Threatened by Amendments. 

It was made clear that for the first time 
in many years there is a possibility of leg- 
islation favorable to national banks in the 
line indicated, for, although no vote was 
taken, the discussion appeared to indi- 
cate a leaning toward the measure by a 
majority of the committee. The present 
danger, however, lies in an attempt to 
cumber the bill with amendments that 
will involve the whole silver question and 
prevent a disposition of the measure on 
its own merits. 

In the Democratic senatorial caucuses 
the diverse opinion expressed gave little 
encouragement that the recommendations 
contained in the president’s message will 
receive the support of that body. Some 
say that there are not more than 12 or 15 
Democratic senators who favor the un- 
conditional repeal of the silver purchasing 
act. 

Silverites Obstinate. 

Senators Voorhees, Turpie, Blackburn, 
Vest and Cockrell, who have been counted 
as favoring the administration policy, in- 
formed their colleagues in the caucus that 
they would not vote for the unconditional 
repeal of the existing purchasing law. 
They will insist that there must be com- 
pensative legislation couplet with the re- 
pealing clause. This announcement as- 
tonished those of the scnators who are 
strongly supporting the president’s policy. 

There were many Democratic represen- 
tatives in the silverites’ caucus who were 
not in favor of free coinaze, but who be- 
lieve in bimetallism. These will vote for 
the repeal of the purchase of silver, but 
insist upon some satisfactory a ditional 
legislation. 

It has been ascertained that a large 
number of Democrats of the south aad 
west will insist upon the repeal act being 
coupled with specific recognition of silver. 
Senstors Allison, Shermin, floar and 
Hawley in the senate, and Representatives 
Reed, Burrows aud Henderson, in spexk- 
ing of the situation yesterday, remarked 
that the prospect of agreeing upon any 
legislation on a line with the president’s 
recommendation is not very promising. 

A New Proposition, 

After the adjournment of the senate 
finance committee the Democratic and 
Republican members came together and a 
new proposition was submitted, which 
Was virtually agreed to by all the mem- 
bers of the committee. It provides for tha 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman uct 
and authorizes thé secretary to issue at 
once $50,000,000 of legal tender notes, 

The latter, in the judzment of members 
of the committee, will give the needol re- 
lief to the present stringency in the money 
market and tend larzely to restore coufi- 
dence throughout the country. Of course 
itis not known as yet how this proposi- 
tion will be received by the silverites, If 
they should antagonize it, its passage wiil 
be delayed fora while, Senators Sherman, 
Hoar, Lodge, Allison anid others on the 
Republican side will support it, 

Definite Action, 

The free silver Democrats have sub- 
mitted to the Democrats of the house in 
caucus their proposition. They agree to 
close debate and come to vote on all propo- 
sitions in three weeks from the beginning 
of the debate and agree to desist fram 
filibustering and abide by the result if they 
shall be outvoted. This proposition is 
based on the confident belief of the free 
silver men that they have a majority in 
the house. The anti-silver men claim 
that they havethe majority. One of the 
factions is, of course, mistaken. 

How Populists Stand. 

George F. Washburn, chairman of the 
eastern division national committee of the 
People’s purty, stated to a reporter last 
night that a break in the silver forces bad 
occurred, The cause of the trouble was 
that some of the silver producers of the 
west are advocating a compromise mens- 
ure on a ratio of 2) to 1, which the Pop- 
ulists claim is an abandonment of princi- 
ple for selfish ends. Mr. Washburn said: 

“Our fight is for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold on a ratio of 
16 to 1, because it is the money of the con- 
tract on which our bonds were issued, and 
any change of ratio renders the payment 
of these bonds in gold alone. We are 
fighting for a larger volume of circula- 
tion, not for a large dollar. Twenty to 
one would beuetit the silver producers 
alone and would not help the farmers or 
wage earners by increasing the price of 
products which a ratio of 16 to 1 would 
do. hence we must part company with the 
silver men who favor the change. The 
Populists will stand for 16 to 1 to the end, 
believing that the repeal of the Sherman 
act is pteferable toa change of ratio. A 
canvass of Populist and silverite members 
will be made and a list prepared of those 
who will pledge themselves to unalterably 
oppote any increase in the ratio of coifi- 
age.

LEADERS AND RULERS. 


Hew Some Common Namesand Titles Came 
to Be Applied. 

There are heaps of history in titles. 
For instance, take that of the ‘‘prince of 
Wales.” This title is always given to 
the eldest son of the ruler reigning over 
England, and it came in this way: 

Wales is now part of the kingdom of 
Great Britain, as Ireland and Scotland 
are. But once for a long time Wales 
was a separate kingdom. At last the 
English conquered it, and then after 
that there were always plots and rebel- 
lions among the Welsh people. By and 
by an English king went with his queen 
into Wales to see if the Welsh were ill 
treated, and if they were to try to make 
things easier and pleasanter for them. 
The Welsh nobles and leaders all came 
together to meet their English king and 
to complain to him. 

But the king gave them no chance to 
speak. He rose and told them he had 
heard they wanted a prince of theirown, 
and that he meant to give them one—a 
Born Welshman and speaking no other 
language. 

Then, as the Welsh joyfully cheeredas 
loud as they could, he fetched out his 
baby son, born the night before in the 
Welsh castle, and of course the baby 
could ‘“‘speak no other language,” as he 
was not able to speak at all. Ever since 
the eldest son of the English royal fami- 
ly has been called the ‘‘prince of Wales.” 
That ruler deserved his own title‘‘king,” 
for ‘‘king” is a word that comes from 
“koenig,” which means a ‘‘wise” or 
“knowing man.” I suppose the first 
rulers—the heads or kings of small tribes 
—came to be so by “knowing more,” by 
being ‘‘wiser,” than the other:men of the 
tribe. 

“Czar” and “kaiser” both came from 
the Latin word ‘‘csar,” the title of the 
great conquering Roman rulers,: whose 
only law was their own will. 

The czar of Russia and the young 
Kaiser William of Germany have much 
more power over their subjects than the 
queen of England has over the people of 
England. ‘‘Sultan” is.another such title, 
and it comes from an Arabic word, 
which means ‘‘absolute lord.” 

Grover Cleveland's title, ‘‘president,” 
means one appointed to sit before or 
over others. It comes from the two 
Latin words “pre,” which means ‘“‘be- 
fore,” and ‘‘sideo,” which means “‘to sit.” 
The title shows that the president’s busi- 
ness is to sit before or above the law- 
makers and carry out and execute the 
laws they frame. This iswhy the presi- 
dent is sometimes called the ‘‘chief ex- 
ecutive.” 

“Captain” means “head man.” It 
comes from the word “caput,” whick 
means ‘‘the head.” ‘‘Colonel” comes 
from the same Latin root word as ‘‘col- 
umn,” and the title no doubt rose from 
the regimental practice of marching or 
attacking in colunm, with their com- 
mander at the head. 

As to the two titles “democrat” and 
“republican,” when a small boy hears 
them he generally thimks of one or the 
other of those political parties as the 
people who are not of his father’s way 
of thinking. It will de him no harm to 
know exactly what each of these party 
titles really means. 

“Democrat” cames from the Greek 
word ‘‘demos,” which means “‘the peo- 
ple,” and from “‘kratos,” which means 
‘“‘power.” So a “democrat” is one who 
believes in the power or sovereignty of 
the people, each acting-as nearly as may 
be for himself, 

“Republican” comes from the Latin 
words “res pudlica,” which meam ‘for 
the common good.”—Chicago Intex 
Ocean.

One who 
reads the little textbook on physlology 
in the schools will immediately discern 
in every rumble of his intestmes the 
kind of action the gastric juices are tak- 
ing on the food that has gone imto the 
stomach, and he soon becomes, if he 
pushes his investigation further, a mo- 
nomaniac on hygiene. It is true thata 
man or woman who has arrived at the 
age of 40 years ought to be able to de- 
cide at a glance the kind of food suited 
best to their digestive organs, and expe- 
rience ought to teach them never to 
touch any food that disagrees with them. 
This is true also of drinking. Whena 
man is 40 years of age, he ought to un- 
derstand himself sufficiently to guard 
against all impradences in either eating 
or drinking or working, but that is about 
all he ought to mow about it. He ex- 
pects to be employed as an expert on 
others in his.own line of study, and he 
ought to be willing to reciprocate by 
employing a physician when he is sick. 
—Austin Statesman. 


A Large Cross In an English Church. 

The largest cross in any church in this 
country is the ‘‘Great Rood,” which the 
Duke of Newcastle presented to the 
Church of St, Albans, Holborn. It is an 
enormous crucifix, the cross of which is 
over 25 feet in height, and hangs sus- 
pended from the chancel arch. The cross 
itself is colored dead olive green, and 
the arms have terminals of floWwer-de-luce 
and Tudor ioses. The sacred figure is 
painted and gilt, while on either side 
stand presentments of St. John the Di- 
vine and the Virgin as'‘‘the Mater ‘Dolo- 
rosa.” The idea of ‘the work has been 
chiefly borrowed from the rood crosses 
to be-seen still at St, Peter's, Louvain, 
end at Oplinter in Brabant.—London 
Vit-Bits.

Fluctuations In the Honey Crop. 

This has not been a good year for the 
beekeepers, as there has not been half a 
crop of honey. There is a great differ- 
ence in seasons, so far as honey making 
is concerned. Though flowers come in 
about the same profusion each year, they 
do not contain the same amount of hon 
ey. Some years they seemed filled with 
the sweet nectar, and the bees make fre- 


quent excursions and always return heay- | 


ily laden, and other years the busy little 
workers scour the country far and wide 
and gather little honey. It has been 
two or three years since there was a 
large crop of the product, but when 
there is beekeepers make plenty of mon- 
ey. 
work for a stand of bees is 200 pounds of 
honey, though a particularly good stand 
will sometimes gather 500 pounds. The 
product sells from $90 to $140 a ton, so 
that on a good year a person with 100 
stands of bees would make from 3900 to 
$1,400. If every season was a good one, 
a person cculd not find an ‘todd job” 
that would reward his spare time any 
better than keeping bees. —Pomona (Cal.}

WASHINGTON, Aug. °2.—The house found 
it diflicult to understand the proposition 
relative to silver which was submitted to 
it by the Democrats. The Republicans 
insisted that they shall have the right to 
control their time, und that the Democrats 
shall not be permitted to control the time 
on both sides of the question. 

Mr. Reed insisted that some time should 
be given for debate.

ANKIOUSLY WAITING. 


Congress Expected to Bring Reliet 
to Money Market. 


EXCHANGES ARE CRIPPLED 


By the Withdrawal of Enormous 
Sums From Banks. 


New York, Aug. 12.—Dun’s Weekly 
Review of Trade yesterday says: The 
long desired meeting of congress, a presi- 
dent’s message which fully answered ex- 
pectations, and the arrival of $13,230,0u0 
gold from Europe, with $10,000,000 more on 
the way, have not brought the improve- 
ment many anticipated. Stocks are 
stronger, but failures and the closing of 
industrial establishments continue, and 
the disorganization of domestic exchanges 
is even greater than a week ago. Yet 
there isa more hopeful spirit, though the 
nation looks to Washington with some 
impatience when the senate seems dis- 
posed to rival the mills in working short 
time. Whatever relief congress has power 
to give may be less fruitful for good if 
long deferred. 

Exchange Business Paralyzed. 

The machinery of exchanges has almost 
stopped. When $30 per $1000 is paid for 
New York exchanges at Chicago and $15 
or $20 at other western cities, settlements 
between the east and west become ex- 
tremely difficult. Even the New York 
Central could not get currency here on 
checks of the Boston and Albany and was 
obliged tu send to Boston for the money. 

The root of the trouble is that, accord- 
ing to reports of July 12 to the comp- 
troller, over $131,000,000 of deposits had j 
been withdrawn in two months from part } 
cf the national banks and probably $177,- 
000,000 fzom all, besides unknown sums 
from savings, state and private banks, and 
during the month since July 12 the with- 
drawal and hoarding must have been rela- 
tively even greater. 

A premium of 1 to2 per centis paid for 
gold and 3 to 4 per cent for currency. The 
government is printing £1,200,000 in bank 
notes daily. The clearing house has is- 
sued $5,000,000 more certificates, and the 
hope is that confidence may be revived and | 
hoardings unlocked. 

The Industrial World. 

Shoeshops are looking in vain for fur- 
ther orders, and last week’s shipments 
from Boston were 16,100 cases, or 20 per 
cent less than those of the same week last 
year. 

Railroad earnings show a decrease of 
about 8 per cent compared with those of 
last year, and the clearing house returns 
at the principal cities show a decrease in 
settlements of 25 per cent. 

Thirteen million dollars in bank noteg 
will quickly be added to the circulation, 
through use of the bonds purchased from 
savings bauks, and $23,000,000 in gold, in 
spite of the atvance in the Bank of Eng- 
land rate to 4 per cent, and in its chargo 
for gold to 76s. 10d., which with some 
specie and notes and Canada will make 
the largest addition to the monetary sup- 
ply ever expertenced in a single month. |

Lonpon, Aug. 11.—It is learned on the 
highest authority that the government 
has decided to hold an inquiry into causes 
which led to the capsizing of the Victoria 
after she hud been in collision with the 
Camperdown. This is to be done in order 
to resolve the doubt whether the capsiz- 
ing was due to defective design and con- 
struction or to the fact that the water- 
tight compartments were not corepletely 
closed. 


She Deserves Pity. 

BAnGor, Me., Aug. 12.—The pretzy 16- 
year-old wife of 70-year-old Jacob Witham 
drowned herself in the lake at Plymouth 
because of his jealous abuse and the lack 
of sympathy of her parents. The latter 
compelled her to marry the decrepid old 
man, because he had been granted a pen- 
sion of $30 a month, with back pay at the 
same rate. For years before obtaining this 
money Witham had been a town charge.

THE GRANITE BUSINESS. 


Advertising the Key to Success—the World’s 
Fair Exhihit. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I am am not surprised that a number of 
granite manufacturers after reading my 
article a few days ago were Jed to remark, 
that some people understand other people’s 
business betterthan their own. I expected 
that they would make that good old remark, 
but some manufacturers were led to stop 
and ask themselves if my article, as well as 
the editorial, contained any truth. 

It issome years sinceany merchant has 
been able to establish, or carry on a large 
trade without the aid of printer’s ink. Take 
the Quincy dealers who advertise, they do 
a larger trade, than stores which do not. It 
is therefore safe to say this, every merchant 
should pay out for advertising each year 
from 1 to 2 per cent. on his sales. If he is 
to doa trade inthe towns around Quincy 
he must pay out at least 2 per cent. which 
will be probabiy more than we pay out for 
rent. If it is important for the Quincy 
merchant to advertise it is much more so 
for the granite dealer, as they must send 
their product a long distance. 

I do not know much about stone, but as 
I have advertised during the last 30 years 
in the principal papers in the United 
States I claim I know something about 
advertising, 

Referring to the World’s Fair, I note that 
the manufacturers have advertised for a 
salesman to stay in Chicago. What is he 
todo? ‘Take orders for some one firm ? 
I very much doubt if he will sell any goods, 
as ve pic do not go to the fair to buy but to 
see. They take a moment’s glance and 
then pass along. It might be a good way 
to send two wide awake ladies. Let one 
stay with the exhibit from 8 to 1 and the 
other from 1 to 6. 

That is about as long as a person could 
stand it. Let them have plenty of circulars 
to give toevery one. They will take one 
to send or carry home. Let the circular be 
strong, let them tell of the quality of 
Quincy granite; let it also state the names 
of agents in every state where there is one, 
so that the people can order at home, That 
the people may keep the circular let-it have 
on the outside a cut of the First church, 
stating that it was built of Quincy granite, 
when it was built, also that it contains the 
bones of the two Presidents. 

There is yet another way to advertise at 
the fair which I will not now mention. 
No doubt but the two ladies would go for 
their car fares out and back and their 
board while there.

LOSS GF 82,000,000 
By a Fire Which Swept Over a Portion 
of Minneapolis, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 14. — About 1:30° 

p.m. yesterday $2,000,000 worth of property 
| was destroyed by fire. 209 houses 
were burned and 159) persons were ren- 
dered homeless. Tuis is the record made 
| by the destroying element in the short 
| space of two hours. A change in the direc- 
|tion of the wind prevented an awful con- 
|flagration. The fire started on the river 
| side of J. E.Clark & Co.’s box factory on 
jthe south end of Nicollet island at the 
| head of St. Anthony Falls.

Smithsonian Institute Exhibit 
at the Fair. 


AN EIGHT-FOOT RATTLESNAKE. 


All Other Snakes Comparatively Imper- 
fect Creatures Beside Him—Every Style 
of Animal Evolution Shown in This In- 
teresting Exhibit in the Government 
Building—Collection of Cersanics. 


WorLp’s Fam, Aug. 11. — [Special.] — 
The rattlesnake is the supreme triumph 
of nature. This fact I demonstrated to- 
day by four hours’ study in the Smithson- 
fan institution end of the Government 
building. In all the animal kingdom 
there is no such complete specialization of 
functions and machinery suited to per- 
form those functions. As an automatic 
machine of mischief the rattlesnake is 
simply perfect and beside him there is 
none other. True, this snake has not 
much to do, but for what he does in this 
world he is emphatically well heeled. It 
isno wonder these Smithsonian gentle- 
men have nicknamed him the Crotalus 
Horridus. All the other snakes in tho ex- 
hibit seem comparatively imperfect Grea- 
tures. The non-poisonous, tree-climbing 
snakes are beautifully mounted on sap- 
lings, the little ring snakesare artistically 
arranged after their natural habit and 
there are a great many other snakes which 
the exhibitors call Typhlopidae, Leptoty- 
phlophidae, Hysiidae, Nothopsidae, Am- 
blycephalidae and even worse names; but 
the snakes don’t mind it atall. There is 
also a cast ofa Jamacia boa, and a lot of 
turtles and lizards of every size, style and 
color from the little green and blue swift 
of the Wabash valley and the chameleon 
of Louisiana to reckless looking monsters 
apparently but one remove from the 

| primeval iguanodon, but none of these 
draw the crowd and hold it with a sort of 
horrid fascination as does the lovely 8-foot 
rattlesnake. 

Think what a tribute it is to this crea- 
ture that animals who never even saw one 
in life willsnort with terror at sight of 
his stuffed skin, and women looking at 
him through glass, while the cold reason 
assures them there isno danger, feel that 
thrill of dread and nerve repulsion which 
their Simian ancesters felt in the woods 
so long ago. This snake holds over all 
other creatures an inherited power, and as 
Americans we ought to be proud of him. 
His skeleton as exhibited here shows his 
superiority with scientific exactness. 
There is, first, the flexibility of his back- 
bone which enables him to turn any way 
to get atafellow. No other animal can 
compare with him, 

Then consider the double  ball-and- 
ocket arrangement of his numerous ribs 
tnd compare it with the human shoulder, 
sspecially the female human. The latter 
sasily miscalculates the circular swing of 
iis, especially her, shoulder, but a rattle- 
snake’s ribs never go back on him. And 
then the jaws, so adjustible that he can 
swallow creatures twice histhickness, and 
the fang which rises just at the right time 
to do the most good (from a snaky point 
of view). Ifeither missed it by a second 
there would bea bite thrown away, but 
invariably the drop of dirty, yellow oil 
goes into the wound and then—what? 
Serum and red corpsucle fall apart, the 
blood clots aud the bitten one howls for 
whisky regardless of temperance princi- 

ples. 

To this digression I was led by listening 
to the conversation going on all around 
the snakes. Go thereat any hour of the 
day one may be as sure to find a lot of 
folks swapping snake stories. There is 
general man from Pennsylvania or 
West Virginia or some other mountain- 
ous section of the east and nearly always

aman or two from the plains, and sur- 
rounded by all this world of wonders, this 
greatest show onearth, these men stand 
for long periods telling stories and con- 
trasting the snakes of their respective lo- 
calities. This particular 8-foot specimen 
is from Indian Territory. The exhibitor 
says that on Darwinian principles it took 
at least 700,000 generations of selection, 
survival and slow improvement to pro- 
duce such a snake. I haven’t a doubt of 
it. I don’t see how it could be done in 
that time. Why, it has taken 800 genera- 
tions to produce a Jersey cow, though 
man has absolute control of the selection 
and a good cow to start with. I tell you 
nature works slow, but she gets there. 

Inthe leather exhibit are some lovely 
snake skins, tanned, from South America, 
and in the collection of ancient relics area 
few sections of similar skins from Asia 
Minor, on which the ancients have writ- 
ten leading articles, snake stories prob- 
ably, though no one here can read them. 
Far more interesting, to my mind, are 
those little fragments of drawings in the 
Smithsonian exhibit, drawings made tong 
before writing was invented, in which the 
primitive man tried to picture the animal 
he had killed. Apparently he made the 
drawing, or scratching, with a pointed 
stone and generally pictured the dead ani- 
mal on one of its own bones. Along with 
those area few bushels of stone weapons 
and tools, polished stone ornaments and 
curiously shaped things in horn, bone and 
stone for which we can imagine no use, 
but it is supposed they had some religious 
significance. Next to these come really 
fine implements of polished stone and 
then copper and so on down, so one can 
trace the prc. ress of man from the begin- 
ithe ladies are most deeply interested in 
the Smithsonian ceramics and I was sur- 
prised to learn, in the Japanese collection, 
that every one of the twenty-four prov- 
inces represented shows local peculiarities, 
and in some of the larger provinces each 
town does the same, s0a Japanese expert 
can tell at a glance what part of the isl- 
and empire a piece comes from. And it 


is so al; over (sc fair. There are such im- 
mense quanutitics of pottery that one 
would expect the thing to grow monoton- 
ous, but every country has its marked 
specialities and generally its minor varia- 
tions by locatity. The oldest Japanese 
ware in this particular exhibitis of the 
year 1600, 

In the Smithsonian room also are speci- 
mens of every kind of printing and en- 
graving from Faust to the colored daily 
paper, every sort of musical instrument to 

llustrate the progress from Pan to Padcr- 

ewski, pictures showing every sort of 
American Indian in every sort of fix they 
ever got into, carving and modelings of 
allstages from the mud god of the wild 
Malays to marble busts and ivory me- 
dallions, and finally a wonderful array cf 
bas-reliefs and other figures representing 
all the religions of all the races around 
the Mediterranean in all times. Andif 
this seems a small thing, consider that six 
of the world’s ten great religions are here 
shown in details of every rite from cir- 
cumcision to cremation. In short, this 
room shows every stage of animal evolu- 
tion from the lizard to the philosopher, 
every step in man’s progressfrom the cave 
and hollow tree to the Waldorf hotel, and 
every event in a single life, and therearea 
few hints as to what comes after crema- 
tion. But there poetic fancy has room to 
soar. 

Although thisis the greatest show on 
earth and everybody says so, yet there is 
the usual number of “fakes” and it is 
safest to ask the price before purchasing. 
In several parts of the ground I note

amusing cases of taking advantage of 
man’s natural desire to get someth’ng for 
nothing. Inone place a free pancake is 
offered on certain conditions, It is just 
the circumference of a silver dollar and 
about half as thick. In another a free 
cup of chocolate is promised from 2 to 4 p. 
m. The cupisa beauty—for a child’s toy 
house. It contains one swallow for a very 
smallman. In truth, nearly all the cups 
and glasses used on the ground are re- 
markably smali. When I examined the 
bills of fare I concluded that the cost of 
living was not very high inside the fair, 
but when it took twd cups of coffee, three 
sandwiches, a pie and a glass of milk to 
make me a “light lunch,’ I suddenly 
changed my mind, especially as they were 
10cents each. Down in the city one can 
get a passable dinner for 50 cents anda 
really generous one for $1. 

Now consider that to walk through all 
the avenues around the grounds inside, 
and along the peristyle, without entering 
a building, requires a journey of thirteen 
miles and it will be evident that the mat- 
ter of refreshments and their cost is quite 
important. And I really cannot sce why 
living should be any higher in Chicago 
than in Indianapolis or St. Louis, and it 
ought to be cheaper than in New York. 
Transportation, however, is really quite 
cheap and abundant. Five cents on a 
cable car for the eight mile ride is “dog 
cheap” and 10 cents for coming in one- 
third of the time from the heart of the 
city by the Illinois Central is little enough. 
But the prettiest ride to the fair, if one is 
in no hurry, is by boat from the foot of 
Van Buren street. The steamer goes ina 
great semi-circle fur out in the lake and 
back to the water front of Jackson park, 
and as it moves one passes the whole 
southern half of the city in review. And 
as he comes in at the pier he sees that the 
water front of the White City is by farthe 
most handsome. 

Nobody has figured out the exact cost of 
“extras” in the fair, but it is big. The 
unwary visitor will find himself paying 
out a dime here and a quarter there all 
day and at the end of a week will wonder 
what became of his money. There are 
many buildings it simply isn’t worth 
while to try to go through without a cata- 
logue, and each is a quarter. There are 
many Villages of far foreigners and some 
other places to which the admission is a 
quarter and then one is almost compelled 
for his own self respect to buy a few 
souvenirs, pictures, books, etc., and so it 
goes. And after all there is such a very 
large part of this fair that no one person 
can see. 

I do not refer to lack of time. One 
might stay the five months through and 
still not really see many a wonderful 
thing simply from want of knowledge or 
capacity to enjoy it. There, for instance, 
is all the brilliant array of silks and laces 
and fine fabrics in many colors which is 
mostly ancient Greek to me, and there is 
the wonderful Fine Arts building with 
over 7,000 pieces, niany by world’s masters, 
and yet not a hundred that deeply interest 
me. And there especially is the classical 
music for which, I am told, they are pay- 
ing Mr. Thomas $1,700 a day, and two- 
thirds of the people on the ground, myself 
included, never go near it. I can tella 
discord from a bedcord and ona fiddle or 
brass instrument can recogrize a tunel 
am familiar with, and that is my limit in 
the science and art of music. 

Now it is only fair, I take it, toconclude 
that other folks are just as ignorant on 
some other subjects and when exhibitors 
complain, as some of them do, that the 
masses go by the finest exhibits with a 
mere glance, they should consqJe them- 
selves with the fact that they have done 
too well—got the thing too fine for thé 
public taste. But it is a wonder how lit- 
tle people care about some things. Sensi- 
ble people, too. Why, I met an old ac- 
quaintance in the Smithsonian this morn- 
ing who took no sort of interest in the big 
snake and sneered at the lizards, and when 
Lasked his opinion about the uses of those 
queer old bone and stonethings he replied 
that he didn’t know and didn’t carea —. 
What does a man like that come toa 
world’s fsir for, anyhow? I reckon it 
must be the Midway plaisance.

NOTHING 


Will Be Considored in the House 
This Week. 


NIGHT SESSIONS PROBABLE. 


The Rule Governing Closure 
Being Considered. 


WAsHINGTGN, Aug. 14.—Congress has 
settled down to debate with a degree of 
expedition almost unknown in its history, 
and with an apparent determination to do 
something that promises well for thw out- 
come. 

Fortunately for the majority in the 
senate the action of the house on silver re- 
lieved them from the necessity of speedy 
and perhaps ill-advised action. The Demo- 
cratic caucus committee charged with the 
preparation of a plan that should secure 
the‘adherence of the united majority will 
therefore commence its labors with more 
deliberation than would otherwise have 
been possible, and it is not expected now 
that they will perfect their work—which 
involves consultation with many senators 
at each stage—:nuch before the house 
acts. 

The financial committee will probably 
sit upon the action of the caucus commit- 


tee, and so the silver question is not 
likely to figure in a formal way in the 
proceedings of the senate this week. It is 


entirely possible, and even probable, that 
speeches will be delivered upon the sub- 
ject, butifso, they will be based upon 
some such resolution as that introduced 
by Senator Lodge, calling for a vote upon 
the repeal of the silver purchase seetion of 
the Sherman act, and uot upon the bill 
regularly reported from the finance com- 
mittee, and ready for immediate action. 

There is a strong disposition in some 
quarters to fill in the time during the week 
by the discussion of the Lee Mantle sen- 
atorial election case, which is in a privi- 
leged position and can be called up at any 
time to the displacement of other business. 

Silver Excludes Everything. 

The prograinin the house had been 
definitely fixed by the adoption of an or 
der introduced Friday by Bland. The time 
will be devoted exclusively to the consid- 
eration of the silver question under the 
rules of the last house governing general 
debate. 

Notwithstanding the apparent lack of 
interest in the*discussion manifested by 
members Saturday, the number of ap- 
plicants for recognition already on the 
speaker’s list demonstrates that the period 
allotted to the debate—1l1 days under the 
general rules and three days under the 
five-minute rule—will be all occupied, 

There are now between 90 and 100 
names enrolled by the speaker, the great 
majority of whom probably expect to talk 
the full hour allowed by the rule.

ATTLEBORO’S MYSTERY. 


8} what Was Revealed at the Inquest on 


Patrick McCarthy. 

TAUNTON, Mass., Aug. 15.—In the first 
Bristol district court here the inquest on 
the body of Patrick McCarthy, found in 
Whiting’s pond, North Attleboro, July 9, 
was held yesterday. 

Medical Examiner Holden described a 
number of wounds and.bruises and said 
there wasan opening into the external 
jugular vein, anda scalp wound an inch 
and a half in diameter, under the edges of 
which were two small pieces of grass. 

The autopsy disclosed the heart to be in 
normal condition, also tbe stomach. 
Other organs were normal. The braiu 
was normal and skull not fracture}. 
There was sufficient air in the lungs to 
float them, and their condition showed 
that he breathed after being put into the 
water, The wounds were probably before 
death. The primary cause of death was 
the wounds, and the secondary was 
drowning. The wound in the jugular vein 
could have caused death. ~The other 
wounds would not have necessarily. The 
body had not been in the water over 2¢ 
hours. 

The doctor produced a stick of hard- 
wood nearly a yard lorg, which was found 
near the body. There were meshes of hair 
found on the stick corresponding to that 
of McCarthy in color, }ength and fineness. 
The wounds might have been inflicted by 
such a stick, ane the wounds would natur- 
ally cause a flow of blood, which would 
stain the clothing, but the doctor foune 
none,

OUTLOOK FOR REPEAL 


Does Not Appear to Be So Bright 
as Heretofore. 


SERIOUS QUESTION ARISES 


Concerning a Veto Under Cer- 
tain Conditiens, 


WaAsHincron, Aug. 15.—Thc more the 
financiai situation is discussed in congress 
and the more conierences are held the 
more cloudy aud complicated the situation 
Bppears. The silver men are much more 
confident now of defeating tae uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law than 
they have been before. There will be no 
occasion for surprise if the extra session 
proves useless so far as the purpose for 
which it was called together goes. The 
indications still are that unconditional re- 
peal will go through the house, yet this 
cannot be reiied on in view of the possi- 
bility of change between now and the time 
for taking the vote. 

If members were compelled to vote on 
the naked proposition of repeal or not re- 
peal, without the chance of amendment or 
condition, there is little doubt that the 
repeal bill would be passed by a respect- 
able majority. A large number of mem- 
bers who are conditional repeal men argue 
that they are pledged by the Democratic 
national platform to two propositions— 
the repeal of the Sherman law and the 
maintenance of bimetallism. The question 
whether the two things shall be handled 
in one bill is one of policy. 

Figuring on the President. 

Fearing that if the legislation favorable 
to silver were not attached as a condition 
to the repeal of the silver purchasing law 
the president might not approve of the 
silver legislation, they regard it as policy 
tocombine the two, yet they would not 
feel warranted in refusing to vote fur the 
repeal of the silver purchasing law uncon- 
ditionally if the attempts to amend it 
failed. They would feelif confronted with 
the naked proposition that they would 
have to vote for repeal. But this is not 
what they waut. 

Counting these men in their canvass 
the anti-silver men can show a larger ma- 
jority for repeal than they can rely on to 
vote with themon the various proposi- 
tions that come up by way of amendment. 
What they rely on, however, is that some 
of the men who would vote for free coin- 
age ata ratio of 16 to1 will not vote fora 
ratio of 18 or 20 to 1, should the first proposi- 
tion fail, and that some who are willing to 
vote for 18 or 20 will not vote for 16, leay- 
ing the silver men therefore divided on 
the question of ratios. 

Antis Are Ahead, 

There is, however, a possibility which 
should not ke lost sight of, that when 
the house comes to vote on the 
amendment providing a ratio of 20 
to 1, it may have strength enough to 
carry it throuzh. From the present out- 
look the anti-silver men appear to have the 
best of it in the house. 

Should a 20 to 1 amendment be adopted 
by the house it would be mighty apt to go 
through the senate. The impression is 
growing stronger every day that an un- 
conditional repeal is impossible in the sen- 
ate. The silver men are very strong 
numerically in that body and have such 
power unde> the rules as to make it prac- 
tically impossible to force through legisla- 
tion which they are determined shall not 
pass. The probabilities are that the 
struggle there will be a very long one, and 
the indications are that a condition will 
be put on the bill. 

No Compromise. 

In this connection arises the serious 
question of whether the president would 
sigo a bill even to secure the repeal of the 
silver purchasing law if it carried with it 
a provision for the coinage of silver. It is 
said that he is determined to stand by the 
issue of unconditional repeal or noth- 
ing, and that if a bill should go to 
him providing for the repeal of the 
obnoxious law, and for the free coinage of 
silver at 20 tol, orevena greater ratio, 
he would veto it without any hesitation, 
preferring to rely on the administration 
of the present law than to have a new law 
still holding silver in its present position 
asamoney metal through the efforts of 
the government only. Thereis, therefore, 
the possibility confronting the country of 
along agitation of the question without 
any practical results in the way of legisla- 
tion. 


Coinage Question In England. 

Lonpon, Aug. 15.—In the house of com- 
mons Robert L. Everett (Liberal) asked 
that the house, in view of the fact that a 
bill for the free coinage of silver, at a 
ratio of 24 to 1, had been introduced in the 
senate of the United States, declare that 
the time wa’ opportune for Great Britain 
and the United States to establish a dura- 
ble par basis for gold and silver. Mr. 
Gladstone replied that the bill referred to 
by Mr. Everett in no way represented the 
views of the United States government. 
Its introduction, therefore, could not form 
a suitable opportunity for communication 
with the government, apart from the 
question whether the passage of such a 
bill by the congress of the United States 
would justify the opening of communica- 
tions.

THE PEACE CONGRESS. 


An Extract fromi the Opening Address of 
Mr. Josiah Quincy. 


Yesterday the fifth World’s peace con- 


gress opened at the World’s Fair. Mr. 
Josiah Quincy, as president, made the 


opening address from which we make the 
following extract: 

“ The position of absolutely unquestioned 
security which the United States occupies, 
not only among the nations of the Ameri- 
can continent but among all the countries 
of the world, is the most striking example 
which history can show of the peaceful 
influence of a great nation. 

**It has, beyond all question, been a 
most fortunate thing for the world that so 
large a part of the territory of the North 
American continent has been united under 
one goverpment. The smaller the num- 
ber of the powers which divide the earth's 
surface between them, the greater becomes 
the chance of the maintenance of peace, 
for thus we approach more nearly toward 
that final unity of all mankind under one 
government, which constitutes the po- 
litical ideal. 

‘** But the successful maintenance of such 
great national units is only possible in 
fully civilized nations under certain essen- 
tial conditions of internal government. 

‘*National unity ona great scale can be 
secured only in two ways—by centralized 
imperialism or local self-government, The 
former rests of necessity upon an insecure 
foundation and affords no guaranty of per- 
manency: it belongs rather to the past than 
to the future. The latter, on the other 
hand, with the elasticity and opportunity 
for growth which it gives to the political 
system, affords the best possible basis for 
lasting unity. 

“ The federal system, as it has been devel- 
oped in the United States, the union under 
a federal government of limited powers of 
states which retain full rights of local 
government, not so large in territory as to 
include to great diversity of interest, must 
rank as a political discovery of the first im- 
portance, 

“Tt was the great elasticity of our system 
of state governments, joined together in a 
federal nation, which kept this country 
united up to the time of the civil war, and 
which has enabled it with such wonderful 
rapidity to recover from the consequences 
of that war and to bring about a complete 
restoration of the old political status. 

“It is altogether unlikely that it would 
be possible to hold together this nation, in 
spite of its territorial unity, if legislative 
and executive power were entirely central- 
ized at Washington. 

** The direct participation of the people in 
their own government and free choice of 
their own rulers is, in my opinion, another 
influence that tends strongly to give a 
pacific character tothe United States. The 
great body of the people have always been 
less inclined to war than the ruling classes 
who have governed them in the past. 

“The ambitions of individuals, which 
have played so large a part formerly in 
bringing on wars, are almost entirely 
eliminated under a great democracy. 

“Nor should the fact be overlooked that 
the United States has, in its supreme court, 
established a tribunal bearing a closer 
analogy to the international court, which 
is the ideal at which the peace movement 
aims, than any yet created by man.

4, Imitate motion of respiration Lb, 
alternately compressing and expanding th 
lower ribs, about twenty times a minute, 


Alternately raising and lowering the arms | 


from the sides up above the head will stim- 
ulate the action of the lungs. Let it be 
| done gently but persistently. 
5. Apply warmth and friction to ex- 
tremities, 


6. By helding tongue forward, closing 
the nostrils and pressing the ‘‘Adam’s 


apple” back, (so as to close entrance to 
stomach), direct inflation may be tried. 
Take a deep breath and breathe it forcibly 
into mouth of patient, compress the chest 
to expel the air, and repeat the operation.

HIGH EXCHANGE RATES 


Responsible For a New Order Concern- 
ing Certain Pension Payments. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The president,

How It Came About, 

The differences in connection with the 
seal fisheries between the United States 
and Great Britain resulted in an agree- 
ment between the two countries for the 
appointment of a joint high commission 
which should settle finally the matter in 
dispute. Considerable delay took place in 
signing the treaty for a joint commission, 
and it was not until Feb, 20, 1892, that it 
was formally signed, but it was not rati- 
fied by the United States senate until a 
month later. The joint commission spent 
several months in Behring sea gathering 
all the information possible to bear on the 
proposed arbitration. The report of the 
commission was not satisfactory, and no 
agreement between the two countries was 
arrived at. Itwas shown, however, that 
since Alaska came into the possession of 
the United States the number of seals had 
gradually diminished, and this decrease 
was shown to ba due to the destruction of 
the animals by sealers. 

A Hitch. 

There was a disagreement as to the 
source of this destruction, United 
States commissioners charging it to the 
deep-sea killing carried on by Canadian 
sealers, while the British representatives 
attributed it to the killing of seals permit- 
ted under contract by the United States 
treasury. On the 209th of February, 1892, 
a treaty was signedin Washington by Mr. 
Blaine on the part of the United States 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote on the part of 
Great Britain, by which the whole con- 
troversy was relegated to an international 
arbitration commission to be composed of 
seven members.

SENATOR LODGE’s quotation from Pres- 
ident John Quincy Adams, in closing his 
arguments in favor of the repeal of the 
silver purchase act, was apt and timely.

There is a great crisis upon this country 
at this moment.

They will not avail; and I think 
what the people want above everything else 
is to see action, some sort of action, here 
in this Senate Chamber. If we are to have 
free coinage let us know it; if we are to 
have a limited coinage let us know it; if 
we are to have an unconditional repeal 
let us know it.

THE RATLROAD RIOT 


North Abington People Resist the 
Employes of the Consolidated. 


A DOZEN 0R MORE INJURED 


Great Damage Caused to Prop- 
erty of the Town. 


NorTH ABINGTON, Mass., Aug. 17.—A 
bloody battle took place yesterday after- 
noon between the employes of the New 
Yorls, New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
and the natives of this usually quiet  vil- 
lage. There were nearly a dozen people 
wounded, some perhaps fatally. 

The battle began at 1:20 o’clock and did 
not end until Those 
three hours were the most memorable in 
the history of this town. 

The townspeople were in a state of 
frenzy, and hostilities were so fierce that 
the board of selectmen, the rulers of the 
town, had to call upon Governor Russell 


nearly 4 o’clock. 


for the assistance of the state police. The 
scenes in the town during the prozress of 


the battie will compare, according to eye- 
witnesses, with any of the memorable 
viots in more metropolitan localities, 
Fathers and Brothers 

left their homes and places of business and 
rushed to the battleground, while women 
were left at home behind barricaded doors 
and windows, trembling with fear. 

The damage to private property is 
counted inthe thousands. Windows and 
public buildings were riddled with stones 
and other missles. Among the buildings 
which were thus attacked was Uncle 
Sam’s postoflice, over which Postmaster 
Groce presides. 

Merchants on the streets stood at thee 
trance of their stores, armed with rev 
vers, and threateningly viewed the situ:.- 
tion. 

The cause of the trovble dates baci 
more than a year, andis the result of a 
war between the Rockland and Arlington 
street railway and the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford corporation. 

Yesterday’s display of madness has been 
brewing for several days. There is no 
such thing as sleep in the town tonight, 
although the fight is over anda half dozen 
of Chief Wade's men are on guard, pre- 
pared for any new outbreak. Thousands 
of people are parading the streets viewing 
the secnes of the disturbance, and there 
is much harsh language used toward the 
railroad offi@inis for making such strong 
Opposition ta the street railroad.

y Sheriff Cushman, 
officer of 79 years, approached the mob 
before hostilities began and very im- 

vely commanded the people to dis- 
perse in the name of the commonwealth. 
They would not obey, and the selectmen 
then rushed to the telephone office and 
telephoned to Brockton for assistance. 
Mayor Keith, who is a member of the 
governor’s council, was in Boston, so the 
much desired assistance of the shoe city 
bluecoats could not be procured. 

Governor Russell was then called up 
and made aware of the facts. He eagerly 
inquired into theextent of the riot, and 
asked the selectmenif they had exerted 
every effort to 

Quell the Disturbance. 
The town fathers replied that they had, 
and asked that drastic measures be takeu. 

They asked his excellency if he could 
not send Company I, M. V. M., from 
Brockton, but the governor did not think 
it was necessary. The governor then no- 
tified Chief Wade of the state police of 
the affair, and ordered him to goto the 
scene of the riot at once, with such a force 
of men as was necessary. 

This was about 3 o’lock, when the bat- 
tle was raging the fiercest, and the chief, 
accompanied by Officers White, Moore, 
Mullen, Bardwell, Halstrick, Griffin, 
Plunkett, Rhodes and Pratt, was, in less 
than an hour, upon the scene of the fray. 

They were armed to the teeth and would 
not have dealt with the mob _ very 
leniently. When they arrived the battle 
was over, and a decision by Judge Bond 
of the superior court nade the big corpo- 
ration give way.

Entitled to Retain Land and 
Securities Werth $130,609. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—The litigation over 
the lirge estate of J. A. Whipple, for- 
merly a well-known photographer, is set- 
tled. When Mr. Whipple died, some 
years ago, liis heirs were surprised to fiud 
that instead of an estate worth $500,000 or 
more, he had not left nearly so much 
money, but only about $200,000. They con- 
sulted a lawyer and made an investigation 
of Mr. Whipp!le’s affairs, and as a result.a 
number of suits were brought against 
Elizabeth W. Stevens, who had for many 
years been associated with Mr. Whipple in 
the photozrapling business. 

In these suits the heirs laid claim to 
tracts of land standing in Mrs. Steven’s 
namein Hyde Park, Somerville, Cam- 
bridge, Newton, Watertown and Revere, 
valued at over $75,000; also to the contents 
of asafe deposit box in the Union Safe 
Deposit vaults; and also to a mortgage 
given by Mr. Whipple to Mrs. Stevens on 
property at 40 Temple place, which was 
worth $45,000, 

The cases were referred to Judge Adams 
as master, and hefound that Mrs. Stevens 
was a partner with Mr. Whipple, and that 
the land in question and all the other 
property belongs to her. A settlement 
has been made by which all litigation is 
terminated aud the suits discontinued.

Miss Cutler Killed Outright and Her

and Hartford railroad, ran into a buggy 
containing Frank Graves and Miss Jessie 
Cutler, two South Framingham young 
people, who were bound for a grange pic- 
nie at Clovernook grove, Sherborn. The 
force of the collision threw buggy and oc- 

cupants fully a rod. + 

Miss Cutler was instantly killed, her 
head being crushed. Graves was struck 
in the head and injured so badly that 
is not expected to recover. The horse e> 
caped unharmed, but the buggy was de- 
molished. The accident happened at 
Leland’s crossing.

A meeting of the direc- 
tors was held yesterday, wherein thé con- 
dition of the market was thoroughly dis- 
cussed. It was the unanimous opinion of 
the directors that it would be for their 
best interest to shut down temporarily. 


Put a Bullet In Her Breast.

HONORS WERE EVEN 


In a Debate on the Silver Pur- 
chasing Act. 


ORGANIZATION 


WORK OF 


Still Being Pushed by House 
Steering Committees. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The debate in 
the house yesterday was characterized by 
the ebb and flow of eloquence and by the 
absence of ijuterest. It was started by Mc- 
Call (Rep. of Massachusetts) in favor of 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman Lill, and was closed by Moses 
(Dem. of Georgia) in opposition thereto. 
Bandwiched between these two speeches 
Were remarks by Coombs (Dem. of New 
York), Bryan (Dem. of Nebraska), and 
Henderson (Rep. of Iowa). The first 
hamed made an address from a business 
standpoint in favor of the Sherman law. 
Bryan was the apostle of bi-metallism. 
Taken altogether the day’s debate might 
be put down as a drawn battle. 

The senate spent only three hours in 
session, but that time was well filled up. 
Mr. Vest’s bill appropriating $300,000 for 
asite and building in Washington to be 
known as the “Hall of Records” was 
passed. I'he bill to increase the cireula- 
tion of national banks was postponed for 
a day, but before it was so laid aside an 
important amendment proposed to it by 
Mr. Cockrell—to authorize the redemption 
(at par and accrued interest) of such 2 per 
cent bonds (or $25,090,009 in all) as may be 
offered, and to authorize the issue of new 
treasury legal tender notes in payment 
thereof. 

This produced considerable discussion. 
Another amendment to the bill was 
offered later on by Mr. Allen of Nebraska 
for the cessation of interest on the bonds 
on which the increased national bank cir- 
culation should be based. After that 
there were two speeches delivered, one by 
Mr. Berry iu favor of bi-metalism, and 
one by Mr. Gallinger against tariff legis- 
lation before 187. 


Senator Peffer’s Scheme. 

Senator Peffer of Kansas came to the 
front yesterday with a bill directing the 
secretary of the treasury to coin or print 
$600,000,009 in aluminum or upon paper 
and pay off the entire indebtedness of the 
country at once. The bill had a lot of 
whereases which recited that “A nation 
which can make good bonds can make 
better money and a nation which can 
make a dollar of gold can make another 
of aluminum or paper, and a nation which 
won’t or can’t pay its debts has no right 
to exist on this earth.” 

The tyro. house steering committees, sil- 
ver and anti-silver, are assiduously at 
work organizing their forces and securing 
recruits. The free silver advocates claim 
that they are gaining every day and that 
the debate as a ruleis helping them. The 
friends of thé administration, on the 
other hand, manifest more confidence in 
their ultimate success than at any time 
since the contest began. <A poll of the 
house has been practically completed by 
the canvassers in the interest of the anti- 
silver faction, which is said by one of the 
leaders to show an impregnable majority 
of 27 in favor of unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause as provided in the 
Wilson bill. 

The Test of Strength. 

There is substantial agreement of opin- 
ion among the silver and anti-silver lead- 
ers as to What is to be the real test ef the 
strength of the two parties on the several 
questions to be voted on at the close of the 
present debate, but a wide divergence ex- 
ists as to the number of votes that will be 
cast by the two sides thereon. Mr. Harter 
estimates that if the hou-e successfully 
passes what he calls the danger point of 
the vote on free coinage ata ratio of 20 to 
1, the majority for the Wilson bill, which 
will present the naked question of repeal 
or no repeal, will be 100 or more. 

On the other hand, Mr. Bland says t here 
are representatives Who may vote against 
the coinage of silver at any specific ratio 
who will not vote to wholly abolish the 
use of silver as a money metal, which 
would be the effect, he says, of the pas- 
sage of the Wilson bill. “If there are any 
represeutatives from a silver district who 
would thus vote,” said Mr. Bland, “they 
had better make terms with .the adminis- 
tration, for they cannot do it with their 
people.” 

The Result Doubted. 

Mr. Harter’s doubt as to the result of 
the vote on the proposition to coin silver 
at aratio of 20 to 1 is said to be due to 
information conveyed to the anti-silver 
executive committee that there are up- 
wards of 40 Republicans who will vote for 
establishing coinage at that ratio. Mr. 
Bland, however, believes that the ratio of 
16 to 1 will be stronger in the house than 
any other, despite the reported 49 Repub- 
lican votes for 2) to 1. 

The members of the senate finance com- 
mittee hold their first meeting today, and 
will continue in session daily with a view 
of trying to reach an agreement upon 
some measure that will be satisfactory to 
the two extremes. They admit that they 
have a very difficult task before them, but 
they are in hopes that some compromise 
will be effected. 

Senator Voorhees said yesterday that he 
intended at the earliest opportunity to 
press the bill reported from the finance 
committee to allow the national banks to 
issue circalation up to the par value of 
their bonds. He has the assurance of both 
the Democrats and Republicans that they 
will support him in his efforts to secure 
an early passage of the measure. 


Stopped Work. 

Lys, Mass., Aug. 17.4Work on the 
new Lennox building on the cor ner of 
Broad and Market streets has stopped. 
Contractor Manning was informed yester- 
day to quit work and his men were dis- 
charged. Thisis said to be on account of 
the tightness of money.

Many of the granite firms of the city have 
been visited by LepGER reporters this week 
and Quincy is to be congratulated on the 
favorable showing. The firms, generally, 
report the usual number of orders for this 
season of the year, and none of them con- 
template shutting down, as business in 
many places is doing. 

Several of them report difficulty in mak- 
ing collections from their customers, but 
the accommodation which our National 
banks have given has agreeably surprised 
many. It has been comparatively full and 
complete and notes have been discounted 
below market rates. 

The banks have undoubtedly been more 
conservative, and, with currency at a pre- 
mium, could not be blamed for not cashing 
in some instances ‘‘ foreign’? checks. 
Quincy business men hardly realize the 
stringency of the money market so severely 
felt in financial circles, It is not a fact, as 
reported in Boston dailies, that there is 
stringency at Quincy and that granite men 
are unable to get money to pay off with. 
Both the Granite and Mount Wollaston 
banks met all the demands of pay day this 
week and distributed over $50,000 among 
the granite workers, and they have a larger 
cash surplus than has been the case after 
many pay days when times were better. 
They have been able to do more than most 
Boston banks, in that they have supplied 
all the wanted Without extra 
charge.

The Behring Sea Decision Causes 
Wide Discussion. 


WHAT NAVAL OFFICERS SAY 


The United States Must Pay 
For Patro! Duty. 


WasuIncton, Aug. 17.—Opinion in 
Washington over the decision of the 


Behring sea tribunal differs materially 
as tothe measure of the benefits, if any, 
derived by the United States from the 
regulations established. Naval officers 
and others, whose duties have brought 
them in contact with the points in con- 
troversy, seem to think that the United 
States are the real victors so far as the 
practical effects of the decision go, but 
this view # not shared by prominent 
members of the diplomatic branch of the 
government. 

Secretary Greshamis said to be any- 
thing but satisfied with the findings ofthe 
court, 
faction extends to the regulations. Other 
cabinet officers share his views. As for 
the regulations, they are that the United 
States willentailon them the cost and 
worry of patrolling Behring sea without 
benefit to its sealers, while Russia, Japan 
and perhaps other nations reap a harvest, 


the regulations being binding only to 
Great Britain and this country. During 
the pendency of the arbitration British 


and American warships patrolled the sea 
to prevent sealing, and the question 
whether the vessels of this country shall 
be withdrawn is being given considera- 
tion. 

The Second Sealing Season. 

According to the decision of the tribunal 
the second sealing season shall begin Aug. | 
1. Information to this effect cannot reach 
the sealers for somé weeks yet, and itis 
not likely that any definite policy respect- 
ing the guardianship of the sea will be 
outlined until the opening of the first sea- 
son next year, because bad weather will | 
put an end to the operations of the sealers 
in about two weeks, compelling them to 
return south. 

Secretary Herbert is authority for the 
statement that the decision will hardly 
cause a reduction in the number of naval 
vessels to be maintained in Behring sea, 
and the likelihood of this is shown bya 
perusal of the regulations. 

The regulations of the arbitrators ap- 
pended to the Behring sea decision case 
are adopted under article 7 of the treaty of 
arbitration. These regulations were based 
on an agreement submitted by a joint 
commission appointed by Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The Question af Damages. 

In accordance with article 5 of the con- 
vention for the renewal of the modus 
vivendi, the decision of the arbitrators 
will compel the United States to make 
compensation to Great Britain (for the use 
of her subjects) for abstaining from the 
capture of seals in Behring sea during the 
pendency of the arbitration. It will be 
geen that this article deals only with dam- 
ages for the short period during whth the 
arbitration proceedings were being con- 
ducted, and does not touch the question of 
damages prior to that time. 

Article 8 of the treaty proper states that 
the high contracting parties find then 
selves “uuable to agree upon a refer 
which shall include the question of the 
liability of each for the injuries allege

which will probably afford a cluet the 
measure of damages likely to be -ssed 
against the U nited States.

FOY’S EXECUTION. 


A Stay of Proceedings Asked For to Pro- 
vent Accident. 

ALBANY, Ang. 17.—Governor Flower is 
likely to postpone the execution of Martin 
Foy, the Saratoga murderer, who has been

RESULT OF THE VOTING. 


A Sigh of Relief Over the End- 
ing of the Trial. 


BROcKTOS, Mass., 
is the verdict of the members of the 
South Congregational church in the 
trial of thejr former pastor, Rev. Napo- 
leon Bonaparte Thompson.

Boston, Aug. 18.—Charles I. Giddings, 
one of the brightest young lawyers of this 
city, lost his life in the performance of an 
heroic deed at Lake ‘Vinnipisogee, N. H., 
yesterday. 

He was a yougg man of generous and 
philanthropic inclinations, with a deter- 
mination to do some good as he went 
through the world, and he took several 
poor boys from Boston with him on his 
vacation. He had them with him on the 
lake steamer Cyclonic yesterday forenoon 
going on a Sunday school excursion.

Mr. Giddings jumped into the water 
and for several minutes succeeded in hold- 
10g the boy’s head above water being him- 
selfan expert swimmer. The steamer 
was stopped as soon as possible and a boat 
put out from it which hurried to the as- 
sistance of the struggling pair, but when 
it was within four feet of them they both 
nh the bottom in 30 feet of water. 

Before Mr. Giddings sank the man ia 
thé rescuing boat shouted to him to drop 

e boy and swim for his own life, as it 

as thought the boy was already dead, 
but he disregarded their warning. 

Mr. Giddings’ body was afterwards re- 
covered and word was telegraphed his 
relatives in Beverly, where he lived.

THE NEW DRUG STORE, 


Charles C, Hearn Has an Attractive Store, 
Centrally Located. 

A handsome and well appointed drug 
store is Opened today in the new Faxon 
block by Mr. Charles C. Hearn, who also 
has a store at West Quincy. ‘The store isa 
comer one, and thus has the advantage of 
large show windows on two sides, which 
furnish ample light by day, while brass 
chandeliers for four electric lights each, 
with another in the centre of the store, 
furnish the necessary illumination by 
night. In the show wiadows which are 
backed by drapery, are numerous druggist 
sundries and handsome colored show jars. 

Entering the corner door upon a tile 
floor one at once sees the beauty of 
the store. On the left is an oak 
counter with oak bound show cases in which 
are fancy articles, stationery, etc. On the 
right is a handsome low art tile soda foun- 
tain, surrounding which is a handsomely 
carved and polished frame, in the centre 
of which is a large oval plate glass mirror. 

Next is a counter on which are show 
cases containing choice brands of cigars and 
confectionery. Back of this is the bottle 
shelves, underneath which are numerous 
draws containing drugs. 

The prescription case, or counter, is per- 
haps the most striking fixture of the store. 
It occupies a position at the centre of the 
back. This is also of cak and is band- 
somely carved. In the centre of this is an 
oblong oval mirror, on either side of which 
are shelves, with glass doors, containing 
perfumery, fancy soaps, ete. 

The back of the safe is fitted with shelves 
for small Botules and in the centreis a set 
of shelves with aground glass door labelled 
**Poisons.”’ Cases for patent medicine 
occupy the space at the back of this 
counter, 

In the centre of the room are round and 
oblong steam radiators, and about the 
room are numerous tropical plants, while 
choice cut flowers ornament the soda foun- 
tain.

FIRE ALARM IN CIRCUITS. 


Four of the Six Already Run—How the 
Boxes Are Located. 

The single fire alarm circuit in this city 
isa thing of the past as the circuit was 
cut up Thursday into four circuits, It is 
the intention to divide the line into six 
circuits but the wires at present have only 
been run for four circuits. The other wires 
will be run as soon as possible. 

The circuit repeater is located at the 
central station and isa handsome as well 
as a very sensitive piece of apparatus. 
On the table with the repeater there is a 
galvanometer for each circuit and a switch 
board, 

The galvanometers show at all times at 
agiance whether there is any trouble on 
the line and all it is necessary to do to 
locate it is to throw the switches and watch 
the movement of the needle on the gal- 
vanometer. 

Back of the room where this apparatus 
is located is the battery room which is 
used exclusively for that purpose. The 
batteries are located on a rack in the 
centre of the room so that they can be 
reached from all sides. There is also in 
this room a sink in which there is city 
water. 

In order to explain the working of the 
repeater it would be necessary to use 
technical terms which the general public 
would not understand, suffice to say that 
when a box is pulled on one circuit it 
throws a drop and works through a series 
of coils on all the circuits so that while an 
alarm from one circuit is working it is im- 
possible to make another box work. 

The several boxes and tappers are now 
located on the circuit as follows: 

Circuit No. 1,—Boxes 34, 75, 73, 72, 71, 
25, 12, 14, 26, Engineer Newcomb’s tapper, 
the Quincy Point and Stone church bells 
and tapper in Capt, Littlefields house.

A RIOT AT GOTHAM. 


Polios ard Unemployed Come Together 
With Serious Results. 

New York, Aug. 18.—The first of the 
riots which labor leaders and others have 
been predicting for some time, as the re- 
sult of the large number of men out of 
employment, occurred yesterday. A 
crowd of more than 5000 men attacked 
Walhalla hall on Orchard street, because 
admittance was denied them. They broke 
the plate glass windows into atoms, forced 
in the door, which had been turned against 
them, and forcibly took possession of the 
place. 

At 2:45 o’clock the proprietor asked Cap- 
tain Devery to clear the faall of the 1000 
excited Hebrews that were howling in- 
side, and with a dozen men he entered the 
hall by a side door. Some one foolishly 
locked the main door on the outside. 
When the speaker caught sight of the po- 
lice he shouted, “The police, the police; 
escape.” Then a chorus of shouts went 
up all over the hall. Several arrests were 
made. 

Some one cried, ‘We'll stay here 
till our comrades are released.’’ Cap- 
tain D’Every ordered them [out. Then 
ascene of wild confusion followed. The 
men: were so enraged at the proprietor 
that they began to wreck the place. : 

The mob that gathered smashed win- 
dows, gas fixtures were pulled down and 
a new piano was destroyed. 

The women shopping in Grand street 
ran into the stores. The Hebrews fired 
missiles of every description at the police 
and Captain D’Every narrowly escaped 
being struck by a flying brick.

Her Nearest Competitor Five Min- 
utes Behind Her. 


THE PILGRIM DISABLED. 


The Four Yachts Will Race 
Again Today. 


Newport, R. L, Aug. 18—A victory 
again for the Herreshoffs is the result of 
the best race the new cup defenders have 
yet had. 


Vigilant has again borne her colors to 
the front, and made another strong argu- 
ment in favor of her selection for the de- 
fense of America’s cup. ‘The disablement 
of two of her antagonists did-not spoil the 
splendor of her victory. 

The big sloops had all preceded her and 
were playing around the lightship for sig- 
nals. Jubilee, with five tons of dunnage 
taken out of her, moved easily through 
the water, and General Paine did not look 
in the least worried as he faced the south- 
southast wind, which freshened every 
minute. The tide was at the flood. 


The four new sloops were working 
easily under mainsails, foresails, jibs and 
elub-tupsails. The course was signaled 
and at 11:25 the preparatory signal was 
made. 

Jubilee adopted her old tactics and ran 
back from the front of the line. Jubilee 
was the first boat to windward, with 
Pilgrim passing through her lee and 
Colonia behind them, with Vigilant in the 
rear. 

All the yachts had been on the starboard 
tack when they crossed, but Pilgrim con- 
cluded, a few miles out, to split tacks and 
make a long stretch over behind Vigilant. 

Vigilant’s Great Work, 

Vigilant was doing great sailing and he 
sails set like boards, being far better tha’ 
Colonia’s or Jubilee’s in this respec 
Vigilant was well to windwaré and J ubile 
could hardly have split tacks and com: 
about ahead of her. 

Jubilee was yet leading, but Vigilant 
was hauling on her and sailing so fast that 
Colonia, seeing that she was being bested, 
split tacks with her sister wonder. Vizgi- 
lant then tacked and Jubilee also tacked 
and stuck to her boats. Pilgrim was still 
on the port tack, away off to leeward. 

Vigilant, as the boats came into their 
new position on the port tack, was out- 
pointing Jubilee and Colonia, although to 
leeward of Jubilee, and outfooting them 
both. Pilgrim stoodin shortly after on 
the starboard tack and crossed Colouia’s 
bow at 12:45, but was over #0 yards astern 
of Vigilant. 

At 12:50 Pilgrim came about and was 
probably the second boat, with Jubilee 
very close to her and Vigilant but little 
ahead. Her tactics had been successful. 
She had been the leeward boat at the start 
and was now to windward-of one boat and 
ahead of two. 

Pilgrim Outfooted. 

At 1:07 Vigilant came about on the port 
tack, followed by Colonia three minutes 
later. Vigilant crossed both Pilgrim and 
Jubilee, and Colonia passed Pilgrim, but 
Jubilee luffed. 

As the boats beat down to the mark 
later, tacks brought the Jubilee in ahead 
of the Colonia, while the vigilant was 
constantly increasing her lead. The 
Vigilant’s windward work was of the first 
order, and her handling showed plenty of 
good seamanship and judgment. She had 
no flukes, did not overstand on a single 
tack, as did the Jubilee and Colonia, and 
she outpointed the fleet. 

The Colonia put on her little jibtopsail 
again to help her out with the Jubilee, 
but the Boston boat had her, although the 
Colonia lessened her lead from two min- 
utes to less than a minute by the time 
they reached the outer mark. 

Round the Outer Mark. 

The racers rounded the outer mark on 
the port tack, and gybed booms to star- 
board as they cleared away for the run 
home. The order at the outer mark and 
official times of rounding were: 

Vigilant, 2:05:37; Jubilee, 2:12:20; Colonia, 
2:13:15; Pilgrim, 2:16:42. 

It was fully five minutes after Vigilant 
rounded the mark before she set her spin- 
naker to starboard, and as long again be- 
fore her balloon jibtopsail bellied out with 
the falling breeze. Colonia and Jubilee 
were both quicker with these sails, 
although the latter’s spinnaker broke out 
poorly, and her balloon jib did not work 
properly. 

Pilgrim was virtually out of the race, 
and she broke the jaws of her gaff and her 
club, but the damage will be repaired and 
she will be in today’s race. Colonia 
gained 10 seconds upon Jubilee, aud Jubi- 
Jee gained two minutes and 20 second. on 
the run in. 

This was the result of a deviation of Co- 
lonia’s compass, whereby she ran too far 
to the northward of Breton’s Reef light- 
ship and had to furl her light balloon jib- 
topsail and spinnaker and gybe her main- 
boom to fetch by at all. She clearly out- 
footed Jubilee all through the second 
leg. 

Jubilee also carried away the jaws of 
her gaff, near the lightship, but will race 
today. 

Vigilant’s performance, when her late 

start and the loss by her compass devia- 
tion is taken into account, is an even 
greater victory than appears from the 
efficial summary:

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—The mais 
interest officially in the Behring sea de-

to pay Great Dritain for the use of szal- 
hunting subjects, who were kept out of 

3ehring sea through the operation of the 
modus vivendi or were seized as poachers 
prior to an agreement. 

In accordance with article V of the cou- 
vention of the renewal of the modus vivendi, 
the arbitration tribunal, which must de- 
cide how much compensation is due Great 
Britain from the United States to be 
used for British subjects for abstaining 
from the exercise of right to take seals in 
Behring sea during the pendency of the 
arbitration, have already passed on the 
subject, but their report has not been 
made public. So much is definitely set- 
| tled with regard to the damages this gov- 
| ernment will be obliged to pay, and they 
must be paid promptly by agreement in 
the treaty renewing the modus vivendi. 

Claims For Damages. 

But the main question of damages for 
seizures made is notin so definitable and 
settled a condition. Nothingin the arbi- 
tration treaty or the convention for a re 
newal of the modus viviendi makes pro- 
vision for allowing damages to persons 
who have been injured through the un- 
lawful seizure of sealing vessels, and it is 
stated at the department of state that the 
matter must take the course usually fol- 
lowed in diplomacy. 

Claims againt the United States either 
individually or in bulk will be filed by 
the owners of the vessels seized. 

The United States will enter into corre- 
spondence with the government of Great 
Britain with reference to their settlement.

HELLISH WORK. 


Children Crippled For the Purpose of 
Rendering Them Objects of Charity. 
VIENNA, Aug. 18.—A gang of men have 

been arrested in Biskupitz, Croatia, be- 
cause they have mutilated young child- 
ren. The men have for years made a 
trade of crippling children and then send- 
ing them out to beg or selling them to 
others for the same purpose. Children 
were stolen or were misled with promises 
to visit the house kept by the gang on the 
outskirts of the town.

UNR ULY_ PRISONERS. 


They Qbjected to Their Dinner and 
Started a Row, but Were Squelched. 


Boston, Aug. 19.—Yesterday afternoon 
Superintendent Gerrish of Deer island 
telegraphed for assistance. Commission- 
ers Jenks and Pillsbury were in town and 


at once hastened to the sceuve of action. 
They spent all the afternoon at the island 
investigating the disturbed state of affairs 
and returned to the city in the evening. 
To a reporter Commissioner Pillsbury 
told the following story: 

When we reached the island everything 
was quiet. The strike on the part of the 
prisoners was entirely unjustifiable. We 
have, I think, too many men at Deer 
island, some 1700 being incarcerated there. 
The new drunk law has thrown some 500 
new ones on our hands. The prisoners 
are fed at four tables. Yesterday fish 
chowder was served. The potatoes were 
objected to. They were rather small, but 
good and sound, and were raised on the 
island. The chowder was perhaps a little 
thin. Toward the end of the dinner some 
of the prisoners at one of the tables began 
to rattle the dishes, knives and forks. 

The signal was given that dinner was 
over, aud the men were marched into the 
yard. At 1 o’clock the whistle sounded 
for work, and many refused to answer the 
call. The prison officers immediately 
rushed upon the ringleaders. This took 
the spirit out of the uprisal, and when 
our city officers arrived general quiet 
reigned. That is w hy I think the call for 
the police was really unnecessary. The 
ringleaders are nowin cells. The other 
prisoners are all quiet and were at work 
allthe afternoon. It was really a petty 
trouble, with but little seriousness in its 
nature. We look for no further disturb- 
ance, and the police have returned to the 
city. 

SHORT OF FUNDS. 
Mayor Sargent of New Haven Announees 
a Scheine to Raise Money. 

NEw HAVEN, Aug. 19.—Because of the 
fact that the date on which the city taxes 
will falldue was prolonged two months 
by the late general assembly the city gov- 
ernment is in the need of $100,000. Taxes 
are not payable until December, and the 
above sum must be raised at once to meet 
the city’s current expenses. Rather than 
borrow the money outright Mayor Sargent 
has hitupon a plan which he thinks is 
much better and kas ennounced that the 
city would run a ban« of its own and that 
hereafter uutil further notice sums of $100 
or more would be received at his office and 
5 per cent city bonds would be issued for 
the same. By doing this he hopes to get 
many of the small sums now tied up into 
circulation again.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 


New House Members Coming ito 
the Front as Leaders. 


SENATOR VOORHEES’ 


BILL 


For Repeal of the Sherman Act 
Authorized to Be Reported. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The new mem- 
bers of the house continue to come to the 
front. The star speech of yesterday was 
lelivered by Mr. Sibley of Pennsylvania, 
the only member of the Keystone state 
who is opposed to placing the United 
States on asingle gold standard and who 
isa firm advocate of bimetallism. He is 
about 53 years old, gifted with a fine 
Voice, a vast fund of wit anda great flow 
of language. He immediately took his 
place among the orators, the logicians and 
the humorists of the house. 

On the other side of the question there 
appeared another new champion. Mr. 
Everett of Massachusetts, who succeeds 
Mr. Lodge, is a fine speaker and attracted 
the attention of his colleagues. He, be- 
sides having a good delivery, has a keen 
appreciation of humor and commanded an 
interested audience. 

Messrs. Haines of New York, and 
English of New Jersey, both Democrats, 
spoke in favor of repealing the silver ur 
chasing clause. At the night session the 
discussion was continued until 
when the house adjourned. 

A Bill For Repeal. 

The senate committee authorized Sen- 
ator Voorhees to report a bill for th: 
repeal of the purchasing clause in the 
Sherman act. It is coupled with a declars 
tion in favor of bimetallism and the 
bringing of the two metals ona parity. 
The vote was 6 to5—all the Republicans, 
excepting Jones of Nevada, voting for, and 
allthe Democrats, except Voorhees and 
McPherson, voting against it. 

Senator Vooriees says he intends to eali 
the bill up for consideration as soon as the 
bill allowing national banks to iner 
their circulation to par value of bor 
shall have been disposed of. The oppon- 
ents of the above repeal bill say they will 
antagonize it at every stage unless a pro- 
vision providing for free coinage on a ratio 
of 20 to 1 is incorporated. 

A substitute for the 
from the minority of the finance commit- 
tee (Messrs. Harris, Vance, Jones of Ar- 
kansas, Jones of Nevada and Vest), fixing 
the number of grains of silver in United 
States coin (4644-10 grains of pure silver 
per dollar and proportionately for minor 
silver coins). The bill and substitute were 
ordered printed and placed on the calen- 
dar, and Mr. Voorhees gave notice that he 
would call them up next Tuesday. 

Gold and Silver Payments. 

A longcommunication from the secre- 
tary of the treasury was presented and 
read on the subject of gold and silver pay- 
ments. It is therein stated that onseveral 
occasions recently gold coin has been pre 
sented at the treasury in exchange for sil- 
ver dollars, and that the exchange has not 
been made because silver dollars were re- 
quired to be held in the treasury to cover 
outstanding silver certificates and treasury 
notes; and that at present the department 
would not, and could not, exchange silver 
dollars for gold if requested to do so, 

The bill to allow national banks to in- 
crease their circulation up to the par 
value of their bonds on deposit occupied 
the attention of the senate most of the 
day. There was a long discussion on the 
amendment offered by Mr. Allen (Popu- 
list, Neb.) for the creating of interest 
bonds on which increase is to be based and 
on the amendment offered by Mr. Cockrell 
(Dem., Mo.) for the redemption in green- 
backs of such 2 per cent bonds as may be 
offered. Mr. Allen’s amendment was de- 
feated, 39 to 11, and Mr. Cooks rell’s had not 
been acted upon when the senate ad- 
journed at 4: 39 p.m. until Mo miday.

TO TAX INCOMES. 


A Kansas Plan For Raising Money For 
Pensions and Other Purposes, 

KANSAS City, Aug.19.—Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Daniels of Kansas has sent to 
Washington for introduction in congress 
his gradual income tax bill. It provides 
for a tax of l percent on estates of less 
than $2,000,000; of 3 per cent on estates be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $5,000,000; of 18 per 
cent on all estates of over that amount. 
The tax is to be used for pensions and for 
equalizing the pay of soldiers of the war; 
for internal improvements and for equip- 
ping the national guard. Adult male 
immigrants are to be taxed $20) and immi- 
grant children over 12 years of age $100.

If ever there was an American in spir- 
it and purpose, of that high type of pa- 
triotisin of which > pride is n 
ly in what the country is but in trying 
tomake it what it ought to be, it was 
Colonel Richard T. Auchmuty, who 
died at his home in Lenox on the 18th 
of July. DBexinning his service to hrs 
country by four years in the army of the 
Union, a gatiant, faithful and intelligent 
officer, he devoted many years of his 
later life to the f lation and develop- 
ment of his now famous trade schools 
in New York city. The original and 
constant aim of these schools was to 
give to young men of American birth 
the chance to earn a living by an honest 
trade. 

In Colonel Auchmuty’s schools all the 
building trades and tailoring as well are 
taught, not for nothing, for they are not 
a charity, but at moderate rates and in 
athorough scientific and practical man- 
ner. And the m is gradually ex- 
tending to other cities, enlisting the sup- 
port of intelligent employers and slowly 
of the trades unions. To this work Colo- 
nel Auchmn ve nearly all his time 
and strength and large sums of money, 
though he was not a man of great wealth. 
Happily, by an endowment of $500,000 
by Mr. Pierpont Morgan added to the 
previous gifts of Colonel Auchmuty and 
his wife, the schools are now permanent- 
ly established. It was a very noble 
work, nobly and modestly done.—Har- 
per’s Weekly.

The Troubie Between Franco and Siam. 

The trouble between France and Siam 
had been brewing for months, and the 
active hostilities date back to the early 
part of the present year. 

They grew out of the disputes over the 
border line between Siam and Anam, 
over which latter country France has a 
protectorate. At one of the border towns 
in the spring a force of Anamites and 
Frenchmen was attacked and routed by 
Siamese troops. For this -France de- 
manded reparation, as well as a settle- 
ment of the boundary difficulties, and 
sent a gunboat to Bangkok. 

The Siamese government immediately 
began to act on the defensive and sunk 
@ number of scows on the Menam river 
to prevent the near approach of French 
vessels to Bangkok, the capital of Siam. 

Siam has a population of about 7,000,- 
000, which in lower Siam is clustered 
about the rivers and canals. The Por- 
tuguese were the first Europeans to es- 
tablish any intercourse with Siam. This 
was in 1511. English traders were in 
Siam early in the seventeenth century. 
The treaty of 1856 with England prac- 
tically gave Europeans free admittance 
to Siam, and the English, owing to the 
nearness of their Indian dependencies, 
have hada strong diplomatic influence 
in the affairs of the country. So strong 
has this been that many believe that 9 
war with France will ultimately result 
in an English protectorate.—Bostor Ac.

FROTHY ANARCHISTS 


®reach Violence and Destruction 
In New York City. 


EMMA GOLDMAN PRESENT. 


and In the Streets. 


New York, Aug. 19.—There was devil’s 
work yesterday in the East Side, and de- 
fiance of law was openly preached. The 
hand of anarchy, which worked under 
tover in the quickly suppressed riot of 
Thursday when the interior of Walhalla 
hall in Orchard street was wrecked, be- 
came fully revealed in the events which 
followed the arraignment of prisoners in 
the Essex Market Police court. 

Anarchy stalked through Rivington, 
Delancey and Allen streets’scowling at the 
police. Anarchy lifted up its voice in at 
least two halls where meetings of the un- 
employed were held, and urged hungry 
workingmen to greater violence in the 
next conflict with the law. Anarchy 
made hay while the sunshone. The time 
was ripe to influence the minds of the be- 
wildered foreigners with empty stomachs, 
who were quick to receive as fact the 
statement that the rich were directly to 
blame for their idleness. 

There Was Plotting 

in the dark places. Workingmen who 
still had employment were induced by 
some one to send word to one of the 
meetings that they stood ready to lay 
down their tools at an instant’s notice 
and assist in rescuing the prisoners from 
the police. 

Ten thousand copies of a circular, print- 
ed in Hebrew, from the press of the Freie 
Arbiter Stimme, calling upon all persons 
to boycott Walhalla Hall, were thrown 
broadcast through the district. 

One of “Silver Dollar’ Smith’s hench- 
men shouted coarse epithets at the com- 
mittee of the unemployed, in session at 
91 Delancey street, and told them to go 
back to Russia, and a crowd of 1000 pur- 
sued him through the streets as he fled 
for his life. 

Atevery meeting which the working- 
men held Emma Goldman appeared. She 
is the 

Fiuent and Impassioned Orator, 
“The Queen of the Anarchists,” and the 
friend of Bergman, the anarchist, who 
shot Henry C. Frick of Pittsburg. Where- 
ever that women went her voice was raised 
to inform her hearers against capital and 
property. 

It is the fault of Police Captain Devery 
of the Eldridge Street station that she 
and the men who echoed her sentiments 
are not now locked up for inciting to riot. 

Against the rising of anarchy, Joseph 
Baronders seemed to stand like a wall. 
Every public act and utterance of his 
yesterday was in favor of order, and 
tended to calm the storm that others were 
trying tocreate. There was little actual 
violence done yesterday, however, and the 
storm may soon blow over. 

BRUTAL SALOONKEEPER 
Threatened With Lynching For Refusing 
to Shelter Little Fire Sufferers. 

NEW York, Aug. 19.—At the big Cooper 
street fire, Brooklyn, yesterday three chil- 
dren, who were injured in jumping from 
a burning building, were removed to a 
saloon owned by Charles Meyers, and it is 


alleged that Meyers refused to admit 
them. They were then taken to St. 
Mary’s hospital. Last night an armed 


force attacked Meyers’ house, threatening 
to lynch him. 

Meyers escaped by a rear window and 
soon returned with an armed force of 
deputy sheriffs. They found the saloon 
in the possession of the mob, which num- 
bered over 3000. Then began a battle be- 
tween the mob and the officers. Shots 
were rapidly exchanged. 

The riot was in progress at midnight 
and three men are reported to have been 
shot by the deputy sheriffs. Several other 
persons were injured, among whom were 
two men who carried ropes and who were 
yelling “Hang the saloon keeper.” 


Strike on a Small Scale. 

LYNN, Mass., Aug. 19.—Some 10 eutteérs 
employed by Francis W. Breed in his shoe 
factory went out on a strike yesterday 
morning on account of a 10 per cent re- 
duction in prices on women’s button shoes. 
The same reduction has been made in Mr. 
Breed’s factory in Rochester, N. H. Mr. 
Breed claims that the stagnant money 
market and the dullness in business 
caused him to make the reduction. 


Appointed a Receiver, 

NEw York, Aug. 19.—Walter P. Butler 
of Saratozs: has been appointed receiver in 
supplementary proceedings for Christine 
M. L. Gunning of Saratoga, a niece of the 
late Senator Leland Stanford of California, 
in the suit of the Lincoln National bank, 
which obtained a judgment against her for 
€5650 on Feb. 2, 1891. Papers in the case 
were filed in the county clerk’s office yes- 
terday. 

Ended In a Fizzle. 

Newport, R. I., Aug. 19.—The race of 
the cup defenders off Brenton’s reef yes- 
terday was as dismal a failure as the pre- 
vious day’s contest was a brilliant suc- 
cess. The Vigilant, however, was again 
the favorite, and when the three big sloops 
were taken in tow at 5:30 o'clock she led 
the Colonia and Jubilee more than a mile. 


Dullness In the Sugar Trade. 
BROOKLYN, Aug. 19.— Owing to the 
dullness in the sugar market wll the large 
refineries in Brooklyn, with the exception 
of two, those of Matthiessen & Mollen- 

hauer, have closed down temporarily. 


Machinists Laid off. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 19.—Between 800 
and 400 men employed in the machine 
shops of the Baldwin Locomotive works 
were laid off lust night because of tbe 
money stringeucy and lack of orders,

WAsHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The First Na- 
tional bani of Anthony, Kan., which 
suspended payment July 20, 1893, was 
yesterday permitted to reopen its door to 
business.

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.— Numerous com- 
plaints have been made to the World’s 
fair officials on account of the savage 
brutality displayed at the sun dance held 
by the Quackahl Indians. The Indians, 
with heavy twine strings fastened through 
slits in their bare backs, raced around the 
narrow platform driven by two other 
Indians, who seemed to take a wild pleas- 
ure in the act. 

Little rivulets of blood ran from the 
cuts down the bronzed backs. Around 
and around they ran, leaping, twisting 
and diving till it seemed to the honor 
stricken spectators that each instant 
would see the flesh torn from the bodies. 
This was kept up for an hour or more in 
the presence of an assemblage of over 5000 
people. As the dance proceeded the In- 
dians became frenzied, and many of the 
spectators were so sickened by the hor- 
rible sight that they left. In spite of the 
protests, however, the performance will be 
repeated next Thursday evening.

The Senators of the Silver States 
Growing Timid. 


AN INCREASE OF CURRENCY 


Would Almost Be Sure to Meet 
With their Approbation. 


Wasnincton, Aug. 21.—The men who 
are talking compromise at present are not 
the repealers, but the silver senators, who, 
while they declare their ability to prevent 
repeal unless given something in its place, 
feel the awkwardness of their position 
and the danger of standing out against 
public opinion too long. 

The only thing at present in 
an agreement is the stubbornness of the 
silver men, who are willing enough to 
have the Sherman law repealed if they are 
given free silver, but there is no repealer 
willing to agree with them. 

It was stated some days ago that Sen- 
ator Gorman and the members of the 
steering committee had under considera- 
tion a general and comprehensive measure 
which included among other features the 
repeal of the purchase clause, free silver 
at an increased ratio, “increass of the na- 
tional bank circulation to par and the ex- 
change of bonds for currency. 

The introduction of Mr. Voorhees’ bill 
to allow national banks to increase their 
currency to par is the first step in that 
compromise. 

The passage of the bill would at once 
place in circulation some $20,000,000 addi- 
tional, as the national banks would im- 
mediately increase their circulation to pa 
but in the opinion of Senator Sherman 
would have far wider and more reachi. 
effects, 

He believes that ifthe banks were pe 
mitted to issue in currency the full amoun. 
of the bonds deposited it would stimulate 
and encourage national banks to very 
greatly increase their circulation, as an 
additional 10 per cent would make circula- 
tion profitable, while now it is claimed 
that so long as the circulation is restricted 
to 90 per cent there is absolutely no money 
in the business. 

Senator Sherman’s Opinion, 

Senator Sherman stated the other day to 
a friend in discussing the bill that its 
passage would put in circulation almost 
immediately $50,000,000 and perhaps an 
additional $10,000,000 or $20,000, 000. 

That is one reason why the silver men, 
&@gr2at many of whom have always been 
opposed to national banks and to the pass- 
age of any legislation favorable to those 
institutions, are now anxious for its pass- 
age, as they believe, with the banks avail- 
ing themselves of the power to increase 
their circulation, the currency famine 
would soon be athing of the past, and, 
with the revival of business, attention 
would be diverted from the Sherman law 
aud the demand for its repeal be much 
abated. 

It would therefore be far less difficult 
for them to keep up their stubborn opposi- 
tion and to finally succeed in tiring out 
the repealers and securing the adoption of 
a compromise measure which would be 
agreeable to them. 

Another use will also be made of the 
bank bill. 

It is not unlikely that before the bill is 
finally voted on there will be amendments 
offered which will toa great extent serve 
to show the relative strength of the silver 
and anti-silver men in the senate. 

It has been suggested that a free coinage 
measure be offered to the bank bill as an 
amendment, and thus the sense of the 
senate could be taken and such action 
would not in any way jeopardize the posi- 
tion of the silver men on the repeal bill. 

That is, if a silver amendment should be 
carried by the senate, it would, of course, 
be useless to further prolong the fight on 
the repeal bill by the hard money men, 
but if, on the other hand, the votes should 
show that the silver men were in the 
minority, and their amendment should be 
defeated, they would still be able to con- 
tinue their policy of obstruction and delay 
by talking on the repeal bill to prevent it 
from coming to a speedy vote. 

Claims of the Silver Men. 

The silver men have always claimed 
that they have a majority in the senate, 
but it is a cluim not conceded by the other 
side, and it is not unlikely that both 
would be willing to have a test vote taken 
in an indirect way so as to let them see 
exactly where they stand. 

But it must be remembered that unless 
the repealers are absolutely convinced that 
they havea majority they would not per- 
mit an amexdment of this kind to be voted 

on, as it would then render all their 
further efforts fruitless and the silver men 
would have obtained all that they are 
fighting for in the way of silver coinage. 

Such an amendment, if passed by the 
senate, would have to be also passed by 
the honse before it could go to the presi- 
dent. 

It is hoped by the silver men to be able 
to prevent a vote being taken on the bank 
bill until after the house has votei on the 
repeal bill, so as to understand more 
clearly which proposition will command 
the greatest strength in the house. 

The prospects, however, are that no sil- 
ver proposition of any kind can be passed 
by the house, and if the silver senators at- 
tempt to use the bank bill as aclub with 
which to kill the repeal and load it up 
with alot of amendments it will simply 
result in the defeat of the bill and prevent 
the country from obtaining the immediate 
relief that might be given it in case the 
bill was speedily passed without amend- 
ment.

ROME’S AGITATION. 


French Priests Attacked In Consequence 
of the Trouble at Paris. 

Rome, Aug. 21.—The anti-French agita- 
tion, started in consequence of the mas- 
sacre of Italians at Aigues-Mortes, has 
gained great rapidity since the first 
demoastrations were made. A mob at- 
tacked the Santa Chiara seminary of 
French priests, tore down the escutcheons 
from the facade, trampled them under 
foot, smashed the windows and _ tried to 
force the doors. Further damage was pre- 
vented by a strong force of police, who 
dispersed the mob and guarded the semin- 
ary until yesterday. A company of police 
are stationed at the French embassy, as 
the anti-French agitators have threatened 
tosackit. In both Milan and Turin in- 
cendiary anti-French manifestos have been 
issued, 

BERLIN, Aug. 21.—The relations between 
France and Italy are regarded here with 
considerable anxiety, in view of the pop- 
ular demonstrations against the French 
in Italian cities since the massacre of 
Aigues-Mortes. The hostility displayed is 
believed to threaten very grave conse- 
quences, as it will irritate the French gov- 
ernment just at the time Italy is making 
her demands for reparation. Even the 
possibility of a Franco-Italian war and 
Germany’s obligations under the triple 
alliance treaty in such an event are gen- 
erally discussed. 


ORIGINATED THE SCHEME. 


A Washington Edltor Responsible Wor 
the Invitation to the Capital. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The man who 
originated the scheme of inviting tothe 
national capital an army of the unem- 
ployed to make such a demonstration as 
would compel congress to heed their de- 
mands for relief is A. E. Redstone, editor 
of a weekly paper called The Tocsin, pub- 
lished in Washington. Itis devoted to 
a dissemination of the principles of social- 
ism, and he claims for it a circulation of 
several thousands. Mr. Redstone says 
the idea first found a place in one of his 
editorials two or three weeks ago, and im- 
mediately attracted attention, and that 
work of organization cf these bodies of 
the destitute is going onin all the large 
cities. 

Must Stay In Prison. 

DENVER, Aug. 21.—The second attempt 
to secure the release of ‘Maneater’ 
Packer from prison has failed. An at- 
tempt was made in the state supreme 
court some time ago to secure his release 
on the ground thatthe accumulative sen- 
tences were unconstitutional. The court 
decided otherwise and an application was 
made for a commission totest his mental 
soundness. This commission reported 
that while Packer’s powers of concentra- 
tion were not strong, his memory was un- 
impared. 


To Regulate Inspection of Immigrants. 
NEw York, Aug. 21.—Superintendent of 
Immigration Stump and Dr. Senner, the 
commissioner of immigration for the port 
of New York, will go to Canada this week 
to try to induce the officials of the Cana- 
dian railways to send immigrants over 
certain routes, and to determine upon 
points of entry into the United States at 
which immigrants shall be closely in- 
spected, to protect the country from the 
importation of paupers and criminals. 


Conference of Trades Unionists. 

New York, Aug. 21.—The first confer- 
ence of the delegates from the various 
trades unions of New York to take action 
on the existing condition of affairs in the 
labor world and to devise means of assist- 
ing the unemployed was held yesterday. 
Resolutions were passed and committees 
appointed with a view of improving the 
condition of affairs. One or two persons 
present advanced socialistic ideas, but they 
were promptly sat upon. 


Chinese Assurances of Safety. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—It transpires 
that some days ago the state department 
received a message from Li Hung Chang, 
the Chinese viceroy, to the effect that for 
the present no retaliatory measures will 
be initiated as regards ths citizens of the 
United States resident in China, and that 
every effort will be made to protect them 
and their interests in peace and safety till 
the assembling of congress in regular 
session. 


Supposed Work of a Jealous Lover. 

HOLLIDAYSBURG, Pa., Aug. 21.—Walter 
Geiser, a young Altoona druggist, while 
departing from the house of Joseph Reed 
of this city, where he had made a social 
call upon the daughter of Mr. Reed, was 
struck in the breast by a bullet. The 
would-be murderer, who is supposed to be 
some discarded lover of the girl, escaped. 
Geiser’s wound may prove fatal. 


Indians Attack Mexican Troops. 

City oF MExico, Aug. 21.—Official ad- 
vices ,just received here from Guyamas 
state that a band of 200 Yaquis encoun- 
tered a company of 45 National troops, 
who had been sent to guard certain carts 
loaded with corn. In the fight which fol- 
lowed seven men of the troops were killed. 


Disagreement Anticipated. 

TRENTON, Aug. 21.—The jury in the 
Shann murder case will, it is believed, dis- 
agree. When last heard from they stood 
three for acquittal and nine for murder in 
the second degree. Cots have been fur- 
pished for them to sleep on and their 
theals come from a hotel.

Reballotting Necessary. 

M. Andrieux, ex-prefect of police and 
chief wirepuller in the Panuma scandal, 
polled more votes than any other candi- 
date in his district. In his case also, how- 
ever, a reballot will be necessary. 

Inthe district of the Var, M. Clemen- 
ceau received the heaviest vote, but failed 
of election. <A rebuilot is necessary. 

Paul Louis Peytral was elected in Mar- 
seilles, 

In Bordeaux Jean Labuat, Bonapartist, 
was elected over M, Chi Boulanzgist. 

M. Devilers was elected for Cochin 
China,

Dr. Everett is all right on the silver 
question, and in his opening speech, the 
first he ever made in any legislative body, 
he made his own position clear, and he also 
very frankly told his Democratic associates 
what he thought they ought to do.

Edward Phinney Fires Four Times 
at Edward M. Shine. 


SURRENDER OF ASSAILANT. 


The Victim Was a Respected

Phinney fled precipitately Saturday 
evening after firing at Mr. Shine and 
escaped, but put in an appearance at 
station 6 at noon yesterday and sur- 
rendered himself. 

Mr. Shine failed steadily from the mo- 
ment he reached the hospital, being un- 
conscious most of the time. He talked 
disconrectedly at intervals about the fire 
department, the words “horses, engine 
and truck” being frequently repeated. He 
wis a machinist by trade, but the fire 
department has always been his hobby. 

The doctor hoped Shine would be strong 
enough yesterday afternoon to undergo 
an operation, that the bullets might be 
extracted, but he could keep nothing on 
his stomach, and the physicians sent word 
that their patient could scarcely live the 
night out. The end came, however, earlier 
than was expected. 

The Cause of the Trouble. 

Various annoying misstatements have 
been made concerning the origin of the 
differences between Shine and Phinney. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shine had been creditably 
informed that young Phinney had in his 
possession a photograph showing two nude 
figures, to which he had affixed the names, 
“Mr. and Mrs. Shine.” Mrs. Shine indig- 
nantly denies that young Phinney ever 
attempted to show her any obscene photo- 
graphs. She says that her late husband 
was highly indignant over the display of 
this photograph, and for more than a week 
had been expostulating with Phinney over 
the matter. Saturday night he again 
heard about the photograph and went up- 
stairs to find Phinney after he 
reached home, but learned that he was 
out. Not long after, as Mr. Shine was 
fastening his shoelaces, preparatory to 
stepping out, Phinney appeared in the 
hallway and asked Shine what he wanted. 

An animated discussion followed, dur- 
ing which Mrs. Shine says Phinney told 
her husband he “could wipe the floor with 
him,” ete. Mr. Shine gathered his fists, 
but his wife beld him back, and there was 
a war of words over the bannister. Finally 
Shine started up the stairs, and then 
Phinney jerked a revolver out of his hip 
pocket and fired four times. 

Two of the bullets entered Shine’s bo ly, 
one just below the heart, the other in 
the groin, while the other two were em- 
bedded in the casing of the front door and 
the wall. 

Shine manrged to get into his own 
apartments, and Dr. Redmond was called. 
After a thorough examination, he directed 
that the patient be taken to the hospital. 
Rey. John Harkins was also summoned, 
for it was feared that Shine was dying, 
although he was able to make an ante- 
mortem statement to the effect that ‘“Ed- 
die Phinney shot me.” 

The Victim’s Good Record. 

Edwaré Shine, the murdered man, was 
83 years old and leaves a wife anda boy 
and girl, both about 5 old. He 
worked for S. A. Wood. His record in 
the fire department was especially good, 
he being at first attached to hook and 
ladder 5, and later to engine 2 as acall 
man. Mrs. Shine is a thrifty housekeeper 
and well liked by all who know her. 

Phinney has a sister who went nearly 
crazy over the affair, while Michael 
Clinton, a boarderin the Shine family. 
was locked up for assaulting the eld 
Phinney. 

Young Phinney carried the revolver 
away with him, and if he visited Nan- 
tasket,as is believed, the weapon is prob- 
ably at the bottom of the harbor. It is 
believe1 Shinney had a serious row with 
Shine Saturday morning, which will be 
brought out by the evidence.

AFTER A LENGTHY DEBATE 


Orders Passed for Abolishing Water Street 
Crossing and Grade of Winthrop Avenue, 


The City Council held its regular meet- 
ing Monday evening, every member being 
in his seat at roll call, and the spectators’ 
seats were well filled. 


Communication. 

A communication was received from the 
Mayor informing the council that the con- 
tract with the Electric Light & Power Co. 
expired in September, and requesting 
council when renewing said contract to 
have some of the arc lights in dark places 
burn all night. To Committee on Contracts. 

A communication was received from the 
Mayor, stating that the $30,000 water bonds 
could not be negotiated at 4 per cent., and 
requesting authority to issue them at not 
more than 4 1-2 per cent., also for authority 
to borrow money on temporary loans in 
case the bonds could not be negotiated. 

Upon motion of Councilman Moxon the 
communication was placed on file. 

Fire Department Report. 

Under the head of unfinished business 
the report of the Committee on Fire De- 
partment, which had been before the 
Council for some time, was taken up. 

Councilman Robbins said the statement 
has been made that this matter was not an 
agreeable one to the committee, but they 
were ordered todo so and therefore had to 
do it. He thought it strange that such a 
statement should be made. He did not 
think this was the case; the investigation 
was not by anyorder of the Council. A 
resolution was offered requesting that an 
investigation be held in relation to the 
aci_on of the department at Ward 5, and to 
inquire into the condition of the fire alarm 
and apparatus. The adopting of that re- 
solution cannot be construed into an orde 
to investigate the fire department, ji 
officials and men. The report, therefor 
goes out of its way in trying this official. 1]

Reports of Committees.

were adopted. 

The same committee also reported that 
the petitions of Mrs. R. W. Brown for an 
innholder’s license, of Mrs. C. M. Lapham, 
Thomas Clarkson, William Slanheigh, and 
Geo.

Councilman Smith offered an order ap- 
propriating $5000 for the purpose of paving 
Granite street from Swithin’s corner to 
Quarry street, and Quarry street from 
Granite to Kidder streets. Referred. 

The Fire Department Report. 

Upon motion of Councilman Sherman 
the report of the committtee on Fire 
Department was again taken from the 
table. 

Councilman Moxon. 

Councilman Moxon did not believe the 
Council had the right to proceed to investi- 
gation as it had done in thiscase. He 
did not think there was a member who 
believed the Council had aright to investi- 
gate the qualifications of the chief engineer. 
There was a proper way provided by the 
charter for it. 

He then read from the stenographic 
report of the Mayor’s hearing at Wol- 
laston, in which it appeared that Council- 
man Federhen had asked 88 questions 
which went to show that the investigation 
on that occasion was not unfair asit bad 
been claimed. He did not believe it the 
kind of business the Council ought to get 
in. 

Councilman Holbrook 
Said if this report is true, what is the need 
of this whitewash to cover up the heads of 
the department. He cared nothing for 
politics, but when the committee state 
the report is the truth he was bound to 
support it. He denied that heads of depart- 
ment had any authority by the charter to 
get up and enter into an argument with 
members of the Council. The opposite 
side have accused some of the committee 
of signing the report before they read it. 
It was a pleading to escape the judgment. 
If the Mayor does not take any notice of 
it, it informs the people that we are doing 
our duty. 

Councilman Federhen,. 

Councilman Federhen made a lengthy 
reply to arguments made by Councilmen 
tobbins and Moxon. Noone has denied 
that a single fact in the report was not the 
truth, The order was broad enough to 
include anything connected with the depart- 
ment.

Councilman Sherman said the chairman 
of the committee has made ascertions that 
a vote against the accepting of this report 
was dishonest. He should vote against the 
acceptance. We have got to deal with 
human beings and whoever is Mayor will 
get the best he can for his heads of depart- 
ments. He saw nothing in this report 
that the chief had not handled fires 
properly. 

Councilman Moxon moved the vote be 
taken by the Yea and Nay. Voted. 

The report was then accepted by a vote 
of 12 to 10 as follows :

HOME RULE DEBATE. 


The House of Commons Votes to 
Apply Closure on It. 


FRIDAY THE DAY FIXED ON. 


Argument Against Its Adoption 
Made by Chamberlain. 


Lonpon, Aug. 22.—In the house of com- 
mons yesterday Mr. Gladstone moved the 
adoption of the resolution, notice of 
which was given on Friday last, to apply 
the closure to the report stage of the home 
rule bill on Friday next. 

Joseph Chamberlain then submitted his 
amendment declaring that the govern 
ment’s proposal was calculated to degrade 
the house into a voting machine, depriv- 
ing the British majority of its coustitu- 
tional rights, and ought therefore to be 
withdrawn. 

In speaking to his amendment, Mr. 
Chamberlain said he could not recognize 
the necessity of passing the home rule bill 
at one session. ‘The real necessity for 
rushing the bill through was that the 
government did not dare to stand on one 
measure, the only chance of the adoption 
of which, if any such chance had ever ex- 
isted, had been destroyed by the govern- 
ment’s alteration of the ninth clause of 
the financial arrangements. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s Prediction. 

If the government went to the courtry 
tomorrow, Mr. Chamberlain added, it 
would meet with crushing defeat. Kuow- 
ing this from its own agents, it wanted 
the bill hustied out of the way in order to 
enable it to patch up its reputation with 
other measures. 

Sir William Harcourt, chancellor of the 
exchequer, replied to Mr. Chamberlain. 
The government, he said, had allowed 80 
days for the discussion of the home rule 
bill, twice the time ever before given up 
by parliament to any one measure. Sir 
William quoted from an article written by 
Mr. Chamberlain several years ago advo- 
cating the American plan of placing a time 
limit on parliamentary obstruction. 

Balfour's Allasion to This Country. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the Unionists, re- 
minded Sir William that in America the 
provisions against sweeping alterations of 
the constitution would prevent such a 
measure us the home rule bill from being 
made law by a majority of but 5 per cent 
of the people’s representatives. 

The house then divided on Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s amendment. It w.s rejected by a 
vote of 200 to 162. 

Mr. Gladstone’s resolution to closure the 
home rule debate on Friday was adopted 
without division. 

Good News From Pittsburg, 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 22.—The Sligo works 
of William Nimick & Co. tiaye gone into 
full operation and 3000 men are at work at 
Jones & Lanughlin’s. The United States 
Iron and Tin Piate company’s works are in 
partial operation, asis also the Lockhart 
Iron and Steel company at Chartiers. The 
Black Diamond steel works started in full, 
giving employment to 4000 people. Three 
open hearth furnaces were placed in opera- 
tion at the Carnegie Homestead plant. 
Before the end of the week it is said that 
other large plants will be placed in opera- 
tion. 


Navahoe Makes a Poor Show. 

Torquay, Eng., Aug. 22.—The Navahoe, 
Britannia, Satanita and Calluna started in 
the regatta yesterday with a rattling 
single reef breeze. At the start the Nava- 
hoe took the lead and held it in good 
shape to the first mark. Then she fell 
away to the windward, and in a single 
round of 11 miles was beaten 2m. 20s. by 
the Britannia, the order in which they 
were timed being: Britannia, Calluna, 
Navahoe, Satanita. 


Left Nothing to Mary. 

LOUISVILLE, Aug. 22.—The will of the 
late Dr. Hamilton Griffin, stepfather of 
Mary Anderson, has been submitted to 
probate. He left all his property, con- 
sisting of several houses and lots in vari- 
ous parts of the city, to his wife, and at 
her death to his four children. No be- 
quest whatever is made to his stepdaugh- 
ter, Mary Anderson-Navarro. 


Jumped to Liberty. 

St. Louis, Aug. 22,—John Albert, an 
army deserter, escaped by jumping 
through the window of a Missouri Pacific 
train, while it was running through the 
city limits. He was in charge of two 
officers, and was being taken from Wash- 
ington to Fort Supply, I. T., for trial. 

No Truth In It. 

KAnsaAs City, Aug. 22.—There is no 
truth in the story of the killing of four 
boomers by soldiers on the Cherokee strip. 
Messuges from all points on the strip show 
that there has been no collision of any 
kind between the soldiers and the boom- 
ers. 

United In Death. 

NeEwpPort, Ark., Aug. 22. — Saturday 
nig ht Lee Bently, a young farmer, seeing 
that his wife was about to die, swallowed 
laudanum with fatal effect. His wife 
breathed her last soon after he had ex- 
pired. They are to be buried together. 

German Emperor's Sympathy. 

BERLIN, Aug. 22.—Report is current 
that Emperor William has charged Prince 
Henry of Prussia to express to King Hum- 
bert of Italy his sympathy in connection 
with the Aigues-Mortes affairs. The re- 
port has not been confirmed.

Emma Goldman and Others Urging the 
Unemployed to Deeds of Violence. 
New York, Aug. 22.—There was another 
meeting of the unemployed held in Cove- 
nant hall yesterday. The first speaker, 
whose name could not be ascertained, de- 
nounced the authorities generally, and 
when a reporter walked into the hall he 
was denounced by the speaker, who said

She 
told her hearers to remember the fate of 
the men who had been killed at Home- 
stead by the Pinkertons. She told them 
thatif they went to another meeting at 
Union Square not to even look at a police- 
man. Then she capped that with the ad- 
vice: ‘Don’t goto Union Square tonight 
unless you are armed.’? When she had 
finished a young man took her place on 
the platform. Among other things he 
said that the Jews should not work with 
the Christians, and that more particularly 
they snould net 2filiate with Irishmen as 
Irishmen were owned by capitaiist$ 


CHOLERA PREVALENT. 


Ninety Deaths Reported In a District of 
Hungary the Past Two Days. 

Lonpon, Aug. 22.—The Daily News sent 
a medical commissioner to Hungary to in- 
vestigate the cholera. He reports that in 
a short valley of the Black Theiss 205 per- 
sons were seized, of whom 90 died since 
the 19th. 

At the town of Delatyn in Nadworna 
there is one dector for 1500 persons. Six- 
teen were seized on the 15th and all died. 
The inhabitants believed that the doctor 
poisoned his patients in order to stop the 
infection. They now draw a black line 
around the wall of an infected house in- 
stead of calling the doctor. 

The commissioner concludes that there 
is no doubt that the government has con- 
cealed the existence of cholera in Hungary 
for commercial reasons. 

Other reports state that 2000 Italian 
laborers working on a railway in Lem- 
berg were panic stricken owing to the 
death of 17 of their comrades from cholera 
and abandoned their wages rather than 
remain. 


Killed by the Sheriff. 

BELOIT, Kan., Aug. 22.—On Aug. 10 W. 
C. and Maurice O, Stevens broke jail bere. 
On Sunday Sheriff Cochran found them at 
the house of James Griffits. A posse sur- 
rounded the place and called on the fugi- 
tives to surrender.

The sheriff 
returned the fire witha shotgun, killing 
Will Stevens.

A reduction 
of wages in Fail River will mean a reduc- 
tion of wages in New Bedford. as it has 
always been so. The local labor unions 
are taking action in the matter, and no 
branch of industry will submit peace- 
fully to a reduction. 

Secretary Samuel Ross of the Spinners’ 
union was interviewed on the subject and 
stated in his-opinion such a course would 
not have the slightest tendency in right- 
fog the existing difficulty. He thought 
that 

Such a Course Would Be Hasty. 

Mr. Ross further said: “No sooner do in- 
dications point to a depression in the 
cotton market than mill men meet in 
council and talk reductions, but when the 
market booms and large profits are bein: 
realized from sales not a word is men 
tioned about increasing wages. The on}; 
real remedy for such a crisis as this is to 
suspend operations, a course satisfactory 
to all concerned.” 

It is the prevailing opinion that the 
spinners in both this city and Fall River 
will strike rather than submit to the pro- 
posed reduction. The weekly textile pay 
roll of this city is $60,000. The enforce- 
ment of a 20 per cent reduction would re- 
duce it $12,000. 

Secretary Ross has received information 
that notice of 4 10 per cent reduction in 
wages has been posted in the mills at Sal- 
mon Falls, N. H., and spinners feel like 
resisting its enforcement, and have sent 
for Secretary Ross to hasten to the scene. 
Secretary Ross has issued a call for the 
national spinners’ executive committee to 
meet in Boston Monday, at which time 
the situation of the Salmon Falls spinners 
and also those of other sections where re- 
ductions are threatened will be acted upon.

How to Sell Quincy Granite. 
Editors Daily Ledger: 

Trade is divided into two parts; one the 
manufacturer and one the merchant. One 
makes, the other sells. One cannot do 
without the other, Not many manufactu- 
rers are as capable in selling goods as the 
merchant; on the other hand, the mer- 
chant often knows how to make the goods 
he sells. ‘The manufacturer has tcols suit- 
able for his work, and the merchant also 
has tools with which to sell his goods— 
men and printers’ ink; one is as important 
as the other. 

Some years ago I manufactured a line of 
goods for druggists. At first the wholesale 
dealers would sell them for me, but not 
until the retailers wanted them, and the 
retailers did not want them until the peo- 
ple who used the goods called for them; 
hence I was obliged to create a demand for 
the goods by advertising among the people, 
who went to the retailer, and he to the 
wholesaler, and then to me. I well remem- 
ber when Elijah A. Morse went from house 
to house with his stove polish; then he 
went on the road and sold to the dealer, but 
before he did so he advertised his polish so 
that the people would call for it, and one 
thing he always claimed that his polish 
was the best in the world; and today 
he is worth $500,000. Please notice be 
had to reach the people before he could 
reach the dealers. 

We can also remember when Dr. Ayer 
of Lowell started to advertise his medi- 
cines. He went to the people with adver- 
tisements and made a demand for his 
goods, and when he died he left millions 
of money. 

We also know how Hood’s Sarsaparilla 
is advertised in all kind of manner; to get 
near home look at Douglass of Brockton, 
who is known all over the United States 
because he advertises direct to the people. 

An advertisement in a trade paper is 
read by a small line of dealers. But there 
is not much object in reaching the dealer 
unless the goods which you have to sell 
are well advertised, or are a line already 
advertised. 

An advertisement may pay in a trade 
paper but not often. If Quincy granite 
was well advertised today, and its good 
quality was known, it would not be easy 
for a dealer to sell Barre, or any other kind 
in place of it. Men are apt to think the 
people all over the land know about their 
goods, but I suppose the larger portion 
never knew that there was granite in 
Quincy. 

I suppose when a person wants a monu- 
ment he goes to adealer near him and is 
shown a sample of stone from Barre, or 
‘some other place, and when the customer 
asks which is the best, the dealer will say 
it is a matter of choice, for all are good. 

If the dealer can get the stone made in 
Barre at a lower price than the Quincy, 
he will talk in favor of the Barre granite, 
as he would get the same price. Bat if 
Quincy granite was well advertised among 
the people they would say, we want to set 
&@ monument that is the best, and we know 
the Quincy granite is the best, and the 
dealer might try hard to sell other stone, 
yet it would be in vain. If people knew 
about the quality of Quincy granite they 
would not be in favor of other granites for 
monuments, 

When they buy a monument they want it 
to last forever. The only way the Quincy 
manufacturers can reach the people and let 
them know that Quincy granite is the best 
is by advertising in the principal papers, 
that go all over the land, and when the 
people find out that Quincy granite is the 
best, they will oblige the dealer to carry 
Quincy, and not monuments made of in- 
ferior granite. I would like to see about 
$10,000 used at once in small ads. some- 
thing like this:

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THE ABINGTON RIOT. 


Railroad Men Found to Have 
Started the Trouble. 


TRIAL IS QUICKLY ENDED. 


Defendants Sentenced to One 
Month’s Imprisonment. 


ABINGTON, Mass., Aug. 24—One of th 
Most interesting trivls in the history of 
Plymouth county occurred here yester- 
day. Division Superirtendent John C. 
Sanborn, Detective Christopher B. Bailey 
and Roadmaster Bryant of the Old Colony 
division of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railrond company were placed 
on trial as an outcome of the arrests made 
at the riot at North Abington last week 
Wednesday. 

Judge Bouve of Hingham was on the 
bench, the regular occupant, Judge Kelley 
of Rockland, being a director in the elec- 
tric road company, which was interested 
in the war, not being available. The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford officials 
were represented by Charles F. Choate, 
jr., counsel of the road, In order to en- 
able the witnesses, court officers and re- 
porters to get in, the sheriff had to clear 
the courtroom, but it was immediately 
filled again. William Couchlan, counsel 
for the town, looked alter its interests. 

The Charge 
under which the men were arraigned was 
as follows: 

John C. Sanborn,Chris T. Bailey and Emery 
H. Bryant. together with civerse and other 
evil-disposed jx rsous, to the number of 12 or 
more, Whose names to the complainant are 
not known, on the Iéth day of August, in said 
Abington, unlawfully and riotously did as- 
semble and gather together to the disturbance 
of the public peace, and being so then and 
there ussembled toge*her, then and there un- 
lawfully, riotously, did make an assault upon 
one Jolin F. Hollis, and did beat, wound and 
otherwise ill-treat the said Hollis. 

Before pleading Mr. Choate asked to be 
heard upon a continuance. Counsel 
Coughlan put ina vigorous protest, and 
the result was that Judge Bouve ordered 
the cause to proceed. Mr. Choate took up 
the charge and cited law cases to prove 
that it was illegal, claiming that it did 
not plainly set forth the crime for which 
the men were to be tried. Counsel Cough- 
lan showed that Mr. Choate knew that he 
was counsel for the town, as he had talked 
with him about the cases last week. After 
Judge Bouve had ordered the case to pro- 
ceed, Counsel Choate asked for a dis- 
missal of the case, on the ground that the 
warrant was illegally drawn. The judge 
decided it drawn in a proper manner. 

The Testimony. 

Sheriff Cushinan was the first witness 
and told his story of the day’s proceedings 
substantially the same as hes been pub- 
lished. Road Commissioner Wright's tes- 
timony showed that the railround men 
made the first move. Mr. Brady of the 

lroad brought his men over and he talked 

with them and told him to go bick with 
his men to their lesal positioa ob the rail- 
road tracks. Then Superintendent San- 
born came, and witness informed him that 
the feeling was running high, and should 
his men attempt to take up the electric 
road track there would be trouble, and if 
people were hurt the crime would be on 
his head. Sanborn replied, “I will look 
out for that, young man.” 

Then the witness was kicked, and upon 
looking around the fight was in progress. 
Neither witness nor any of the electric 
road or roudmen of the town had made 
any move to do work upon tke crossing 
and had no men there to do the work. The 
move was mide by the railroad men under 
Superintendent Sanborn’s orders, and Mr. 
Sanborn ulso took part in the work and 
battle. 

President E. P. Reed of the electric road 
told of his talk with Detective Bailey and 
Roadmaster Bryant on the morning of 
the day of the trouble, and how he and 
Judge Kelley, after a meeting of the board 
of directors of the electric company, 

served un Notice 
on Roadmaster Bryant. informing bim 
that the electric road would lay its tracks 
across those of the Cousolidated, but 
would do no dumage to the tracks of the 
latter. Mr. bryaut stated that the matter 
could be fixed up without much trouble, 
and asked the clectric road peuple to wait 


for the 9:20 train, when Superintendent 
Sanborn and Manager Allen were ex- 
pected. 


Officer Hollis’ testimony was corrobora- 
tive of the previous witnesses in regard to 
the riot, but he created a sensation when 
he said that during the forenoon Superin- 
tendent Sanborn sent for him and tried to 
induce him to leave the employ of the 
town asa policeman and enter the em- 
ploy of the Consolidated. He already be- 
ing an officer of the railroad police, the 
offer was refused. Officer Hollis was one 
of the most severely hurtin the fight, 

Officer Russell's Testimony. 

Officer Hervey B. Russell testified that 
be did not know who struck him first, but 
he knew that one of the men taken off his 
back after he was down was Detective 
Bailey. The town officers dil nothing to 
create a riot. Roadmaster Bryant was 
one of the men who was a leader iu the 
riot, and took part in the fighting. He 
yaid he was armed with a billy anda re- 
volver, and had carried them since and be- 
lore. The first move was made by Mr. 
Hrady of the Consolidated, aud the orders 
were given afterward by Sanborn and 
Bryant. 

Russell said that he usel his revolver, 
the first time firing into the air, but the 
last time firing into the crowd. He did 
not fire to shoot any one in particular, 
only to hitsome one, as he thought his 
life wasin dangerfrom the gang of rail- 
road employes 

The Sentence. 

After further evidence the government 
rested its case. The defense introduced 
po evidence, and by agreement the case 
was submitted without argument. Judge 
Bouve said he should like to transfer the 
ase to the grand jury, but under the re- 
cent law giving jurisdiction to the district 
court, he could not do so consistently with 
his duty, therefore he felt the jurisdiction 
belonged to him. He should have to im- 
pose sentence. He dwelt upon the case at 
length, reviewing it carefully. The sen- 
tence was one month imprisonment in the 
house of correction.

Anarchistic Breezes. 

The anarchists in New York are haying 
lots of fun just at this time. They are 
holding nightly meetings in this big town, 
generally at small halls at the east side 
immediately adjacent to the beer saloons, 
so that when the anarchists get dry they 
can quench their thirst in Milwaukee nec- 
tar instead of the in blood of capi- 
talists, policemen and reporters, Emma 
Goldman who has an ‘idea that she was 
placed on earth to reform it, is one of the 
most savage talkers of all the anarchistic 
horde, though they all have tongues that 
are hung in the middle. 

At Monday night’s meeting Miss Gold- 
man made harangues in two languages 
and denounced presidents and kings, police 
and Pinkertons, reporters and _ their 
capitalistic employers. She referred to the 
fate of Alexander the Second of Russia 
and entreated her hearers to take sticks 
and stones and show the hard hearted 
American public what they could do. The 
police Were referred to asthe ghouls most 
to be dreaded after nightfall, and the 
public press came in for a scorching as the 
natural enemy of all unemployed people in 
the country.—Brockton Enterprise. 


Order of the Solid Rock. 

The certificate holders of the order of the

The Universal Opinion. 

The Ottawa Journal says, The verdict 
of the people who attended Walter L. 
Main’s circus yesterday afternoon and eve- 
ning, pronounces it to be one of the best 
ring shows ever given by any new aspirant 
for favors in the. saw-dust arena. The 


crowd both afternoon and evening was very 
large, the applause frequent and loud. 
The group of performing elephants was 
good. The trained dog ‘‘ Shepherd,’ was 
simply a marvel. The Fisher brothers 
have no superiors as gymnastic artists. 

The performing horse introduced by Mr 
Jos. Berries elicited marked applause. 
Other features worthy of personal mention 
were the riding of Chas. Fish, the acro- 
batic feats of the Reno brothers and 
Walton, and the two-horse act by Cousins 
were productions of high character. Walter 
L. Main’s circus is deserving of patronage 
on its merits.

THE WILSON BILL. 
Estimated Majority of Sevehty-Fi-e In 
Favor of Its Passage. 

WASHINGTON, Aug, 24.—At a meeting 
of the executive committee of silver men 
in the house the final figures were pre- 
sented to the roll of the members upon 
the questions contained in the bill now 
pending. One of the members stated that 
if the friends of free coinage could con- 
centrate their whole strength upon any 
one of the ratios the majority against it 
would be 38. 

But as this is concededly impracticable, 
there being some who will vote in favor 
of retaining the present ratio ot 16 to 1, 
who will not support a change to 20 to 1 
and some who will oppose 16 to 1. The 
majority against either one will be up- 
wards of 5). When it comes to the naked 
question of repeal or no repeal, as pre- 
sented in the Wilson bill, the member 
stated, the majority in favor of its passage 
would be at least 75. 

Presidential Appointments. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The president 
sent to the senate the following nomina- 
tions: Joshua E. Dodge of Wisconsin, to 
be assistant attorney general, vice Wil- 
liam A. Maury, resigned; G. M. Brumby 
of Louisiana, register of the land office at 
New Orleans; C. P. Johnston of Louisi- 
ana, receiver of public moneys at New’Or- 
leans; William D. O’Toole of Washing- 
ton, register of the land office at Seattle; 
I. J. Wooten of Delaware, agent for the 
Indians of the Nevaaa agency in Nevada. 
Also a number of recess appointments, in- 
cluding the collector of customs at New 
Orleans and half a dozen postmasters. 


Eight Officlous Whippers. 

CoLuMBts, Ind., Aug. 24.—Twelve miles 
back on the hills, near Waymansville, 
eight men with faces blackened went to 
the residence of Andry Schruder and cov- 
ered him with revolvers, then whipped 
him with hickory switches while others 
whipped his wife in a horrible manner. 
Schruder and wife are respectable, but 
their domestic relations are not very 
pleasant. 


Bissell Will Try to Be There. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The postmaster 
general has been invited to attend the 
fourth annual convention of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers, to be held at 
Kansas City Sept. 19 to 2%.

IN DAYS OF YORE. 


Bits of Local History Possibly Over- 
looked, 


PUBLIC 


Interesting Facts and Anecdotes Connected 
With Them, 


QUINCY’S HOUSES. 


The first public house in Quincy, that we 
have any record, dates back to 1639, Mar- 
tin Saunders appears to be the gentleman 
to have the honor of being the landlord of 
Quincy’s first public house. History fails 
to tell us where this inn was situated, and 
as to its career and end, history is equally 
as dumb. 

Near to the place where the Old Ply- 
mouth road joins Franklin street was the 
place selected by Mr. Penniman to build a 
publichouse. This was in 1675, thirty- 
six years after Martin Saunders had opened 
his hospitable doors, The ruins of this inn 
are said to be still in existence near the 
residence of Henry Hardwick on Franklin 
street. 

There is some dispute as to the location 
of the Crosby House, which was established 
by Thomas Crosby about 1739. Some 
claim that it stood where the house of the 
late Lemuel Brackett on Hancock street 
now stands. This authorityclaims thata 
stone post in front of Mr. Brackett’s home 
designates the place where it stood, and 
though 1 have walked down Hancock 
street to discover some trace of this post, 
Ihave found none along the side of the 
street with the exception of a few stone 
hitching posts which do not differ from the 
ordinary ones. 

Mr. Whitney in his history of Quincy 
says that it was situated on Adams street, 
near the estate owned by one Peter Boyls- 
ton Adams, which place is now occupid by 
Mr. William B. Rice. 

Mr. Crosby had some difficulty in procur- 
ing a license, for Boston at that time was 
itriken with the smallpox and Mr. Crosby 
veing afraid that he would succumb to the 
iisease if he undertook to appear before 
the General Court in Boston, in order to 


, procure a license, remained at home and 


did not receive his license until the epi- 
demic had abated. 

It was in this house that Daniel Allen, 
the famous Indian soldier, died. Allen 
was an Indian in the service of the govern 
ment at Fort George. He was discharged 
on account of infirmities contracted in the 
service, and started to join his friends at 
Cape Cod. While passing through Quincy 
his infirmities increased so that he was 
unable to proceed to his destination, and he 
was obliged to stop at the Crosby House. 
The government hearing of their faithful 
servant’s condition instructed Mr. Crosby 
to make the Indian comfortable. After an 
illness of ten weeks this noble red man 
breathed his last and was buried at the 
government’s expense, 

Another public house was opened on 
Hancock street near the present residence 
of Col. A. B. Packard, shortly after the 
Revolutionary War. It was first opened 
and conducted by a Mr. Cleverly and he 
was succeeded in 1794 by a Mr. Marsh. 
Shortly afterwards he was succeeded by a 
Mr. Arnold who conducted the establish- 
ment till 1802. It was then removed, but 
in the following year another one was 
opened on the site of the present residence 
of Mr. Packard and was conducted by Mr. 
John Newcomb. 

History tells us that “It was at this pub- 
lic house that Josiah Bemis, George Stearns, 
and Michael Wild, the three worthy knights 
of the Iron Wedges resorted to in 1803 to 
enjoy their convivial repast on that memo- 
rable Sabbath after having achieved the 
remarkable success of splitting for the first 
time, a large stone with iron wedges. At 
that time this was considered a great and 
important event in establishing a system 
that would enable them more readily and 
expeditiously to work stone for building 
and other purposes. 

The Neponset Hotel was opened at 
Atlantic in 1812, and was situated on the 
easterly side of Hancock street about 250 
feet north of Atlantic street. It was 
opened with a great dinner at which ex- 
President Jobn Adams was present. The 
first landlord was Abraham Pierce of 
Roxbury, and the last one was Mr. Labian 
Adams, the father of ‘“‘ Oliver Optic.” It 
was here that the famous Jockey Club of 
Boston met continually from 1812 to 1815. 
In 1828 the officers and crew of the famous 
battleship ‘‘ Constitution’? took the entire 
control of the house, and the proprietor, 
for that matter, fora space of three days, 

In 1830 Noah Davis secured the premises 
and started a candle manufactory there, 
Mr. Joshua Cushing of Scituate purchased 
it from Mr. Davis in 1836 and utilized it 
as a shoe manufactory and a dwelling 
house. Its eventful career was ended on 
the 27th of August, 1858, when it fell a 
prey to the incendiary’s torch. 

The ‘* Hen’? Tavern was situated on the 
westerly side of Washington street where 
now stands the residence of our well known 
citizen John R. Graham. An interesting 
anecdote is told concerning the manner in 
which the tavern received its name. 

The proprietor, who was a true blue 
American, ordered a sign for his house on 
which was to be painted a large American 
eagle. When the sign arrived from the 
artist, it was discovered that the artist was 
not skilled in ornithology for in place of 
an eagle he had painted a large fat hen. 
This house was kept by Joseph Baxter and 


was a great place of rendezvous for the 
gunning fraternity. It was discontinued 
about 65 years ago. 

James Brackett erected a large and 
fashionable hotel at the corner of Hancock 
and Elm streets. This place was patron- 
ized by the wealthy classes and was well 
known all over the state for its luxurious 
accommodations. In 1836 it was purchased 
by Mr. Francis Williams, and later came 
into the possession of his son, our well 
known citizen, Mr. John S. Williams and 
is now occupied by Col. Wm. B. White. 

Another famous place was the ‘‘ Ben 
Faxon’? House which was situated near 
the present site of Plummer’s Block on 
Hancock street. On the 24th of May, 1843, 
it was swept away by a conflagration 
which destroyed two dwelling houses, two 
shops and one stable. 

The famous Hancock House was built 
early in the century and was first kept by 
Col. Thayer, followed by Capt. Young, 
Deacon Saviland Daniel French. A new 
place was built in 1837, at a cost of $5,000. 
It was kept by Daniel French and he was 
succeeded by his son George H. French. 
It’s proprietors since then were George H. 
Bundy, April, 1855, till November 1856 ; 
Albert Webb, November, 1856, till Febru- 
ary, 1861; W.P.F. Meserve, February, 
1861, till November, 1865; J. F. Willey, 
November, 1865, till October, 1870 ; Samuel 
T. Allen, October, 1870, till July, 1873, 
when it was bought by Henry H. Faxon. 
It was at this house that Daniel Webster 
always stopped while on his way to and 
from his home in Marshfield. 

The Central House was first opened in a 
small dwelling house at the corner of 
Granite aud Hancock streets. It was 
destroyed by firein August, 1875, and the 
next year a brick block was erected on the 
spot. In this building William P. F. 
Meserve opened a hotel which he called 
the Robertson House, in honor of the 
owner of the building. It has passed 
through various hands till it was discon- 
tinued about a year ago. Since then it has 
been thoroughly repaired and will soon 
be opened and known as_ the Greenleaf 
House, MANET.

SEAS MOUNTAINS HIGH. 


Further Evidence of the Awful Storm Off 
Nova Scotia’s Coast. 


Haurax, Aug. 24—-J. C. Potts of 
Porter Luke arrived here from the scene 
of the wreck of the tug Dorcas and the 
barge Etta Stewart, with the story of 
the disaster. The wreckage was first dis- 
covered on the shore at Porter Lake. The 
seas were running mountains high, and 
the two vessels were fast breaking up. 
The body of Captain Ferguson of the tug 
Dorcas was found. Both his temples were 
smashed in and his body badly bruised. 

Six or seven bodies were seen floating in 
the surf under the bluffs at Half island. 
The bodies of Mrs. Hennis and her daugh- 
ter were recovered early yesterday. Her 
husband was engineer ot the tug and he 
was lost with the others. The Hennis 
family had been at Sydney visiting rel- 
atives and were returning home.

RETURNING GOLD 


Has Contributed Largely Toward Restor- 
ing Financial Confidence. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Viewed from a 
treasury standpoint, the general financial 
situation of the country shows improve- 
ment, slight perhaps, but, it is believed, 
permanent. Bank failures have almost 
ceased, banks that have suspended under 
the financial stringency are resuming 
business, gold which poured outof the 
country is returning, and a general feel- 
ing of confidence is being restored. 

This changed condition was felt last 
week and has day by day increased. Money 
is still scarce, but not so much so as it 
was. During the time that gold was being 
shipped to Europe the United States sus- 
tained a net loss of $63,000,000. This gold 
isnow coming back, and itis estimated 
that already $25,000,000 has returned. 
This specie has found its way into the in- 
terior of the United States, much of it 
now figures in the bank balances, but 
much of it was absorbed by American 
securities. To this is attributed to some 
extent the improvement in the general 
stock market. 

Government revenues continue light 
which shows that less money than usual 
is being sent abroad for foreign goods. 
which considered in the circum- 
stances a good sign.

On the Hawaiian Question Likely to Be 
Sent to Congress. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Secretary Gres- 
ham and Minister Blount had another 
long conference over Hawaiian affairs 
yesterday morning at the state depart- 
ment. They entered into a practical dis- 
section of Mr. Blount’s several reports, 
Secretary Gresham asking fuller explana- 
tion of the various topics treated and Mr.

In their efforts to stop 
the running of trains and omnibuses they 
set fire toa kioak and five cars near La 
Touretta. In the Piazza Depretis the 
strikers inet and attacked a body of police, 
Five strikers and four policemen were in- 
jured in the fight. On account of the 
rioting many shops were closed and the 
train und omuibus service was suspended. 
A detachment of cavalry now guards the 
company’s yards.

EAGLE Pass, Tex., Aug. 24.—A conflict 
occurred near Abusalo between 250 Car.

WIRES BLOWN DOWN 


Much Destruction Wrought by the 
Easteriy Gale. 


MUCH DAMAGE TO SHIPPING 


Many Reports of Loss of Life 
by Drowning. 


Boston, Aug. 25.—The rattling north 
easter which struck Boston yesterGay paid 
its respects to the City Point districtin a 
manner more forcible than elegant. All 
day long and late into last evening the 
wiud blew a regular hurricane, changing 
to all points of the compass. The storm 
began in the northeast, the wind blowing 
at the rate of about 30 miles an hour. The 
wind then shifted around several points, 
finally comin, from the southwest, from 
which quarter it blew still harder and 
steadily. 

On Castle island last night a scene of 
wild desolation met the view of the few 
who dared the wind and rainin paying a 
visit to the fort. Around on every side 
fallen tents aud scattered boxes, wood, 
chairs and other articles used by the pro- 
prietors of the 30 or more booths gave 
evidence of the violence of the storm. 
Only about three tents of the entire num- 
ber are left standing: In many instances 
the contents were badiy injured. 

The yachts in the bay were remarkably 
fortunate and no great damage was done, 
The Hagar and Walhneta of the Common- 
wealth club dragged their anchors badly, 
but were secured before getting adrift. 
Captain Howard Stickney made up a crew 
for the purpose of saving any yacht that 
might get adrift. The men did consider- 
able good work during the day. Late in 
the afternoon the owners of boats moore.l 
in the most dangerous places made them 
doubly secure in case the storm should 
continue all night. 

New Haven's Report. 

New HAVEN, Aug. 25.—New Haven was 
visited by tke most destructive storm 
which has been witnessed here in 40 years, 
Wires are down in all directions and hun- 
dreds of trees were blown down. Street 
cars failed to run for some time. The 
damage to the harbor is the greatest 
known in years, The oyster beds have 
suffered greatly, as they are thought to be 
completely banked in mud by the action 
of wind and waves. If the beds are a total 
loss the money damage will be hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. The shipping on 
the harbor was also badiy damaged. The 
sloop Hydros of Boston was driven into 
the south sts: wall and crushed so badly 
that she sank. At Short beach the launch 
Ella, owned by Ella Wheeler Wilcox, 
the poetess, was sunk ina collision, and a 
number of small yachts were driven on 
the beach and destroyed. There were 
many narrow escapes to human beings, 
but so far as known no fatalities are re- 
ported. 

Fishermen Lose Thelr Lives. 

New York, Aug. 25.— The fishing 
schooner Chocura reports that her captain 
and mate were washed overboard in the 
storm yesterday. The Chocura was in 
company with the fishing schooners Em- 
pire State and Ella M. Johnson off the 
Squanon, on the Jersey coast. The storm 
broke over them about midnight. At 1 
o'clock the Johnson disappeared. The 
men on the Chocura think that she found- 
ered, carrying down with her the crew of 
ten men and her captain. The men saw 
the tops of the Empire State’s masts pro- 
jecting about three feet above the water, 
a few miles above the Squanon. The Em- 
pire State hat eight dories on board, but 
the sailors say they could not live in such 
a sea. Sailor Kelly said that Captain 
Ericson and the crew of the Empire State 
were undoubtedly lost. 

New London's Share. 

New Lonpon, Conn., Aug. 25. — The 
velocity of th- wind was covsiderably over 
50 miles an hour. The sloop yacht Kulia, 
which broke from her anchorage, dashed 
against Shaw’s bridge, breaking a hole in 
her side,and sank immediately. Those on 
board escaped. The New York Yacht 
club’s clubhouse was carried away. The 
big wharf at Ocean Beach went out and 
considerable other damage was done at 
this point. At Niantic the schooner James 
Bayley, New York for Providence, drove 
ashore, and it is thought will prove a total 
loss. She was coal laden, Her crew came 
ashore in safety. 

How Hartford Fared. 

HARTForp, Aug. 25.—No telegraph or 
telephone wires are working between here 
and New Haven or Springfield. Trains from 
New York are delayea. It is reported that 
awashout at Mt. Vernon causes delay. 
The New York and New Haven railroad is 
also interrupted and its wires fail to work. 
On the Berlin brauch of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad a large 
tree fell on a passenger train as it passed. 
Noone was hurt, but the engine was 
wrecked. Itis feared that the peach crop 
about here, as well as other fruits, is badly 
damaged. 

Sad Story From Halifax. 

HALIFAX, Aug. 25.—There is no longcr 
any doubt that fully 25 persons perished 
in the wreck of the steamer Doreas and 
the barge Etta Stewart. Twenty bodies 
have been recovered. 

The schooner Invermay, Captain Stod- 
dart, is reported at Channel, N. F., with 
loss of all sails. 

The schooner Dorold Borden, coal laden, 
from Sydney, N. S., for Bay of Fundy, 
capsized off Wolfville, and it is feared 
that all hands were lost. 

Small Craft Suffered. 

New BEpFORD, Mass., Aug. 25.—The 
gale here was very heavy, accompanied by 
rain. The force of the wind was from 23 
to40 milesan hour. Trees suffered con- 
siderably and fruit was blown off. Travel 


across the New bedford and Fairhaven 
bridge was uncomfortable on account of 
the water blowing over it. Numerous 
small craft met with minor casualties in 
the way of spars and rigging, while many 
others had to be towed to safety. 
Much Damage at Long Branch, 

Lone Brancu, Aug. 2. — The fierce 
northeast storm caused considerable dam- 
age at this place, and it will be some time 
before the branch entirely recovers from 
the effects of the storm, which was the 
severest experienced at this place for 
years. Fortunately there was no loss of 
life. Itisimpossible to foot up the loss 
caused by the great storm as yet, but it 
will prove one of the severest ever ex- 
perienced along the coast. 


At Uceran Gruve. 

OcEAN Grove, N. J., Aug. —ibe 
storm here was one of the severest that 
has ever visited this neighborhood. Thu 
boardwalk is demolished at several places 
and the pavilions are partially ruined. 
Lillagore’s pavilion, at the far end of 
Ocean avenue, is a complete wreck. All 
of Mr. Lillagore’s fixtures are completely 
wrecked. 

Big: Hete! Unroofed. 

BALMAR, N. J., Aug. 25—The storm did 
considerable damage here. ‘he entire 
roof of the big Columbia hotel was 
carried away and the timbers crashed 
through the floors below. None of the 200 
guests were hurt. Much damage was done 
tothe beach ‘The board walk was ruined 
and many bathing houses demolished. 

Wind Forty-Eight Miles an Hour, 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 25.—The 
southeast storm in this vicinity was very 
severe, the rain falling in sheets and the 
wind averaging 48 miles an hour for three 
hours. No serious damage is reported. 
There is a very heavy sea on in Mount 
Hope bay, and several small sailboats 
have been blown ashore. 

Highteen Lives Lest. 

SouTHAMPTON, L. L, Aug. 2%.—Twe 
vessels, a coal barge and a towing vessel, 
were wrecked off the coast at this point. 
Up to the present six men from the 
wrecked vessels, three of whom were be- 
yond resuscitation, have been washed 
ashore outof a total crewof 21 menon 
both vessels. 

Lumber Schooner Wrecked. 

Rockport, Mass., Aug. 25.—Schooner 
Lottie B., 87 tons, lumber laden, from St. 
John, N. B., for Boston, struck on the 
Londoner and then drifted upon Thatch- 
er’sisland. The captain and crew of four 
men were saved. The vessel will be a 
total loss. 

Crops Damaged. 

TUCKERTON, N. J., Aug. 25.—A heavy 
storm broke over this section and did 
much damage to fruits and crops gen- 
erally. Several washouts on the Long 
Branch railroad necessitated the suspen- 
sion of travel. 

Boston Schooner Ashore. 

BEVERLY, Mass., Aug. 25.—The sand 
schooner A. Baker of Bustou, went ashore 
here andis pounding on the rocks. The 
schooner discharged her cargo yesterday. 
The schooner was going to Ipswich to load 
for Malden. 

Fruit Ruined, 

MILFORD, Mass., Aug. 25.—Very great 
damage was done by the storm through- 
out this section of the state. Early apples, 
pears, peaches and plume were blown 
from the trees, and many trees were 
ruined. 

A Missing Steamer, 

LAUREL, Del., Aug. 25.—It is reported 
that the steamer Chesapeake, which left 
Seaford for Baltimore, with passengers 
and freight, sank inthe bay during the 
storm. 

Crew Saved. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Aug. 25.—Fishing 
schooner Farragut, 48 tons, owned by 
John F. Wonson & Co., is a total loss at 
Shag Harbor, N.S. Thecrew was saved. 


PROTECTION THEIR IDOL. 


Proposed Tariff Changes Held Account- 
able For Hard Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 25.—A meeting of 
the board of directors of the Manufac- 
tarers’ club was beld here, at which there 
wasa good attendance of the members, 
who take more than usual interest in pub- 
lic affairs. A resolution was proposed by 
William Wood, and seconded by George 
W. Elkins, to the effect that the chief 
thing needed to restore public confidence 
at this time and toset the wheels of in- 
dustry in motion in every direction in a 
profitable way, was the Wilson bill, re- 
pealing the silver purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act of 1890. The proposition was 
vigorously sustained by its author; but it 
received only three aflimative votes— 
Thomas Dolan and the two gentlemen 
abuve named—while 14 were recorded 
against it. 

Immediately another set of resolutions, 
which in effect stated that no improve- 
ment of existing conditionscan be reason- 
ably looked for unless there shall be an 
authoritative declaration that the protec- 
tive tariff system will no: be violently 
assailed, were presented aad, after some 
discussion, were adopted by a large ma- 
jority, there being in fact tut three nega- 
tive votes cast, these being cast by the 
gentlemen who sustained the first resulu- 
tion, which was so overvhelmingly re- 
jected. gt ce I

CHICAGO'S BIG FIRE 


Creates a Panic Almost Equal to 
That of 1871. 


FIVE BLOCKS 


DESTROYED. 


Burned-Out Families Provided 
For by Neighbors. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—A fire, which in the 
extent of territory it covered almost 
rivaled Chicago’s historic conflagration, 
began in that part of the city known as 
South Chicago about 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. From a three-story brick 
building at the corner of Ninety-first 
street and Superior avenue the flames ate 
their way over block after block of small 
frame residences until they reached the 
lake. 

Within two hours the fire had con- 
sumed at least 3) buildings and five blocks 
of the greatest industrial suburb of Chi- 
eago. he 59,000 residents of the town 
were precipitated into a panic, second 
only in this city to that which character- 
ized the fire of 1871. 

The Fire's Rapid Progress 

Before the few fire engines of the dis- 
trict could make the slightest impression 
Npon the flames, house after house fell be- 
fore the swees} cf the fire. The Central 
fire alarm oflice sent to the fire every en- 
gine that could be spared in the south side 
ofthe city. Before the fireboat Yosemite 
reached the harbor at Chicago the fire had 
eaten away the five blocks between Su- 
perior avenue and the lake, and the 
Yosemite turned its attention to the im- 
mense lumber yards on the river front. 

It spread with rapidity. The crash and 
panic at one time choked up the streets, 
No lives, as far as known, were lost. Four 
men were more or less injured by the 
heat and smoke. 

Very shortly after the fire attacked 12 
Baffalo avenue, the store of M. Johnson, 
there was a violent explosion of 20-gallon 
cans of gasoline. The proprietor, John- 
son, was severely burned about the face. 

Hundreds of people, deprived of home 
comforts with scarcely a warning, gath- 
ered along the street. But they were not 
to be homeless for the citizens of South 
Chicago came to their assistance. The 
word was passed down the line that the 
houses of those who were not losers by the 
fire, were, without exception, open to any 
and all who had -been driven out on the 
streets. 

A Thriving Suburb. 

South Chicago is almost entirely a man- 
ufacturing suburb and is situated at the 
mouth of the Calumet river, about 18 
miles from the city hall. The principal 
establishment in the place is the Illinois 
Steel company, which employs at the 
present time about 6000 men. The river 
front and lake shore are occupied for a 
long distance by immense lumber and 
coal yards and shipping docks. It hasa 
population of about 50,000 people. 

Most of the buildings destroyed were 
light frame sffairs and were occupied al- 
most exclusively by the workmen of the 
Illinois Steel company. 

The loss to the residence district is esti- 
mated at $490,000. The Sunday Creek 
company has lost fully $250,000, and the 
Beck Lumber company $200,000. The Sun- 
day Creek company is a large coal estab- 
lishment well known in this vicinity. 


TO BE SENT BACK. 
Many of the British Prince’s Passengers 
Found to Be Paupers. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 25.—A more dis- 
gruntled lot of want-to-be citizens of the 
United States was never inspected than 
the 400 or 500 immigrants on board the 
British Prince that were examined by the 
commissioners of immigration. Thé ex- 
amination was very strict. Passengers 
who claimed to have £10 ($50) were made 
to produce, and if not forthcoming and 
the other points being against them, they 
were set aside until such time as their case 
could be examined into. 

The examination, while always strict and 
thorough atthe port, went more into the 
vitals this time by reason of the fact of the 
constant demand being made on the com- 
missioners by immigrants to be sent back 
across the water by reason of not being 
able to obtain work. 

As aresult of the inspection, 27 people 
were detained pentin~ an investigation of 
the statements made by them. Eight of 
the 27 are entirely destitute, and at pres- 
entit looks as though they must be re- 
tained, as the adoption of this country as 
their hom3 wou'd only result in their be- 
being a charge on the public bounty. 


A Bad Give-Away. 

New Yorks, Aug. 25.—A lot of Hebrews 
were enjoying a free meal in a restaurant 
on Canal street. Some one walked in and 
reported thata bank on Canal street had 
goneup. There wasa chorus of groans 
from the so-called starving men, a sudden 
clutching of inside vest pockets, and a 
score of them who were being fed rushed 
out of the restaurant with bankbooks in 
their bands, leaving their meals un- 


finished 


Milwaukee's Mystery. 

25.—Two bodies are 
at the morgue, one of a woman about 50 
years of age and the other of a little girl 
of 6 years, each with a huge stone tied to 
taeir waists.

It is probably a case of mur- 
der. 

Not Wanted. 

New York, Aug. 25.—Of the steerage 
passengers who arrived on the steamer 
Zandam from Amsterdam all but 10 were 
detained for further examination on the 
ground that they were likely to become 
public charges.

As we have been deeply interested in 
the history of our native city, we have 
studied these old roads for the past ten 
years, and should be much pleased with 
any information of the kind, and of this 
road in particular. In short, all records 
that weean find convince us that the old 
Plymouth road was exactly as now—Frauk- 
lin street to School to Hancock to Adams 
street to Milton line—and in support would 
give extracts from the old Colonial records 
now in Boston. 

We find that onthe death of Rev. Mr. 
Thompson, the property now owned by Mr. 
C. H. Spear on Franklin street, the house 
lately removed back from the street, was 
sold to Rey. Mr. Fiske. Book 13, Page 37, 
the 


Needum and Samuel Savil, northerly on 
Mill street, now School street, south on 
Mill Fields, 

Again, we find in the same records that 
on the death of William Penn that his 
estate, now occupied by Mr. Kendrick, 
Nov. 3, 1716, bounded as follows: northerly 
on land of Samuel Belcher, easterly by land 
of Moses Paine, southerly on way leading 
from the great roadway to the Town 
Common, near the house of John Penni-

SMUGGLING CHINESE 


Business Engaged In by 
Three New Englanders. 


The 


TWO ARE UNDER ARREST. 


Timely Discovery of an “Under- 
ground Railway” 


Bostox, Aug. 25.—Another ‘“under- 
ground railway’ for the introduction of 
Chinese into Uncle Sam’s domain has 
been brought to an abrupt end by the 
special treasury agents in this city, For 
some time the special agents have had con- 
siderable evidence against a gang that has 
been smuggling the Chinese over the 
Canadian line and into the states. Within 
the past year a large number of them 
have succeeded in eluding the vigilance of 
the custom oflicers stationed on the 
frontier, being aided by the smugglers 
who managed the trip across the border. 

Two of the gang were placed under ar- 
rest at St. Albans, Vt., yesterday by 
Special Agents Smith and Buckingham, 
both of whom are connected with the 
potion office. Their names are John A. 

anderpank, alias John A. Wilson, alias 
Harry C. Noyes of Lowell, Mass., and 
Dennis Sheela, alias Daniel Bau, of 
Quebec. 

The third man and leader of the gang is 
George B. Noyes of Wilmington. Up to 
the present time he is a fugitive from jus- 
tice. Noyes claims to be a Boston mer- 
chant, and has issued business cards that 
bear his name and give his places of busi- 
ness as Boston office, Quincy market; Chi- 
cago office, 869 South Clark street; New 
York office, Fulton market. 

The treasury ayeuts have searched in 
vain for a man by that name, but are un- 
able to locate him at either of those places. 
About 20 Chinese are now secreted in Bos- 
ton or the suburbs that have been smug- 
gled in by this gang, but the agents are 
not ina position to arrest them till the 
smugglers’ cases are disposed of in Ver- 
mont. 

The Modus Operandl. 

These men would first start from St. 
Albans, Vt., with a hired team for the 
Canadian borden. At that place they 
represented themselves as a hunting and 
fishing party desirious to camp out. After 
leaving that place they would drive to St. 
John, P. Q., where Noyes would leave the 
party and go by rail to Montreal. In the 
meantime bis confederates would camp 
out until his return, which would be the 
following night on the last train running 
between thoxe points. Through agents 
stationed at Mottreal he always had a 
number of Chinese waiting for him and 
never returned to St. John without a 
dozen or more. 

They were placed in the team, and some- 

time during the night the party would 
drive across the line into Vermont, where 
they had a second camp near Nighgate. 
Here they remained till the next night 
and would then drive through to St. 
Albans. At this place, and directly under 
the eyes of the custom officers, they have 
succeeded in smuxgling large numbers of 
Chinese into the New England states, 
; The Chinese were taken from the team 
and herded in the rear of the railroad sta- 
tion among the box cars until the Boston 
express, Which arrives at St. Albans at 11 
o'clock, came «long. 

Itis cu-tomary for the United States 
custom officiuis near the line to board the 
train after it leaves Canada, and inspect 
the passenzers an their baggage. 

By thetime the train reaches St. Al- 
bans they have conciuded their investiga- 
tions and leave it ut this point. As soon 
as the oflicials are comfortably seated in 
their office, which is connected with the 
station, Smuggler Noyes and his con- 
federates then hustle their Chinese on to 
the train 

Opposite the Customs Headquarters, 

but only within a few minutes before the 
train leaves St. Albans for Boston. 
. After a few successful attempts at smug- 
gling them with the hired team Noyes 
concluded to secure a large covered team, 
which he was the owner of at Wilming- 
ton, Mass. It was shipped to him and it 
proved of greater value than the one he 
hired. For every Chinamen he carried 
into the states it meant an extra $100, and 
ashis own team wasa spacious one he 
managed to bring from 10 to 15 Chinamen 
each trip. 

The smugglers and the contrabands 
camped out at a small expense, by raiding 
farms of théir chickens, green corn and 
milk. The nizht express after leaving St. 
Albans makes no other stop until Essex 
Junction is reached, hence St. Albans was 
selected, under the very eyes of the offi- 
cers, toenter the train. ‘Tickets for the 
Chinese were bought of a scalper in Bos- 
ton in blocks and sent to the smugglers in 
small amouuts. 

They were stubs of return tickets dated 
back 10 days, that it might appear to the 
conductor, or to any inquisitive passenger, 
that they had come from Boston and 

Were Merely Returning. 

One of the confederates, Vanderpank, 
was captured, with the camp outfit and 
wagon, as he was making for the Canadian 
side yesterday, where Noyes had already 
arrived ahead of the officers, It appears that 
word was sentto him just before the of- 
ficers made the first arrest, and it is prob- 
able that some person at St. Albans, who 
knew the Bostou officers, gave him the- 
tip. He immediately crossed the border; 
aftera hot chuse,and as long as he re- 
mains there be will be out of reach of the 
officers. 

Noyes announces himself as a very bad 
man and carries two huge revolvers with 
which to defy the officers, and when last 
heard from was quarteved at St. Armands, 
just over the Canadian line. 

This is the secoud “anderground” un- 
earthed in Vermont by Special Agents 
Buckingham aud Smith of the Boston 
office during the present summer. It is 
expectei that some interesting develop- 
ments will follow the arraignment of 
these men, aud it is said that wholesale 
arrests of Chinese in Boston and other 
place will be one of the results. 


Governor Russell at Buzzard’s Bay. 
» Buzzarp’s Bay, Mass., Aug. 25.—The 
scene about Gray Gables yesterday was 
simply grand. The seaas it broke about 
the gables was plainly seen from this vil- 
lage. The president remained within 
doors all day. Governor Russell arrived 
here last night, the guest of Joseph Jef- 
ferson, and when he left the train he was 
given quite a reception. Today there is a 
grand fishing excursion to Peters’ pond 
in Sandwich. The party includes the 
president, Governor Russell, Dr. Bryant, 
Dr. McBurnley of New York, Joe Jeffer- 


son and A. H. Woodsof Boston. They 
will return Sunday morning. This is 
Governor Russell’s first visit to Buzzard’s 
Bay, and before he returns to Boston on 
Saturday he will probably call at Gray 
Gables. 


A Keeper In Charge. 

Boston, Aug. 25.—Creditors of a man 
supposed to be E. F. Sanderson, in whose 
name a store was opened some time ago at 
1154 Tremont street, are wondering if such 
aman really exists, and, if he does, who 
and where he is. The store was stocked 
with paints and oil, and the firm who sup» 
plied them are in danger of losing at least 
a part of the money due them. The store 
isin the hands ofa sheriff, anda keeper 
receives what little money comesin. Tho 
amount of goods in the storeis insuffl- 
cient,.it is thought, to pay much of a divi- 
dend to creditors. 


Tilegal Interment. 

MALDEN, Mass., Aug. 25.—The board of 
health has been investigating the charges 
of illegal interment at the Holy Cross 
cemetery. In the section in relation to 
which the charges were made, 64 graves 
were opened, and the bodies were or- 
dered to be reinterred in nearly ¢ very be | 
owing to the fact that they were buri 
too near the surface. The number of 
bodies in each grave averaged from three 
to five, the highest number being seven 
pnd the smallest two. 


Fach Got a Year. 

Boston, Aug. 25.—About a week ago @ 
Mrs. Watson died at her home in Dor 
chester under suspicious circumstances, 
At the time of her death her husband and 
agirl named Maggie Crowley were ar- 
rested on suspicion of having something 
to do with her death, but yesterday they 
were released on that charge, as the au- 
topsy showed that she died from nat 
causes. They were both, however, sen- 
tenced to one year in the house of correc- 
tion for drunkenness. 


Would-Be Murderer Held. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Aug. 25.—Benjamin 
C. Hosford of Westfield, who attempted to 
take the life of his wife Aug. 2 by shooting 
her, was arraigned here yesterday. Mrs. 
Hosford was so far improved as to be pres- 
ent. Hosford sat unconcerned and refused 
to answer questions put to him by the 
court. He was held for the grand jury in 
$15,000. 


Raimondi Held For Trial. 

Boston, Aug. 25.—Antonio Raimondi, 
who was arrested for assault with intent 
tokill Peter F. Beatty by shooting him, 
was given ahcaring yesterday. The court 
was satisfied that there was probable 
cause to hold the defendant forthe grand 
jury, and Raimondi was held in $1000 for 
the superior criminal court. 


Overworked His Employes. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Ayg. 25.—Superin- 
tendent Akarman of the Consolidated 
Street Railway company was found guilty 
of violating the new law for the employ- 
ment of street railway conductors, driv- 
ers and motormen, having worked them 
over 10 hours’ time in 12 hours, Sentence 
was postponed.

A Tarkish Priest In the Toils, 

In the Turkish village on Midway 
plaisance there isa muezzin named Dre- 
nar Effendi, a priest, very zealous in the 
performance of his religious duties.

By the time he reached the station the 
Turks began to be very much frightened 
at the thought of their priest’s being 
locked up like a common criminal in a 
Christian jail, so a delegation was sent 
over to Woodlawn to bail him out in 
time for the sunset service, attendance 
upon which was secured by moral sua- 
gion instead of a club,—Chicago News- 
Record. 


A Rare Blossom. 

Arare flower can be seen in the gar- 
den north of the fountain in the north- 
west section of the public square. It is 
a yucca gloriosa, commonly known as 
glorious Adam’s needle, and it is stated 
this is the first time the plant has 
bloomed for 30 or 40 years. Fears are 
entertained that the blossom may kill 
the plant, and an effort will be made to 
preserve it. An authority on botanical 
subjects says that the yucca can be seen 
to best advantage by moonlight while in 
bloom. 

As the yucca grows old the lowermost 
foliage decays, leaving a thick bare 
stalk; in fact, giving the stalk quite an 
arborescent character. Its height is ex- 
tremely variable; its age before flower- 
ing also varies from 5 to 15 years, and its 
subsequent intervals are quite uncertain. 
The flowers are white and bell shaped, 
and are in a cluster at the end of a long 
stalk.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

MR. MORSE’S REPLY 


To an Attack Made Upon Boston Bank- 
ers by Mr. Pickler. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—During the de- 
bate of Thursday Congressman Morse 
sent to theclerk’s desk and had read a 
number of letters on the present financial 
situation from business houses in Boston 
and elsewhere. Pickler of South Dakota 
interrupted Morse and made an attack on 
the banks of Boston. Morse is reported 
in The Congressional Record in reply as 
follows: 

I say to the gentleman from South Dakota, 
there areon the faceof the earth no more 
high-toned, honorable, patriotic men than the 
bankers of Boston, and they have done what 
in them lies to tide over the present appalling 
business situation. Why, Mr. Speaker, I have 
heard these same bankers of Boston de- 
nounced on this floor as “gold bugs,” “shy- 
locks,” “extortioners.” As a representative 
of Massachusetts, Iam stung by these cruel, 
unjust epithetsas appiied to the bankers of 
Boston. They may not have as many votes as 
some other class, but, Mr. Speaker, who 
built your western railroads? Who built your 
lofty buildings whose summits pierce the sky? 

In the dark days of the war, when the gov- 
ernment wanted money, who responded to the 
call and poured out their treasure like water 
to save us, a nation among the nations« the 
earth? When fire or famine or flood overiakes 
any section of our country, to whom do they 
go for contributions and relief? When the 
yellow wings of pestilence flap themselves in 
the southern sky, who contributes of her 
treasure to relieve the distress? What city 
gives more than any other city? Why, these 
same “extortioners,” “gold bugs” and “shy- 
locks,” the bankers of Boston. 

I repeat, Mr. Speaker, more honorable,patr~ 
otic business men donot walk on God's grees 
earth than these bankers of ,Boston that i 
have heard unjustly derided and denounced 
on this floor, and at no time in the history of 
the country has their patriotism and public 
spirit and helpfulnessto the great business 
interests of the country been more thoroughly 
demonstrated and shown than since the pres- 
ent appalling financial situation has come 
upon us. 


IN CONGRESS. 


Senator Hill Defines His Attitude on the 
Silver Question. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — The speech 
made by Mr. Hill in the senate yesterday 
was remarkable in many respects. When 
he declared that the president, if he de- 
serted bimetallism, could not rely upon 
support from him or from Democratic 
senators and would have to rely upon the 
votes of Republican senators, a significant 
smile of amusement and self-complacency 
passed through the whole Republican 
group, while on the Democratic side of 
the chamber there were looks rather of 
annoyance than {of pleasure. He an- 
nounced that the wishes, views and sug- 
gestions of the administration would have 
no influence on him, but that himself and 
his colleagues would vote for the bill 
uncorrupted by federal patronaze. 

The speech occupied in its delivery a lit- 
tle over an hour anda half, and attracted 
close attention on the floor andin the well- 
filled galleries. For the next hour there 
was a far different scene in the chamber. 
Not a score of senators were present, the 
galleries were almost empty, and Mr. 
Stewart of Nevada was on the floor mak- 
ing 4 speech on the silver question. 

Afterwards the house joint resolution 
as to the town site selections in the 
Cherokee outlet was taken up, discussed 
and passed, the amendment of the com- 
mittee on public lands, requiring the 
trustees to be bona fide residents of Okla- 
homa territory, being defeated by a large 
majority. Notice was given that one of 
the financial measures (Mr. McPherson 
could not particularize which) would be 
pressed to a vote next week, and the sen- 
ate adjourned until Monday. 

Nothing sensational transpired in the 
house. A large number of members ad- 
dressed the house, but for the greater part 
they wasted their eloquence on empty 
benches.

Ratio of Silver to Gold. 


The present ratio of silver to gold in the 
coins of the United States was established 
sixty years ago. It is known as the ratio 
of 16to1. Thatis, there are sixteen times 
as many grains of silver in the silver dollar 
as there are grains of gold in the gold dol- 
lar. Sixteen gold dollars will balance one 
silver dollar in the scales, and a little more, 
for the exact weights of the two metals in 
the dollar coins are 412.5 grains of silver 
and 25.8 grains of gold. When this ratio 
was established, 412.5 grains of silver 
equalled in value almost exactly 25.8 grains 
of gold; twenty years ago this weight of 
silver was worth three cents more than the 
gold; today it is worth about sixty cents 
less. In order to bring about an equality 
of intrinsic value between the silver and 
gold dollar coins at the present rates, it 
would be neccessary to add 310 grains of 
silver to the silver dollar coin. This would 
make the ratio 28 to 1,and it would give us a 
dollar weighing more than an ounce and a 
half—a very awkward coin to carry in the 
pocket or anywhere else. Indeed, the 
difficulties involved in a change of ratio 
are sO many and so great as to forbid its 
serious consideration.—Boston Common- 
wealth.

PICFURES OF THE VIRGIN MARY. 


The Painter Invariably Makes Her Aoc- 
cording to His Own Nationality—The 
Impressions of One Who Is Completing 
His Education in Art—Interesting Relics 
of Ancient Art from India. 


Wor.p’s Fain, Aug. 25.— [Special.] — 
Ihave been very industrious lately, com- 
pleting my education in art, and the first 
point I mastered—that is to say, got it 
down finc—was that art has at least one 
striking resemblance to literature of the 
newspaper sort. It is this: There is just 
ene first-class way todo a thipg, perhaps 
two or thrge s0 so ways, @ad then about a 
thousand bad ways. And the average be- 
rinner, he who is not a wonderful genius, 
does not know which is the bad way till 
he has tried it once or twice. People often 
say, “There is a right way and a wrong 
way to do anything.” It’s a great mis- 
take. There may be but one right way, 
but there are very Many wrong ways. 
And the mof artistic a job might be the 
more wrong ways therearetodoit. ~» 

I find also that the persons who go oft- 
enest to the Art palace have their own 
definition of agt. It does not mean puaint- 
ing or sculpture only. It means anything 
in which thought ora sense of beauty is 
fixed in avisible fofm, and so they class 
all sorts of things in gold, silver, bronze, 
leather, wood, glass, and even butter, tal- 
low afl lurd, as works of art. There is a 
lard hog in one of the exhibits to which a 
friend called my attention asa curious 
work of art. Says I, “Do you call that 
art. To me it is almost repulsive.” Says 
he, “That's the beauty of the hog--it is 
artistically ugly.” I had not thought of 
that. In the same class I suppose belongs 
the ivory ‘‘Ganesa’”’ in the Hindoo exhibit. 
It looks to me like a fat woman with an 
elephant’s head on her, but they say it is 
art. But to return to the Art palace. 

All the cultured ones I know say that 
this exhibit shows how modern painters 
are rapidly coming to care lessabout mere 
beauty than the expression of truth and 
that as this goes on painting is popular- 
ized. Sculpture moves much more slowly 
in thesame direction. Pursuant to advice 
of a cultured friend I attempted to see and 
understand all the pictures of the Virgin, 
and whenI got through with it the only 
really clear idea I had about them was 
that expressed once by Mark Twain—that 
the painter had invariably made her a 
Dutch, a French, an English or woman of 
some other people according to his own 
nationality, but not one had ever made 
her what she was—a Jewess. The ques- 
tion at once rose in my mind—is # the 
same with the pictures of Christ? I ex- 
amined many more carefully and found 
that several painters had given Hima 
really Jewish cast of face, somewhat ideal- 
ized of course; but why this distinction be- 
tween the Christ and the Virgin I cannot 
imagine. It is of course absurd to sup- 
pose that Mary looked like a stout, blonde 
Flemish woman, but she is so represented 
in several pictures here.

I note also that as there are many mors 
wrong ways then right ways, so there are 
very few types of beauty and many of ug- 
liness. Those who picture ugliness there- 
fore have an immense advantage, I wan- 
der if this is the reason why any schoolboy 
can draw a caricature of the teacher while 
not one in a hundred can make evena 
passable outline drawing of the girl he 
likes. They tell me that in the American 
section there is no reully distinct type of 
female beauty and that many years will 
probably pass before we have one, but of 
my own knowledge I haven't the thing 
down that fine yet. Inthe British section 
thése same cultured friends go into rap- 
tures over a picture by Frederick Leigh- 
ton representing the daughters of Hes- 
perus with the dragon, and say the female 
forrys present the truly ideal beauty, The 
picture is indegd beautiful, but it is evi- 
dent that the Hesperides are ‘quite Eng- 
lish.” 

I have, as aforesaid, some very cultured 
friends in Chicago, aud they all agree that 
acertain “Psyche” iu the German section 
(the catalogue credits it to Paul Thu- 
mann) is absolutely free from any trace of 
a@taco or local type—that is, it presents 
the purely ideal woman. Iam therefore 
using jt for educational purposes and am 
begipning to flatter myself that I see what 
they mean. It is a delicately outlined 
blonde figure, with gossamer wings, lean- 
ing over the water to see the reflection 
therein, and every group of women who 
come near it break out in exclamations of 
delight. As to working one’s nationality 
inte a picture I think the French are more 
given to that than the English and Amer- 
icans, especially in military scenes. So 
far as I have examined their great victor- 
iegshow in the pictures that they were 
victories, but in the scenes of 1870 there is 
nothing to show which side whipped. On 
second thought, however, I do not remem- 
ber seeing in any of our capitols a picture 
of Americans running from British or 
Mexicans:or Indians, though they certain- 
ly did ita few times. As to all the rest of 
the 5,000 and odd pictures in the Art pal- 
ace, of course they have “tone” and 
“depth” and “finish” and “‘chiaro-oscuro” 

d all the other things pictures ought to 
have. And this is all I kyow (and consid- 
erable more) of high art at present.

The relics of ancient art interest me 
aside from any idea of beauty because 
they represent so much history, and in the 
Anthropological building is one very cur 
fous collection of articles discovered only 
two years ago.

Buddhism is always to ‘be spoken of 
with prof@ind respect because it is the 
faith of one-third of the human race, but 
it certainly is not a very artistic faith. 
And looking on this odd combinat!on of 
the art of one nation with the faith of an- 
other Iam again impressed with the old, | 
old problem: How did it happen that a 
faith so lightly held, if indeed it could be 
called a faith, as the mythology of the an- 
cient Greeks, gave form to the most beau- 
tiful and most enduring of all develop- 
ments of art? With a sort of rude humor | 
the exhibitors have surrounded these | 
beautiful and curious figures with the | 
queerest array of unsightly gods in the 
whole building.

When the typhoid fever epidemic was 
atits heis when cases were being re- 
ported daily and everybody expected that 
there would be many deaths from the 
disease, one local flower firm decided to 
make a speculation on death.

The Largest Cargo of Hay. 

When the British bark Kelverdale sails 
for Havre from Baltimore, she will carry 
the largest full cargo of hay yet shipped 
from this country to Europe. The only 
other full cargo of hay shipped previous- 
ly was carried by the German ship I'rei- 
burg from New York to Havre, and con- 
sisted of 400 tons. The Baltimore Ship- 
ping company has chartered the Kelver- 
dale to carry 600 tons.

FIGHT FOR REPEAL. 


A Big Majority Recorded Against 
the Biand Amendments. 


VOTE PLEASES CARLISLE. 


The Secretarys Views on the 
Present Stringency. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The practical 
sutcome of the votes to be taken in the 
house was conceded on all hands to be the 
lefeat of every proposition reluting to the 
free coinage of silver ut any ratio with 
gold and also of the resolution reviving 
the Bland-Allison act of 1878. This much 
was freely admitted by Representative 
Bland, the lead +r of the silver forces. 

After the reading of the journal, Mr. 
Weaver of New York appeared at the bar 
of the house and was sworn in by the 
speaker. The resolution contained in the 
order of procedure on the silver question 
was reported by the clerk, providing fora 
vote first upon free coinage of silver at 
the present ratio of 16 to 1. 

Representative Bailey of Texas asked if, 
in the event of all the amendments in- 
cluded in the order being defeated, it 
would be in order to propose an additional 
amendment germane to the subject? 

Speaker Crisp replied that as ut present 
advisea he would answer no; that the 
order provides exhaustively ail that the 
house may consider, but that when the 
time came to formally present the ques- 
tion the gentleman from Texas might be 
heard. 

Representative McMillin of Teunessee 
desired to offer an amendment providi 
for the free coinage of the product of tue 
silver mines of the United States, but Mir. 
Bland objected to even having it read, 
saying that such a proposition was uot 
free coinage at all. 

Progress of the Voting. 

The first vote on the bill for the repeal 
of the silver purchasing clauses of the 
Sherman law was taken shortly after 19 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, the point being 
the first amendment, which calls for free 
coinage ataratioof 16 tol. It was de- 
feated by a majority of 225 nays to 123 
yeas. 

The vote on the second amendment, 
which proposes a ratio of 17 to 1, was de 
feated by a vote ot 249 to 100, 

The voie on the 18 to 1 ratio was stil) 
another bad «defeat for the silver men, 
being 239 to 102 against its adoption, 

There was a majority of 182 against the 
19 to 1 proposition. 

The vote on the 20 to 1 proposition was 
nays 222, yeas 119 

The Wilson bill was then passed by a 
vote of 249 to 109. 

In one sense the voting in the house was 
uninteresting. When it was seen that the 
anti-silver men were iu a strong majority 
upon the first vote taken the galleries re- 
lapsed into their usual buzz of conversa- 
tion and on the floor the victors and 
vanquished alike retired to the cloak 
rooms to fight the great battle over again 
in a genial mood. The silver men felt 
chagrined at their overwhelming defeat, 
but they took their overthrow philosophi- 
cally and found in their late opponents 
men Who were too generous to say any- 
thing ungracious. 

Better Than Carlisle Expected. 

Ali the members ot the administration 
took the greatest interest in the votes on 
the Wilson bill, Secretary Carlisle espe- 
cially, in his oflice in the treasury, where 
the official announcement of the several 
votes were seen as soon as they were 
flashed across the wires. When the first 
vote was received, which showed that 
free coinag: at the ratio of 16 to 1 was 
beaten by 1U2 majority, he said the ma- 
jority was greater than he had anticipated, 
and that be would have been satisfied 
with 69 maiority. At the conclusion of all 
the votes, Secretary Carlisle stated toa 
representative of the American Press that 
he was much gratified at the result and 
felt that it would do much to restore pub- 
lic confidence. 

He expressed the hope ‘that the senate 
would take Speedy action on the silver 
question.” In the course of a conversa- 
tion, Secretary Carlisle was asked if the 
present stringency was due to a lack of 
money. He refuted the idea, and among 
other things said: 

“No greater mistake could be commit 
ted than to assume that the present finan- 
cial embarrassment is caused by an actua] 
scarcity of money in the country. The 
fact is that the amount of currency of all 
kinds in the country, outside of the 
United States treasury, on the 25th day of 
the present mouth was $58,452,350 greater 
than the amount outstanding on the 
first day of the month, and $70,294,783 
more than the amount outstanding on the 
first day of September, 1892, when business 
was active und prosperous. There is 
money enough to transact all the legiti- 
mate business of the people, but the diffi- 
culty is that it has been withdrawn from 
circulation and hoarded. The trueremedy 
is to restore confidence and credit, and 
thus put the money now in the country 
ia circulation again.” 

The Day In the Senate, 

The question of the right of the gover- 
nor of a state to appoint a senator to filla 
vacancy caused by the expiration of a 
regular term, (and not happening by 
resignation or otherwise) was decided by 
the senate in the negative. The final votes 
in the two cases from Montana and 
Washington declaring Mr. Mantle and 
Allen not entitled to seats were 32 to 29. 
There was uO vote necessary to be taken 
inthe third of these cases—that from 
Wyoming— Mr. Beckwith having resigned 
his appointment more than a month ago. 

The remaiuder of the day’s session was 
occupied in the cousideration of the bill 
allowing national banks to increase their 


circuiation up to the par value of the 
bonds depositei by them to secure circu- 
lation. The amendment which Mr. 
Cockrell had offered some time ago, to 
allow the redemption of the 25,000,000 2 
per cent bonds, and payment for them in 
a new issue of legal tender notes, was re- 
jected, 23 to “9. Another amendment was 
offered by Mr. Cockrell, and discussed at 
great length to allow the holders 
ofany United States bonds to deposit 
them in the treasury, receive their 
face value in greenbacks and, on repaying 
the greenbacks, get back their bonds, with 
the interest, which had accrued on them 
while in the treasury, lesa 11-2 per cent, 
No action was taken. The house bill to 
repeal the Sherman act was laid before the 
senate aud referred to the committee on 
finance, Mr. Voorhees, chairman of that 
committee, announcing that there would 
be prompt action by the committee, The 
senate adjourned at 5 p. m. 


PEARY’S ACTIONS 
Likely to Wreck the Expedition In 
Search of the North Pole, 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Aug. 29.—Further dis- 
couraging news concerning the Peary ex- 
pedition comes from Labrador by the mail 
steamer, According to the last report, 
Peary was at Davis’ inlet on Aug. 2, and 
on the fifth had reacbed Nain. There he 
tried again to purchase dogs, but failed, so 
Peary left for Okkak, but was unable to get 
dogs there either. Peary offered the Esqui- 
manx 40 cents each for dozs, but as they 
are worth $5 each the Esquimaux would 
not sell, Tues he announced his inten- 
tion of going farther north to secure dogs, 
and be would depend on getting dogs at 
Disco, Greenland, as a lu* resort, 

Dogs are now doubly necessary to Peary, 
as the burros all perished before Nain was 
reached, and consequentiy it is impossible 
for the expedition to sccumplish anything 
without a far greater number of dogs than 
at first considered necessary. It is be- 
lieved here that Peary’s actions are sui- 
cidal, and that if he was determined to 
wreck the whole expedition he could not 
adopt better means. The steamer has been 
delayed a month behind her regular time, 
rendering problematical if she reaches her 
destination at all, and it is almost certain 
that she wil! be frozen up before the cargo 
and supplies are unloaded. The prospect 
is a very black one indeed. 


SIX PERSONS DROWNED 


By the Capsizing of a Pleasure Boat on 
take Champlain. 

WHITENALL, N. Y., Aug. 29.—George 
P. Witherbee of Port Henry, and six 
young comp. nions, who were sailing in 
Witherbee’s vacht, the Alpha, were cap- 
sized in Luke Champlain yesterday. 
Witherbee and five of the boys were 
drowned. Their names were: William 
Gildea, 13 years old; William Broadner, 
14 years; Eddie Jubert, 13; and John 
Whitman, 12 years, all of Port Henry, and 
Albert Brush, 20 years, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., who was a guest of Jubert. Joseph 
LaBarge, 11 years old, saved himself by 
swimming to the Vermont shore. The 
yacht wae a 24-footer, and was considered 
astrong one. 

Witherbee was 22 years old and an all- 
around athlete. He was gr*duated from 
Cornell college in June and was elected cap- 
tain of the ’varsity football team shortly 
before graduating. Witherbee died in a 
heroic effort to save young Brush’s life. 
The yacht was raised, but none of the 
bodies of the victims had been found up 
to9o’clock list evening, when four were 
recovered. i ty. 

FRANCE’S LATEST MOVE 


Will Necessitute Some Figuring on the 
Part of Siam. 

BANGKOK, Auz. 20—Itis learned that 
the Siame prime minister has gone to 
Bangpan for the purpose of consulting 
with the king on the hitchin the negotia- 
tions with the French government. Itis 
believed that the demand of the French 
envoy for the dismissal of European offi- 
cers from the Siamese government is di- 
rected against those concerned in the fir- 
ing upon the French gunboats. The en- 
voy has also insisted that exclusive con- 
cessions for all public works in the 
province of Battambang and Angkor and 
on the right bank of the Mekong river be 
given to the French. 


EFEoma Wasn’t There, 

New York, Aug. 2%.—About 100 an- 
archists assembled in Henkle’s hall, Ho 
boken, Jast uight for the purpose of hold- 
ing a mass meeting. The anarchists 
expected that Emma Goldman would be 
present to speak, but as there is a warrant 
for her arrest she did not appear. Three 
or four speeches were made by the an- 
archists. ‘ue speakers Were not intro- 
duced by names, but as “the friend of the 
workingmen.”’

FORTY LIVES LOST 


And Much Property Destroyed by 
a Tervible Cyclone. 


TOWNS SUFFER. 
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Communication Cut Off by 
Prostration of Wires. 


SAVANNAH, Aug. 29.—Forty lives were 
lost and millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty destroyed in this neighborhood by a 
storm. Nine barks have been blown 
ashore. 

The wires are almost useless, but meager 
details of great loss of life and property 
comes from Brunswick, further south 
along the coast. 'rees have been wrecked 
and the indications are thata path marked 
by wind and rain has been made across 
this state aud South Carolina to Charlotte, 
N. C., and from there towards the coast 
again to Petersburg, Va. 

The wind began rising early yesterday 
afternoon and was soon blowing heavily. 
Houses were crushed and their occupants 
killed. Roofs were wrenched from their 
moldings and the lo3s to the stores by the 
rain which followed the wild rush of 
winds was very heavy. 

Out on the water the elements battled 
until no one knows how badly shipping 
fared. The loss of life must be heavy for 
few craft could weather such a storm. 

The people here and at Brunswick, had 
warning of the coming storm and took 
to flight. But for this the loss of life 
would have been terrible. Whole rows 
of houses are wrecked und everything in 
the path of the wind went down, 


Awful Havoc at Kernersville, 

KERNERSVILLE, N. C., Ang. 29.—A hur- 
ricane passed through this place from 
northeast to soutiwest. It lasted only 
five minutes, but left a path of ruin four 
miles wide. ‘Three hundred; bvildings, 
mostly residences, were wrecked. The 
house of W. M. Piillips was swept off its 
foundations, carrying the family with it, 
Mr. Phillips’ daughter was killed, but 
the rest of the family escaped witi serious 
wounds. 

No other deaths are reported, but 10 per- 
sons are severely hurt, and the list of the 
slightly injured is very long. After the 
hurricane had passed ali the physicians of 
the city were cailed out aud were soon 
busy among the ruins. Mauy had warn- 
ing of the dauger and took refuze in cel- 
lars and wells. One house was blown into 
a lake 500 yards away. 

In th2 country 
orchards were swept out of existence, corn 
fields levelled and giant vxks snapped.

Yet while this is true we wanta 
house at the same time convenient, pictur- 
esque and interesting, not with an abun- 
dance of applied decoration, but that which 
is a part of the structure, and hence alto- 
gether substantial and lasting. 
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FRONT ELEVATION, 

One enters the house and finds himself in 
a hall slightly removed from the vestibule, 
where he is centrally located. From this 
hall he goes into a little reception room, a 
sitting room or a dining room. One may 
radiate from this hall and go in any direc- 
tion. There are no long passages to trav- 
erse, and hence the means of communica- 
tion or circulation to the various parts of 
the house are readily at hand. The same 
idea applies to the second story. Arriving 
at the head of the stairway, the members 
of the family can distribute themselves in 
any direction to the various rooms or parts 
of the house without making any long cir- 
cuits. 

The rooms are utterly independent of 
one another, and the hall, because it is cen- 
trally located and surrounded by rooms, is 
short. It is one of the secrets of good 
planning to have a stairway land in the 
middle of the house in order to avoid long 
passages and halls. If this stairway had 
been placed in the room at the left, which 
would then be the front hall, there would

have to be a long passage from the front to 
the rear, and the bedroom over the front 
hall would bea mere alcove. Now it is a 
bedroom—in fact, a front bedroom and 
one altogether well placed. This is another 
advantage of a side entrance. 

The front of the room, which would oth- 
erwise bea hall, isshown as having a cir- 
eular form. This gives a circular tower in 
front and develops a pleasing outline to 
the whole structure. The thought in con- 
nection with a tower of this kind is, of 
course, that it adds expense. On the other 
hand, if the tower were not here, there 
would be the necessity for a gable or other 
decorative detail, which would add almost 
if not quite as much to the cost of the 
structure asthe tower itself. For ahouse 
of this plan something of this kind is al- 
most demanded in order to develop the 
best results.

CARE OF AN INVALID 


Partly Responsible For Andrew 
Gibson’s Insanity, 


EXPECTED TO BE MURDERED 


Previous Actions of a Very 
Queer Character. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. £9.—All de 
velopments in the murder of Charles H. 
Connor closed with the death of the in- 
Sane murderer, Andrew Gibson. There 
was absolutely no rational cause for the 
murder. Gibson had been suffering from 
nervous prostration, which resulted in in- 
sanity. He hed suffered fiom attacks of 
temporary insanity before. About ayear 
agohe tried to drown himself, but was 
prevented from doing so. Again he is 
said to have chased his wife with a shot- 
gun. The gun was not loaded, and he 
contented himself with snapping caps at 
her. 

Saturday his mind gave way under the 
strain of nursing an invalid wife day and 
night and became insane. His mania took 
the form of expecting some one to come in 
and murder him, and when, in answer to 
Mrs. Gilson’s cries for help, Charles H. 
Connor hurried up the stairs, he met the 
insane man on the landing, armed with a 
razor and prepared to defend himself from 
what he supposed to be the attack of an 
assassin. His 

First Blow Reached Its Mark. 


When he saw Connor fall under the fatal 
wound he partly realized what he had 
done, and, rushing out, he inflicted upon 
himself a wound, from which he died, 
after lingering six hours. 

After being taken to the hospital the 
murderer was rational upon all points ex 
cept the one of cause for the murder. In 
reply to questions upon this point his only 
answer was that “George killed Jim and 
Harriet Holden, and he was going to kill 
me.’’ This he repeated over and over 
again as long as he was strong enough to 
talk. He had known Connor, he said, 
for seven years, but he did not know it 
was Connor whom he had killed. 

Mrs. Gibson told readily what little she 
Knew about the murder. Her husband’s 
name, she said, was Andrew Gibson, and 
he was 46 years of age. He was bornin 
Lancashire, Eng., and came to this country 
when a young man. He was a weaver 
and loom fixer, and in these employments 
he engaged here. After coming across he 


was married to a young woman of his own !

Gibson said that she was his second wif ,

Mrs. Gibson Is an Invalid 

and her illness has made her appear even 
older than sheis. Sneis almost helpless 
and her husband has had the care of her. 
They had no children and Gibson had 
none by his first marriage. Gibson was 
naturadby of a very hervous temperament, 
anda very little drink would greatly effect 
him. Forsometime before the tragedy 
he had not drank anything intoxicating. 

In relation to the murder Mrs. Gibson 
said: “My husband worked as a loom- 
fixer in the Stofford mill. Three weeks 
ago he left his piace to tuke care of me, 
for I was very weak and could do nothing 
for myself. He tended me night and day, 
and became completely worn out. He 
was a man of good habits, and when he 
was in his right mind never did anything 
out of the way. Three days ago he com- 
plained that he had a bad headache and 
went to see Dr. George 5. Eddy, who 
found that he was suifering from nervous 
prostration. He had been acting rather 
queerly, and : 

Saturday He Grew Worse. 

“He went to bed after 10 o’clock, but 
did not remain quiet and got upina few 
minutes to go to the door, where he said 
that someoue was making a noise. At 11 
o'clock he got up again and went to the 
door. Then he began to walk around the 
room, and I became frightened and went 
to the window and called out. Isawa 
man passing, and called to him to tell 
Johnnie to come over, for I wanted help. 
Johnnie is Juhn Doyle, who keeps the 
saloon at the corner. 

“T heard someone coming up the stairs, 
and when calted for a light I lit the lamp. 
Andrew went out oa the landing and I 
heard someone groanand fall. There 
was not much noise, and I was 

Too Wexk and Frightened 


to go out and see what the groan was and 
what had become of Andrew 

“T went out of the ward and saw some 
blood on the stairs, but I did not see any- 
one there. I did not see Connor at all and 
knew nothing about him till someone 
came here and told about his being killed. 
Andrew had on nething but his shirt when 
he went out. I did not see him again.” 

Charles P. Connor was 33 years of age 
and married. He was born in this city 
and always lived here. He was a young 
man of good habits aud well liked by all 
who knew him. His father, Dennis Con- 
nor, died several years ago, and since then 
Charles has been the e support of his 
aged mother. He has been employed in 
different provision stores as a clerk, and 
after leaving bis last he secured employ- 
ment with James Keely as a teamster, 
driving a horse and cart at the city’s stone 
crusher. 


IN THE NICK OF TIME. 


Crew of an Italian Vessel Rescued From 
a Watery Grave. 

New BEDForpD, Mass., Aug. 29.—A 
crew of 11 sailors from tbe Italian bark 
Vicenzo Gulatola, which was abandoned 
atsea off Hatteras, Aug. 24, while ona 
voyage from Clurleston, for Ham- 
burg, was brought tothis port yesterday 
afternoon by the littie whaling schooner 
Hattie E. Smith of Elgartown, Captain 
Zenas Bourne, which herself has suffered 
damage in two gales, which she encoun- 
tered within the last 10 days. 

On Aug. 24, abou: 9 o’clock, one of the 
lookouts discovered a bark with a distress 
signal flying and bearing down toward 
the craft he discovered a badly crippled 
bark with ali her sails blown way, her 
foretop mast gone, she being very low in 
the water. Hercrew made frantic signs 
to the whaler, and Mite Johnson, at the 
risk of his life and those of his crew, 
launched the only remaining boat and 
pulled in the still stormy sea near the 
sinking bark. One by one the men got 
upon the rail and cast themselves into the 
sea, and were all safely picked up by the

Photographing In Colors. 

Color photography has attracted muck 
attention during the past year or 18 
months, and the experiments in that line 
have been startlingly successful. Pro- 
fessors Lippmann and Vogel are the pio- 
neers in this branch of the photographic 
art, and both are enthusiastic over re- 
cent results. Lippmann’s investigations 
have proven that on a layer of albumen 
he could take brilliant photographs of 
the spectra, nor was it necessary to 
bring out the colors one at a time bya 
laborious application of specially pre- 
pared chemicals. On the contrary, they 
all came ont at once, even red, and that, 
too, without the interposition of colored 
screens. In a letter to a society of pho- 
tographers Lippmann says: ‘“‘Announce 
the most wonderful discovery of the age. 
I have brought out colors more brilliant 
than the tints of the rainbow after an ex- 
posure of less than 80 seconds. Alas! I 
grieve to tell you that there are certain 
colors in the rainbow that I have not 
succeeded in chaining to my plate.”—St. 
Louis Republic. 


The Atlantic Ocean. 

The area of the Atlantic is about 8Q- 
000,000 square miles, less than half *the 
area of the Pacific and between one 
sixth and one-seventh of the total sur- 
face area of the world. It would forma 
circle 6,180 miles in diameter, which is 
rather more than double the distance 
from Liverpool to New York. 

Its depth is much better known than 
that of the Pacific and averages more 
than 2,000 fathoms, probably about 14,- 
000 feet, or about 23 miles. The height 
of Mont Blanc is about thyee miles. 

The cubic contents are therefore near- 
ly 80,000,000 cubic miles, so that the At- 
lantic could be contained bodily in the 
Pacific nearly threetimes. The number 
of cubic feet is 117 followed by 17 ci- 
phers, a number that would be ticked 
off by our million clocks in 870,000 years. 
Its weight is 825,000 billion tons, and the 
number of gallons in it is 78 trillions, A 
sphere to hold the Atlantic would have 
to be 538; miles in di. meter.—Long- 
man’s Magazine.

SEEKING A RELEASE. 


William King Has Been Thirty 
Years !n an Asylum. 


CLUINA MERCHANT 


RETIRED 


Whose Fortune Is Estimated 
at Two Millions. 


Boston, Aug. 3).—Friends of William 
H. King, the Newport millionaire, whe 
has been an inmate of th: Mclean insane 
asylum for nearly 39 years, are making 
strong efforts to secure his release. To 
thatend they are trying to get an order 
from the supreme court of Massachusetts 
to set aside a decree of the supreme court 
of Rhode Island under which the com: 
mitment was made. The latter court 
ordered Mr. King committed in 1866 to 
the asylum until further order of that 
court; and no other order has ever been 
Issued. 

Those who have applied to the Massa- 
ehusetts court contend that the order of 
the Rhode Island court was invalid on 
several legal grounds, and if the release is 
not to be ordered they ask that at least 
the place of confinement 

May Be Changed. 

The proceeding is in the nature of a 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus and 
was heard by Judge Barker in the lobby. 
Only those interested were allowed to be 
present. Judse E. C. Bumpus and Law- 
yer Trask appear for the petitioner, who 
is E. A. W. Ross of Boston, The Massa- 
chusetts general hospital appears as a 
party interested, and is represented 
by Ex-Assistant Secretary of State 
W. *F. Wharton. David King, a 
nephew of Mr. King, entered an 
appearance by his counsel, Shattuck & 
Munroe, who urged that the asyluia 
should retain control of Mr. King. Lucer 
this appearance was withdrawn. Mr. Ki sx 
left the asylum Saturday and has since 
been at a Be ston hotel in custody of the 
sheriff, awaiting a decision on his applica. 
tion for release permanently. The decision 
will rest probably 

On Iuw Points Alone. 

Mr. Mingisa retired China merchant 
who had when in active business amassed 
an immense fortune. He is a bachelor, 
and is now «bout 75 yearsof age. His 
fortune is estimited at $2,000,000. E, A. 
Webster Ros, who files the petition for 
his release, clnims to be a niece of Mr. 
King. David King, who has been ap- 
pointed guardian of Mr. King and man- 
ager of his estate, denies that Mrs. Ross is 
aniece. He opposes his uncle’s release. 

Mrs. Ross retaliates by asserting that 
David King is not a nephew of William 
H. King. She contends that the commit- 
ment was invalid because not in pursu- 
ance of an order of the court, but merely 
made upon a certificate of two physicians, 
who made oath that Mr. King was insane 
and a person dangerous to be at large. 

Mrs. Ross alleges that her uncle’s condi 
tion is such and his estate so large that he 
ought to be confined, if at all, in a private 
dwelling, with personal attendants. Ske 
avers that he is not a dangerous person. 

An attempt will be made to have an- 
other guardian appointed to take charge 
of the estate, pending litigation. 

The Decision, 

Mr. King was remanded to the McLeap 
insane asy.um by Judge Barker, and to 
remain there in charge of Deputy Sheriff 
Seavey until otherwise ordered by the 
court. This ordered return of Mr. King 
was made conditional. The removal from 
the hotel, where Mr. King has been stay- 
ing since last Saturday in the custody of 
the deputy sheriff, to the asylum is to 
take place if his condition is such as to 
allow the change back. 

Everybody in the case is unwilling to 
talk about the case or the parties thereto. 
What could be iearned was importuned by 
threads from those who were at the hear- 
ing. 

The final determination of the case will 
probably be kuown inafew days. The 
court will have to examine into numerous 
legal authorities Yearing upon the law 
questions in the case, but it has been the 
inviolable rule of the court to dispose of 
habeas corpus’ cases as soon as can be with 
proper regard to justice, and the decision 
may be immediately forthcoming. These 
class of cases take precedence over other 
cases after they have been heard by the 
court. 

The present case is probably not yet con- 
cluded, as counsel stated that all the 
necessary matters had not been presented 
to the court. tf ew Les 

NO OPPOSITION. 
Lowell, Sentenced to Prison For Life, 

Asks For a Pardon. 

AveustTA, Me., Aug. 30.—The governor 
and council «evoted the whole of their 
morning session to hearing the petition 
for the pardon of James M. Lowell of 
Lewiston, convicted in 1875 of murder in 
the first degree and sentenced to impris- 
onment for life. 

James E. Moore, a Thomaston lawyer, 
appeared for Lowell, and presented a com- 
plete statement of the crime. Hon. Seth 
Carter of Lewiston, Hon. A. R. Savage of 
Auburn, ex-Nenator N. S. Sleeper of 
Sabatis, Colonel A. B. Neeley of Lewiston, 
also appeared in behalf of the petitioners. 

Lowell was convicted of the murder of 
his wife, whose body was not discovered 
until three years after death. It was 
thought until then that she had eloped. 

Lowell’s story is that they, while driv- 
ing together, quarreled, having both been 
drinkiinz. He struck or pushed her, so 
that she fell out of the buggy, breaking 
her neck. 

If this is true, Lowell is only guilty of 
manslaughter, with a maximum sentence 
of 10 years, while he bas been in prison 19.

ABANDONED FARMS. 
People Living Outside Massachusetts 
Want to Buy Them. 


Boston, Aug. 830.—There is a growing 
demand for the abandoned farms inthe 
state of Massachusetts, and the state 
board of agriculture is evidently of the 
opinion that the day is soon coming when 
there will be no such thing as an aban- 
doned farm to be had. The catalogues 
now being distributed as they are asked 
for are incomplete in some particulars, 
and so the assessors in the different towns 
have been asked by the board to furnish 
information coucerning farms that are un- 
occupied. ‘Ihe replies to this request ar 
now coming in rapidly, and the lioard wil 
soon be able to issue another catalogu 
which will be quite as complete as one ca) 
well be made. x 

A majority of the requests for informa 
tion concerning the farms come fro. 
farmers in other states, who think tha 
farming is fur more profitable in Massa 
chusetts. Numerous communications hay 
come in from gentlemen in easy circum 
stances who would leave the bustle of th 
city for the quiet of country life. Unde 
the head of “Causes for Abandonment o 
Farms’’ it is stated as follows: 

Tnere is astrange fascination in city lif 
which has always existed and which lead 
many who are under its spell to prefer povert’ 
and privation in the city to indepegdence ant 
comfortin the country; yet it must bead 
mitted that the promise that leads to th 


abandonment of country life is frequently un 
fulfilled. 

The movement from the country to the cit, 
has affected the labor market in two ways; i 
may lead toadearth of agricultural labor ii 
the depleted districts, and it may intensif; 
the competition to which the city laborer i 
subjected, both as to employment and labor 
The farms of New England have in the pas 
nurtured strong and brave men, but it wa 
not because of any favorable economic condi 
tions. Itis easily shown that the hardship 
and poverty of our farmers were in the pas 
much greater than they are today.

MANY ARE MISSING. 


Extent of Life Lost by the Cyclone 
Not Yet Known. 


HUNDRED REPORTED DEAL 


At Port Royal, N.C., and Neigh- 
boring Towns. 


SAVANNAH, Aug. 30.—The list of fatali- 
ties is gradually growing and it is im 
possible to \ell to what extent it will grow. 
Several bodies of drowned persons have 
been picked up and search is now being 
made for others who are missing. A. C. 
Ulmer, assistant cashier of the Central 
Railroad bank, was drowned. Miller, his 
dairyman, has not been found. Other 
fatalities are as follows: 

Tony Holmes, colored, crushed to death. 

Four unknown negroes drowned neat 
this city. 

Lewis Gagnet, colored, ran into a live 
trolley wire. 

A 6-year-old colored boy, drowned on 
Hutchinson island. 

John Williams, Mary Butler and Sarah 
Green, drowned on a rice plantation south 
ot the city. 

Two unknown sailors were drowned at 
Tybee island. 

Forty or 50 persons are reported missing, 
andit is supposed as nothing has been 
heard of them that their bodies will be 
found later. Twelve barks and barken- 
tines, which were anchored at quarantine 
station, were blown high and dry on the 
marsh and some of them were carried by 
the storm across the marshes on an island 
two miles distant from the station. One 
of the vessels at Tybee was completely 
capsized, and three clubhouses on the isl- 
and were blown entirely down, while 
others were flooded. 

Loss of Life on the Water. 


Savannah is almost shut off from tele- 
graphic communication. 

The tuy Paulsen brought about 60 pas- 
sengers from Tybee. They say that four 
negroes were drowned while clearing the 
railroad tracks. A sailor and the cabin 
boy ou the schooner Harold, which is on 
her side or North beach, are drowned. It 
is reported that eight of the crew of a 
terrapin sloop, which went ashore on the 
south eud, were drowned. 

The Hotel Tybee is considerably dam- 
aged in front. Her verandas and bath- 
houses are gone. 

The Knights of Pythias clubhouse was 
washed away. 

Two of the cottages of the Cottage club 
are gone. The north end is practically 
demolished. 

The water swept with tremendous force 
over this part of the island, railroad tracks 
being carried from 200 to 500 feet. 

The Chaibam clubhouse is badly dam- 
eged. The pavilions on the beach are 
gone; sois the switchback. A train is in 
the woods. The trains on all roads are 
either delayed or stopped entirely. 


A STARTLING REPORT. 


A Hundred Persons In Port Royal and 
Vicinity Were Killed. 

AvuGustTA, Ga., Aug. 30.—A special to 
The Chronicle from Port Royal,S. C., 
brings the startling information that fully 
100 lives have been lost at Port Royal, 
Beautort and neighboring points by 
drowning during the storm. 

Over 25 of these were seen by the corre- 
spondent, and his information regarding 
the others was received from _ reliable 
sources. Of the 100 persons killed and 
drowned only six were white, the others 
being negroes. The negroes were so 
frightened and terror stricken that many 
were killed and drowned by not leaving 
their cabins to seek places of safety. 

Twenty persons were drowned on Paris 
island. No news has been received from 
St. Helena, four miles from Beaufort. It 
is believed fully 26 lives were lost between 
Port Royal and Seabrook, all negroes. 

Every house in Beaufort and Port Royal 
was damaged to some extent, and a num- 
ber of barges and crafts were wrecked and 
blown ashore.

Vessels In Distress. 

WILMtINGTON; N. C., Aug. 3°.—A severe 
storm of wind and rain prevailed here, but 
caused no serious damage to life. At 
Southport the wind velocity was 73 miles 
an hour. The brigantine Wastrow (Ger.), 
Liverpool, for this port, with a cargo of 
salt, went to pieces on Caswell beach. The 
crew saved themselves by swimming 
ashore. An unknown  three-masted 
schooner jis also ashore leaking and show- 
ing signals of distress, on the same beach, 
two miles southwestof Southport. The 
lifesaving crew has gone to her assistance. 

The three-masted schooner Three Sis- 
ters, with a cargo of lumber from Sa- 
vannab for Philadelphia, was wrecked 
and abandoned off Cape Fear. Captain 
Isaac Simpson and Mate Johnson Heede 
were washed overboard and drowned. The 
vessel was left anchoredin a leaking con- 
dition. 


Charleston Fared Badly. 

CHARLESTON, Aug. 30.—Charleston has 
again stood in the track of a cyclone 
which has shaken the old city to her 
foundations. ‘The damage to property 
cannot be told and the loss of life is un- 
known. The cyclone swept up the coast 
and across Charleston. Early Saturday 
morning the dreaded signal was run up, 
and the city held its breath, hoping that 
the storm might pass by. It started Sat- 
urday night and continued until Monday 
morning, the wind increasing in speed. 
There was no longer a doubt that the 
dreaded cyclone was to descend upon the 
city. The velocity of the wind was es- 
timated at 60 miles.

Rich Sap From Maple Trees. 

The more uneven, rocky and ledgy the 
land and the drier the soil, except where 
cold springs abound, the better are the 
products of the maple. Trees standing 
in or near cold springs will discharge the 
most and the sweetest sap. Iam acquaint- 
ed with one tree standing by a spring, 
seven quarts of whose sap will make a 
pound of nice white sugar. The rich- 
ness of this sap will be realized when it 
is remembered that it takes 16 quarts of 
average saptomakeapound. The black 
maple is the richest for sap of any vari- 
ety. Our poorest sugar orchards give 
us about two pounds of sugar to the 
tree, while our best ones yield five and 
six pounds atree. Ihave heard of a few 
extra orchards yielding 7, 8 and 10 
pounds to the tree, and one extraordi- 
nary one that has yielded 16 pounds to a 
tree. The quantity of sugar that can 
be made from single trees in one season 
of six weeks at most will depend on 
many circumstances. 

The more spouts put into a tree the 
more sap is obtained and the more sugar 
is made. From the tree already referred 
to as standing near a cold spring there 
were made 30% pounds in one season 
with two spouts, which emptied into the 
same tub. They were set in holes bored 
1} inches deep with a three-eighths bit. 
Another tree I have known of yielded 30 
pounds, and a third 28. Still another 
tree was tapped with 10 spouts, and 50 
pounds of sugar were made, but it killed 
the tree.—Timothy Wheeler in Garden 
and Forest. 


Stranded In Artistic Surroundings.

I know 
of acase where a husband was not al- 
lowed to touch any of the furniture in 
the drawing room for fear he would dis- 
turb the effect of color and outline. He 
wisely stipulated, however, that he 
should have his own chair in the room, 
which he was to be at liberty to do with 
as he liked.

Women In Trades Unions. 

It seems, according to Miss E. March 
Phillips in The Fortnightly Review, that 
the women employees in the Lancashire 
cotton mills are as well organized as the 
men. 
the same unions as the men and have 
equal rights and privileges in them. 
This fact, Miss Phillips thinks, had a 
great deal to do with the persistency 
with which the employees clung to 
their demands on the masters and the 
practical victory which they won at last. 
So large a proportiom of these Lancashire 
cotton spinners are women and girls that 
a union without them would not be rep- 
resentative of the trade, and therefore 
not strong enough toenforce its demands 
for shorter hours or higher wages. In 
this Lancashire strike women wereactive 
leaders, and more active in collecting 
and distributing aid to the idle, and 
were the last to oonsent to ending the 
strike. 

The rule seems general in England to 
admit women employed at the same 
trades to the same unions with the men. 
In the boot and shoe makers’ unions 
about one-eighth of the members are 
women, in the gas workers and general 
laborers’ unions more than half, while in 
the unions of cotton mill operatives the 
majority of the members are women. 
Miss Phillips says that in 10 trades 
unions of England and Scotland there 
are 76,062 men to 42,024 women. In all 
these unions women are among the paid 
officers and share all the responsibilities. 
Most of them insist that their women 
members shall receive the same wages 
for the same work asmen. In addition 
to the unions where the women are on 
equal terms of membership, there are 
others composed entirely of women, but 
which are affiliated with the men’s 
unions. 


French Girlhood.

Female Convicts In Georgia. 

Eaual rights in Georgja goes to the er- 
tent of farming out the women convicts 
of the penitentiaries as the men are 
farmed out, and without respect to col- 
or. The penitentiary, moreover, demands 
from the lessees as much for the women 
as for the men. The conditions under 
which this is done seem about as abso- 
lute a test of the value of men and wom- | 
en’s work as the history of labor has fur- 
nished. The women do the same sort of 
work as the men. They dig, hoe, plow, 
quarry rocks, and last spring when one 
of the state canals had to be deepened 
women did the work. One of the em- 
ployers of women convict labor is Cap- 
tain Maddox, who has a plantation of 
5,000 acres. 

Captain Maddox employs only wom 
2n and has agreed to take all wom 
2n convicts off the hands of the state. | 
These women ure in gangs of 10 under 
the charge of a guard. They cultivate 
cotton, corn, wheat, oats, grass and run 
amill, They work from sunrise to sun- 
set. Each of the 63 convicts has a cot 
to herself and achange of clothes, and 
they seem to be better treated than at 
the penitentiary. They are not so well 
satisfied, however, that they do not try 
to escape, five having recently got away. 
—New York Evening Sun. 


Women’s Work In Brooklyn. 

The Women's Health Protective asso- | 
ciation, organized lately in Brooklyn, is | 
one greatly needed. This effort is sim- 
ply to keep the streets clean. The wom 
en that belong to this association gc 
about and ask their neighbors to be par- | 
ticularly careful about the ash barrels, a | 
duty that demands no ordinary heroism.

PASSENGERS SAVED. 


Steamer City of Savannah a Total 
Wreck on Hunting Island. 


a 


BRAVERY OF HER CAPTAIN 


Saves Recording the Loss of 
Many Lives. 


SAVANNAH, Aug. 31.—The City of Sa- 
vannah of the Boston line is ashore on 
Hunting island,3) miles fii Beaufort. She 
isa total wreck and rapidly going to 
pieces. Her passengers were rescued by 
the City of Birmingham and brought to 
Savannah last night. 

Hunting island is on the South Carolina 
coast, about 30 miles above Bluffton, and 
is about 12 miles long. 

Before the rescue of the crew and pas- 
sengers of the City of Savannah the Bir- 
mingham rescued the crew of the schooner 
Joseph Souther, from Darien to Boston, 
loaded with timber. There were seven 
men in all, and when taken off they had 
given up hope and expected to soon be at 
the bottom of the sea. 

The Birmingham's Good Work, 

They said the wreck was first sighted 
just as dark wascoming on Tuesday night. 

If it had been two or three hours later 
they might have passed by her. 

The wreck was recognized by Captain 
Berg and signals of distress were fired. 
The Birmingham answered, and First 
Officer Johnson and a picked crew manned 
one of the lifeboats and started for the 
wreck, which was on shore about six miles 
off. 

The captain of the Birmingham would 
have endeavored to have taken the cre v 
and passengers off that night if there b i 
been any immediate danger of the ves el 
going to pieces. When the first office: rv- 
turned it was with news that the Savan: 
were all right till morning. 

The Birmingham accordingly remainucd 
near her, ready to respond at once in the 
event of an emergency. None of the pas- 
sengers slept Tuesday night. In the morn- 
ing, at 5 o’clock, the first and second offi- 
cers, with five of the crew, left the Bir- 
mingham with two lifeboats. 

The sea was still running quite high, 
and it was a five hours’ trip. It was afver 
9o’clockin the morning when they re- 
turned with their precious load. They 
were utterly exhausted. ‘They needed 
drink and food, and never were men so 
eager for water before. 

The second trip took but 3 1-2 hours, and 
it was about 1 o'clock when all were 
aboard who had been found on the City of 
Savannah, and the Birmingham started 
on the home run to Savaunah. 

Captain Savage's Story. 

Captain Savage of the wrecked Savan- 
nah was seen last night. ‘Well, I’ve lost 
my steamer,” be said, “but I thank God 
that, as far as I know, no lives are lost. 
The gale was the most, frightful I ever ex- 
perienced. It struck the Savannah off 
Charleston, and I tried to head her out to 
sea, but the water was too much for me, 
though, and sea after sea shipped over the 
vessel, carrying away the pilot house and 
a portion of the saloon. 

‘‘Next the smokestack went, and. then 
the waves poured in and put out the fires; 
then I was lost. For 12 hours, however, I 
managed to fight the elements, and then 
seeing that further effort was futile, I 
headed her for Hunting island and beached 
ber as far up as possible. We signalled 
repeatedly for assistauce, but none came, 
although several tugs passed along, and 
finally I called for volunteers to make the 
perilous trip to the lighthouse, six miles 
away, to get assistance, 

‘The crew of three sailors started out 
and they probably made Beaufort. It was 
Monday morning about 5o0’clock when I 
beached the Savannah, and in the after- 
noon the first and second officers fitted up 
the life rafts and took a woman and cbil- 
dren and several of the crew toward 
Helena. I think they ’«nded safely. After 
the life raft left the s'a began to break the 
vessel and we all took tothe rigging, 
from where we were rescue by the Bir- 
mingham’s crew. If we had had to re- 
main many hours longer in the rigging we 
would have been drowned. 

The Captain's Bravery. 

Captain Savage had but two lights left 
when he burned his fateful signal, which 
Captain Berry sighted. Captain Savage’s 
bravery is spoken of in the most laudatory 
terms by the passengers of his wrecked 
vessel. They say they would have tossed 
themselves into the waves to end the 
agony had it not been for the bravery of 
the heroic master, who promised them 
sure rescue. 

The experience of the Savannah’s pas- 
sengels was horrible and can never be 
told in fitting language. Rev. Mr. Hooper 
of Boston, one of the Savannah’s passen- 
gers, lost his mind. 

Pathetic Scenes. 


The arrival of the Birmingham was a 
great scene. By1 o’clock men, women 
and children had begun to gather on Ex- 
change and other wharves as the noble 
steamer, bearing the flag of her ill-fated sis- 
teras wellas her own, came slowly up 
the river. Greatcheers broke out from 
every wharf, answering cheers came back 
from those on the steamer, and handker- 
chief were wildly waved. The Exchange 
dock was passed and the cheering was of 
undescribable joy. 

The tension that had been on the minds 
of thousands found relief in one tumuit- 
uous cry of welcome. Tears coursed down 
the cheeks of hundreds of men. As the 
Birmingham proceeded up the river bua- 
dreds made their way to the wharf to give 
sloser greetings to their friends. The 
wharf was crowded and cheers broke out 
again and again. 

Many tried to climb up the ship’s side 
as the nassengers came down the gauc- 


plank. frieuds and relatives greetea 
them from all sides. Husbands, wives, 
parents and children rushed into each 
other’s arms. Never has a more touching 
spectacle been seen in the city of Savan- 
nab. 

The City of Savannah was built by John 
Roach & Son, Chester, Pa.,in 1877, and 
was valued at about $225,000. 

She-was an iron steamer of 2029.40 gross 
tonnage. Her length over all was 254 
feet, breadth at beam 38.7 feet, depth 4.8. 
She drew 18 feet of water. She was ranked 
as a first-clyas passenger steamer and car- 
ried 175 passengers. 


Many Vessels Suffered. 
SAVANNAH, Aug. 31.—The following 
has just been received from Beaufort, S. 
C.: The shipping at Beaufort and Port 
Rort Royal suffered almost total destruc- 
tion in Sunday’s storm. The following 
vessels are either sunk or ashore: Clare 
McGilvray, Regame, Alma, Cumming, W. 
H. Sumner, tugs Patience, Jim, Wey- 
mouth, Kinkoro, Kent, Stone, Dove, Ida 
and Ivanho and steamer Pilot Boy. An 
unknown schooner is ashore and another

Stories Were Exaggerated. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Communica- 
tion is opened with Columbia, 8S. C., and 
atelegram sent to the press«representa- 
tives there asking as tothe truth of the 
rumor that 100 lives had been lost at Port 
Royal. The following reply was received: 

Rumors probably untrue. Mail from 
Charlestown not in. Savannah papers, just 
in, give no new facts. There must have been 
considerable loss of life among the negroes all 
along the coast. but not half as large as re- 
ported, 

Railroad Traffic Delayed. 

AvcusTA, Ga., Aug. 81—The fearful 
storm of Sunday and Monday, accom- 
panied by heavy rains, has delayed all 
railroad traffic. The South Carolina road, 
running from Augusta to Charleston, is 
the heaviest sufferer. Cloudbursts yes- 
terday afternoon washed away three tres- 
tles between Branchville and this city. 
No loss of life is reported, but the damage 
to crops is very great. 


Six Lives Sacrificed. 

CHARLESTON, Aug. 31.—The cyclone is 
ended. The city has started to repair 
damages. A rough estimate places the 
losses at something over $1,000,000. There 
are no lights in the city, both gas and 
electricity have given out and there has 
been no railroad communication south. 
The total loss of life is six people. 


ere A Missing Schooner. 

Portsmoutu, N. H., Aug. 
are entertuined for the safety of the 
schooner Erastus Wyman which left 
Newport News for this port Aug. 27 
Several vessels from the same place that 
left nearly a week later have arrived and 
this has made the consignees uneasy as 
to her safety.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Apprehension 
for the U.S. S. Kearsarge and the old 
monitor Nantucket was removed by the 
receipt of a telegram from Commander 
Crowninshield, commanding the Kear- 
sarge, stating that both vessels had ar- 
rived at Fortress Monroe, Va.

Warner Miller, president, says that the 
company has no longer means to meet its 
obligations and that the failure was due 
to the inability to sell the securities of the 
company. The company was organized 
under the laweof the state of Colorado 
on June 10, 1887. Its authorized capital

In con- 
clusion the committeemen say that, in the 
wisdom of the association, it is decided to 
add their recommendation and strike, an 
they will give every assistance possible 
carry the strike outto asuccessful end. 
Manufacturers they will have to re- 
duce wages if they continue to run their 
mills, and failing in that they will have to 
shut them up. 

A special meetlng will be called for next 
Tuesday night to take action. 

How New Bedford Feels. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., Aug. 31.—The 
operatives of the city show a disposition 
to resist the cutdown of 10 per cent in 
wages, which the manufacturers have no- 
tified them will go into effect Sept. 10. 
This city has always ‘followed the lead of 
Fall River in the wage question, whether 
it was in an advance or reduction, and the 
present action of the mills is no exception 
tothe rule. Atthe present time it is im- 
possible to tell whether New Bedford or 
Fall River will be chosen by the spinners 
for their battleground, but it seems likely 
that the resistance will be made in the 
latter city and that the operatives in this 
city will remain at work and contribute 
toward the support of their idle brethren.

SHERMAN’S VIEWS. 


Talks to the Senate on the Finan- 
cial Situation. 


THE CAUSES WERE MANY. 


Conditions Responsible for the 
Trouble Outlined. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—After the rou- 
tine morning business, the bill for the re- 
peal of the Sherman act was taken up» 
and Mr. Sherman (Rep, O.) proceeded to 
address the senate. 

He said that if the repeal of the pur 
chasing clauses of the act of July, 1899, 
were the only reason for the extraordinary 
session, it would seem to him insufficient. 
It was, however, justified by the existing 


financial stringency. 

On one thing, he said, congress and the 
people agreed, and that was that both gold 
and silver should be continued in use as 
money. Monometallism pure and simple 
had never gained a foothold in the United 
States. If senators wanted cheap money 
and an advance in prices, free coinage of 
silver was the way to do it; but they 
should not call it bimetallism. ; 

Mr. Sherman then proceeded to discuss 
the history of the act that bears his name. 
He was uot in favor of the free coinage of 
silver and regarded it as but another name 
for the monometuallism of silver, and was 
only in favor of the purchase of silver for 
the purposes of coining. The conferees of 
the two houses agreed upon their two dif- 
ferences, and in that agreement secured 
the repeal of the Bland-Allison act. Mr. 
Sherman reminded senators that when 
they criticised the law that was misnamed 
after him, they should remember that 
this law now on the statute books was far 
better than either the house bill or that 
passed by the senate. 

England a Big Creditor. 

The president had, Mr. Sherman said, 
set forth the decline in the value of silver, 
but had failed to give the causes of that 
decline. If he had taken a broader view of 
the causes of that decline he could have 
explained it all. It was due, Mr. Sherman 
said, to the fact that we were called upon 
to pay our debts, debts payable in gold. 
England was the great creditor conntry, 
and we should neither be ashamed of vor 
hate her. Weare her children and par- 
take much of the characteristics of the 
parent stock. 

England’s losses in the Argentine Re- 
public had to be made good, and she re- 
turned our securities and demanded the 
gold needed to save her own institutions 
from going down. For the first time also 
in a number of years the balance of trade 
Was against us and we had to make the 
difference good. 

After discussing other matters con- 
tributing to the present condition, Mr. 
Sherman declared that an erroneous im- 
pression had been created when it was 
claimed that the Sherman law was the 
cause of the trouble, and this he said with 
all due deference to Mr. Cleveland. Siill 
the fact wus that congress must deal with 
a situation and not a measure. He be- 
lieved in “giving the devil his due,” and 
was ready tostand by the law, not as a 
measure in which he took any speciai 
pride, for he was compelled to yield in or- 
der to prevent disastrous legislation. 

Not a Convert. 


But without this law, what would the 
country have done in 1891 and 1892 had it 
been called upon then to meet the diflical- 
ties now staggering us? He was uot a 
new convert to the repeal of the law, and 
a year ago he had introduced a bill to su3- 
pend the operations of the law. It was 
worded almost exactly like that of Mr. 
Voorhees. Why didgmot the Democratic 
senators then see the dangers they now 
see and come to the help of the Republi- 
cans when they sought to suspend the 
law. Not a Democratic vote was had 
then, and Democrats must answer wiy. 

This was a currency famine, not the fear 
that the money of the country was not 
good, and the people should not be de- 
ceived as to the reasons for the repeal. Mr. 
Sherman did not believe the repeal of the 
law would in any considerable degree re- 
lieve the country from the existing stag- 
nation. Its repeal would ease the money 
market from the dreaded fear of the free 
coinage of silver. The law was denou ced 
by the Democratic party as a miserable 
makeshift. It was a makeshift, and a good 
one, intended to prevent the evils growiug 
out of the free coinage of silver. 

Concerning the Fature. 

The Democratic party was now charged 
with a grave responsibility, and Mr. Sher- 
man warned them that if they attempted 
to alter the existing tariff laws they wou!d 
plunge the country into deeper distress 
than now exists. 

Taking it for granted that the Sherman 
law would be repealed, what of th: fu- 
ture? Mr. Sherman, while not the :d- 
viser of the Democratic party, said he was 
entitled to give his opinion as an Ameri- 
can citizen. Virst of all, we must pre- 
serve intact the purity of our money. It 
might be necessary to issue our securities 
to secure gold to maintain the purity, the 
only way by which we can summurity se- 
cure gold. 

The balance of trade may be against us 
again next year, and if such a condition 
should arise the secretary of the treasury 
ought to have the authority to make the 
deficit good. All parties have heretofore 
given the secretaries this authority. ‘lhis 
exportation of American products ought 
to be encouraged by legislation. The sur- 
plusin the treasury, if there was one— 
-and Mr. Sherman supposed there was, 
for Democratic s-nators sai {so —should be 
coined and used for all legal purposes. 

Mr. Shermau said he did not believe in 
buying silver from our own people and 
making a profit out of the proceeding. If 
it was a profit, it was an intrigue, if nota 
profit, it was a fraud. He believed ita 
‘fraud. Mr. Sherman then began a discus- 
sion on the various coinage laws of the 
United States with special reference to the 
act of 1874, which had, he said, been the 
subject of so much misrepresentation and 
falsehood in this debate. He denied Mr. 
Voorhees’ statement that that act (the 
act of 1874) was a stealthy demonetization, 

Talked on Rules. 

The session of the house was devoid of 
interest. The proposed code of rules was 
debated pro and con, both under the hour 
rule and the five minute rule, but the 
passage atarms between Speaker Crisp 
and ex-Speaker Reed seemei to be re- 
garded notouly as the opening of the 
fight, butas the culmination of it, and 
little attention was paid to the speeches, 
Without disposing of the rules the house 
adjourned. 


THREE ON A BENCH. 


The Boy Had a Future, the Crook a Past; 
the Vagrant Had Nothing. 

It was 8 o’clock in the morning. The 
electric lights were still blazing in the 
silence of Madison square. A number 
of shabby figures slumbered or moved 
about on the seats beneath the trees of 
the park. Ona bench beside the little 
fountain sat a group that arrested my 
attention. Three figures were reclining 
here with their heads and shoulders al- 
most touching one another. One was 
but little more than a boy. A bundle 
done up in a calico handkerchief was in 
his hand. His sunburned face and his 
sturdy shoulders gave evidence that he 
was from the country—probably a farm- 
hand who had trudged in to try his luck 
in the city. His boots were covered with 
red clay. He was leaning against a thin 
figure clad in somewhat shabby gar- 
ments. 

This man possessed a dark and sinister 
countenance. He was restless, and his 
hands, which were thin and white, 
twitched nervously in his sleep. 
His lips moved spasmodically. His 
was an evil conscience. There was 
plainly a shady side to his past life. 
Here were deceit and honesty side by 
side. Next to the dark man slumbered 
» very old and decrepit one. He was 
zlad in a linen duster. <A battered gray 
hat sat on his head, and his toes were 
peeping out from the tips of his worn 
shoes. The face of this old fellow was 
seamed with deep and careworn wrin- 
kles, His hair and beard were snowy 
white. He was possessed of a palsy 
that made him tremble constantly as he 
lay dozing. It was youth, manhood and 
old age—typical of life. 

These three reclined here in a stolen 
sleep. A park policeman came gliding 
along from the distance through the twi- 
light of the trees. He crept along like a 
gray ghost on the lookout for those 
weary souls who were transgressing the 
law by surreptitious slumber. His eye 
lighted with satisfaction as he beheld 
the three figures on the bench. ‘‘Yousee 
that seedy fellow in the middle?’ he 
whispered. ‘‘That’s Tony McElroy, who 
cracked three safes over in Jersey City 
last summer. I spotted him at once by 
his mug. He just come out of the pen 
last Tuesday.” 

The officer seized the crook by the col- 
lar and shook him till his teeth rattled. 
The noise awakened the boy, who grasped 
the situation at once. Seizing his bun- 
dle he skurried like a rabbit across the 
grass toward Twenty-third street. Once 
feeling himself safe he stretched his 
limbs and began to whistle cheerfully. 
The crook arose and stood in sullen 
silence a few moments until the police- 
man pushed himon. Hethrust his hands 
into his pockets, humped up his shoul- 
ders and shambled up the avenue. The 
old vagrant tottered to his feet. He was 
dazed, and it took him quite awhile to 
collect his senses.

He scanned 
the buildings and the streets about him 
with a hopeless, helpless glance that wag 
pathetic to see.

A Legend About Lacemaking. 

Lacemaking is by no means so old an 
industry as most persons suppose. There 
is no proof that it existed previously to 
the fifteenth century, and the oldest 
known painting in which it appears is a 
portrait of a lady in the academy at 
Venice, painted by Caspaccio, who died 
about 1523. The legend concerning the 
origin of the art is as follows: A young 
fisherman of the Adriatic was betrothed 
to a young and beautiful girl of one of 
the isles of the lagoon. Industrious as 
she was beautiful, the girl made a new 
net for her lover, who took it with him 
on board his boat. The first time he cast 
it into the sea he dragged therefrom an 
exquisite petrified wrack grass which he 
hastened to present to his fiancee. But 
war breaking out the fisherman wags 
pressed into the service of the Venetian 
navy. The poor girl wept at the depar- 
ture of her lover and contemplated his 
last gift to her. But while absorbed in 
following the intricate tracery of the 
wrack grass she began to twist and plait 
the threads weighted with small beads 
which hung around her net. Little by 
little she wrought an imitation of the 
petrification, and thus was created the 
bobbin lace. —Washington Star. 


The Shillelah, 

The shillelah is not a mere stick 
picked up for a few pence or cut casual- 
ly out of the common hedge. Like the 
Arab mare, its grows to maturity under 
the fostering care of its owner.

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CLEVER SHOOTING. 


RESULT OF TWO SHOTS LEARNED 
AFTER TWENTY-NINE YEARS. 


An Incident In the Practice Work of a 
Southern Field Day—How Colonel Rich- 
ardson Came to Know That He Had Done 
Some Damage to His Enemies. 


When the Washington artillery was 
kt Morgan City, there were many strik- 
Ing incidents that sprang out of the cer- 
emonies of dedicating Fort Star and of 
practicing with the solid shot. The 
whole day the war and its memories 
were kept before the people, but it was 
aot a reawakening in which the bloody 
shirt had any play, but more of a 
thoughtful retrospection, in which the 
recalling of battles was not with bitter- 
Less, but with an impartial sadness. 
Among the happenings of the day none 
was more singular and noteworthy than 
pne which occurred to Colonel Richard- 
ron, the commander of the battalion. 

It was during the time when the bat- 
teries were firing shell at the two tar- 
gets, which looked like tiny handker- 
chiefs on the water, they were so far 
away. A good shot was fired, and the 
spectators were applauding the excellent 
marksmanship, and the colonel stepped 
up te the gun to commend the gunner, 
when without cause or without knowing 
why the memory of a similar shot which 
had been fired 29 years ago almost to the 
very day flashed into his mind when he 
had stepped up to a gunner and compli- 
mented him in much the same style. 

It was when he was at Fort Malone at 
the siege of Petersburg, which was 
known as Fort ‘“‘Damnation,” when the 
shot 29 years before had been fired, and 
the Fourth of July was almost the anni- 
versary of the very day. Instead of 
white targets for amark it had been the 
tops of two Sibley tents which peeped 
over the ramparts of Fort ‘‘Hell,” just 
opposite Fort ‘‘Damnation.” They were 
the tents of the Federal officers. He knew 
that from a deserter who had informed 
him, also that the officers of the whole 
command held a daily consultation there, 
and that he could tell the time from the 
fact that they hitched their horses around 
the tents. 

Colonel Richardson was then a cap- 
tain in the Washington artillery, and he 
conceived the idea of scoring a point on 
the Federals by firing on the tents just 
at the time of the daily consultation. 
He selected the best gunner in his com- 
mand and told him what he wanted him 
to do, and that was to load and prepare 
the guns for a special shot which he was 
going to direct them to make the ensu- 
ing day. The young captain was sure 
that he had gunners he could depend up- 
on, and to make his triumph complete 
he asked General Malone to be present 
when the shots were to be fired. 

It was noon the next day when the 
horses of the Federal officers were seen 
collected around the two tents. The 
gunners were told to train their guns 
upon them and to be certain to make 
their shots tell. Those two shots were 
made the center of the interest of those 
in Fort ‘‘Damnation” for that day, for 
the word was passed around that the de- 
struction of the officers’ tents was to be 
attempted. 

After a deal of preliminary arrange- 
ments the two shots were fired, and the 
tops of the two Sibley tents disappeared 
like cardhouses in a gale of wind. The 
success of the shots was the signal for 
cheering on the part of the Confederates. 
General Malone complimented the ac- 
curacy of the artillerymen, and it was 
then that the captain stepped to the gun- 
ner and expressed his approbation in 
much the same way that he used to the 
one that had made the good shot at Mor- 
gan City. But there had always been a 
tinge of dissatisfaction about that shot 
at the Federal tents, and that was that 
he had never ascertained whether any 
one had been hurt in the tents, and for 
the 29 intervening years that one thought 
had pervaded the whole incident. 

With these thoughts in his mind Colo- 
nel Richardson turned away from the 
gunner at Morgan City, and at that mo- 
ment one of Morgan City’s prominent 
citizens, Mr. Gray, stepped to the colo- 
nel’s side and said:

The Pumps of the Egyptian. 

A representative piece of mechanism 
occurs frequently on the sculptures of 
early Egypt. It has the appearance of 
and is generally believed to be that of a 
portable pump. The hydraulic screw is 
also attributed to this people, but their 
main reliance seems always to have been 
the Shadoof, seen everywhere along the 
banks of the Nile, an invention so sim- 
ple and so well adapted to their needs 
that it remains today substantially the 
same as it has through all the centuries 
since history began. 

The same may be said regarding the 
chain pump in China, an invention the 
origin of which antedates the Christian 
era. This simple machine, which seems

Moody Merr:I! Located at a Sum- 
trer Resort. 


GREATLY IN NEED OF REST. 


Bowed Down by Intense Mental 
Suffering. 


Boston, Sept. 2.—The Post this morn- 
ing publishes the following story, which, 
it claims, is the only direct interview that 
‘has been had with Moody Merrill since his 
‘departure from this city: 

After a long,stern chase, Moody Mer 
rill has been unearthed and interviewed 
by The Post. 

Thisdiscovery of the once eminent Bos- 
ton lawyer and magnate is in no senss the 
result of accident, but the outcome of 
Well-laid plans, which, under the circum- 
stances, could hardly fail of bearing fruit. 

It was one thing to find the man; it was 
another toinduc+ him totalk. Mr Mer- 
rill was susceptible to argument and con- 
sented to an interview, which, while 
broken and disconnected, is none the less 
interesting. 

Where He Is Located. e 

About 10 miles from Montreal, along 
the reaches ot the Riviere-des-Prairies, 
among a region of churches, cabins, man- 
sions and hotel resorts, bordered by Mt. 
Royal’s western brow, lies Sault aux 
Recollects. Itis the very heart of the 
river country, reached by train over the 
Canadian Pacific railway, or otherwise 
along one of the finest turnpikes to be 
found in the world. 

A supurb of Canada’s commercial m: 
tropolis, presenting the most magnific 
eyclorama of doffed plains and misty cis- 
tances. 

It was here a Post reporter yesterday 
discovered the Hon. Moody Merrill. le 
was seated in the garden which surrouuus 
one of thé best known hostelriesin Sault 
aux Recollects, attired in a dark gray suit 
and chip straw hat. The big, blond 
moustache was still his most prominent 
facial adornment. 

To say that he was surprised but half 
expresses his apparent feeling. 

Merrill Has Changed. 

Moody Merrill has changed materially 
sirice he was a familiar figure along Beacon 
bjll and Pemberton square. His face and 
his eyes show anxiety and gloom. He is 
deeply troubled over his affairs in Boston. 
Heisasick man. If he is not suffering 
froni hypochondria he certainly looks it. 
Twice during the interview he felt of his 
pulse and asked if he looked sick. His 
conversation was interrupted at times by 
a sudden change of subject. 

He feels that he has been more sinned 
against than sinning and that he is enti 
tled to a sympathy which should go down 
tothe depth of his mental suffering and 
ally itself with his sorrow. 

He wants friends, and if they are not 
forthcoming within a short time unques- 
tionably Mooly Merrill will be a fit sub- 
ject for Verdun or the Longue Pointe 
asylum.’ 

; After a desultory conversation upon 
general matters, covering about every 
thing except those personal to himself, 
Mr. Merrill said, in answer to the query 
as to why he had left Boston as he did and 
where he had been since: 

. “Why Lleft Boston is, 1 presume you 
imagine, a matter of history, and you are 
asking me the question solely to give me 
an opportunity to explain my position. 
That I am not ready todoat the present 
time. Butthe time is uot far distant 
when I shall speak. 

“T needed rest and time to think—to 
collect myself. I had no idea of combining 
business with pleasure.” 

\ Mr, Merrill here stopped and remarked: 
| “Tf you quote me at all, it must be done 
correctly. I have been imposed upon so 
long by those who assumed to be 
friendly that it is a wonder I stood it so 
long as I did.” 

Not in Disguise. 

* “Are you passing under your own name, 
Mr. Merrill?” 

“T am not aware that I am sailing under 
false colors. 

“I am perfectly frank to say that if I 

Svere I would not very likely be seen as I 
have been about Montreal. 
, “Ihave not removed from my present 
headquarters, except for a day or two, 
since Junel. 1 am letting mat‘ers take 
their own course. It was not my fault 
I came away.” 

Being pressed for an explanation of the 
concluding sentence, Mr. Merrill said, 
seeming to weigh each word as he uttered 
yt “T am not well.” 

If a spider had accidentally dropped 
jown Hon. Moody Merrill’s back at this 
ime it would not have caused more of a 
tart or shiver. “I needed a rest, and 
vhen they found I was absent from Bos- 
on, trouble began. It’s all for the best, 
though, I can see that.” 

“Will you return to Boston soon?” 

Mr. Merrill’s face paled noticeably as he 
remarked: “I like Boston. I presume I 
hall return there. When, I cannot say. 
‘ou see I read the papers.’’ 

With this he took from a hip pocketa 
Journal of Aug. 28. 

H He Has Been Bled. 

5 Of politics in any sense he refused to 

speak, his declination bringing an expres- 

sion of disgust. 

: Itis plain that Moody Merrill, to use a 

‘slang expression, has been “worked’’ by 

the Tom, Dick and Harry of Massachusetts 

jpolitics, and for the last time, if appear- 
ces count for anything, even should he 

return to active life in Boston. 

“Tam not sufficiently a philosopher to 

ndure pain, consequently I cannot stand 
Prithout fliuching the leeches who have 
fgsurrounded me,” said Mr. Merrill, as he 
indicated that the interview was closed.

From the beginning to the end of the 
interview Mr. Merrill evinced a nervous- 
ness which it is hard to understand in any 
man who has so long been in the public 


e. 

Whether his interests in Boston are 
represented by counsel, or looked after by 
his son or brother, as well as to the truth 
or falsity of the allegations which have 
been made against him through the courts 
and public press, Mr. Merrill refused to 
say one word. 


THE HATHAWAY FAILURE. 


Business Mev Surprised That His Methods 
Were So Long Undetected. 

Fatt River, Mass., Sept. 2.—Broker 
Hathaway had been doing business with 
the Metacomet and Second National banks, 
but they became suspicious of his actions 
some time ago and suspended dealings 
watu DIM. NOW tuat the story of bis 
transactions is out, it surprises business 
circles that they could have been carried 
on s® long undetected. Bankers are in a 
very much disturbed frame of mind. 

The two banksin the city’that are re- 

ported to have some form of legal protec- 
tion are the B. M. C. Durfee and the First 
National. They hold warehouse receipts 
for $11,000 and $19,000 respectively. The 
authorities have not yet been able to find 
the cotton that was supposed to be stored, 
and if this fact is proven Hathaway wili 
be amenable to the laws of the state. 
} His assets are about $40,000, By advice 
of his counsel neither Mr. Hathaway nor 
his bookkeeper will talk yet. The outcome 
of the affair will probably be a revision of 
the present method of conducting the cot- 
ton business. 


CHIEF JUSTICE OF SAMOA. 


The High Office Tendered a Citizen of 
the Green Mountain State. 


St. Jounspury, Vt., Sept. 2.— Hon. 
Harry C. Ide of this place has been ten- 
dered the position of chief justice of 
Samoa. This office is one filled by consent 
of three treaty powers—Germany, Eng- 
land and America—and carries with it 
great responsibility and demands much 
legal ability on the part of the incumbent, 
Mr. Ide’s appointment came by the recom- 
mendation of Germany during President 
Harrison's administration, and was re- 
cently taken up again by the present ad- 
ministration. 

The appointee was at one time United 
States land commissioner at Samoa and 
his acquaintance with the people and eus- 
toms there, togetherfwith his recognized 
ability asa lawyer, would serve him to 
excellent advantage in the important po- 
sition offered him.

CHESTER’S HORROR. 


Ten More Injured Taken to the 
Springfield Hospital. 


CAUSE OF THE DISASTER 


Continues to Remain a Matter 
of Conjecture. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 2.—Ten in- 
jured persons from the Chester wreck on 
the Boston and Albany railroad were 
brought to the Springfield hospital yester- 
day. 

They are: Winthrop Wade of Boston, a 
lawyer; Wesley Porter, Jr., of Chicago, a 
Wagner car porter, Ralph Deforest of 
Boston, cook on the dining car; Murray 
Graves of Boston, cook on the dining car; 
Lewis Buchanan of Boston, a porter; Sum- 
ner Cummings and wife of Worcester, 
Mrs. E. B. Adams of Holyoke, M. F. 
Leeck of Bould-r, Colo. 

Almost all those injured have broken 
hips or legs, exc pt Porter and Deforest, 
who are severely scalded. 

During the night the search for bodies 
at the Chester wreck was prosecuted with- 
out success, and the slow work of remov- 
ing the debris was carried on by a gang of 
section hands. Before daybreak scores of 
persons were ussembled at the scene ot the 
catastrophe, and by noon this number 
was increased by thousands. 

Houses Made Into Hospitals. 

Early in the forenoon the dismantled 
engine was lified from its bed of sand to 
the rails and pushed down the side tracks 
several hundreds of yards. It was stripped 
bare, like so many of the victims of the 
wreck, and its usefulness is impaired. 

The passengers on the incoming traius 
were transferred in carriages along the 
Huntington road to the opposite side of 
the stream, and no attempt was made to 
follow schedule time. Nearly every house 
along the Huntington road was converted 
into a hospital and many of the victims 
also found refuge at Wright’s hotel. Some 
10 oradozen of the slightly injured pa- 
tients were permitted to depart for home 
early in the day. 

The injuries to Walter T. Hawkins, the 
city solicitor of Pittsfield, were found to 
be more serious than was thought at 
first. His wife arrived and took charge 
of him. Besides the gashes in his fore- 
head and lip, one wing of his nose is split 
open. 

Ralph de Forrest of Boston, the cook 
who was so badly scalded, is failing rap- 
idly, and it is feared his injuries will 
prove fatal. 

Superintendent Gallup of the Boston 
and Albany railroad was seen by are- 
porter, but be said that he could not give 
much additionalinformation to what had 
already been given. The railroad men 
have been kept at work continually on 
the temporary structure of trestle work, 
and it is exp.cted to have the trains run- 
ning overit by this afternoon, or at the 
latest Sunday. 

Cause Unknown, 

{ As to the cause of the wreck Mr. Gallup 
said that he was ata lossto know where 
to lay the blame. The civil engineer of the 
road had been working on the matter, but 
as yet he has been unable to find any 
cause why the bridge should go down. He 
said that the company would bear the ex- 
pense of caring for the injured at the hos- 
pital. 

Trains from the east were running on 
time yesterday as far as the wreck, but 
were from one to two houys late on pass- 
ingit. The trains from the west were less 
fortunate, and the train due in this city 
at 7:30 did not arrive until 9:40, while the 
other trains were correspondingly late. 
The mail for places west of Chester was 
sent around through Greenfield, or south, 
to New Haven and then up the Honsa- 
tonic division of the New York and Hart- 
ford road. 

Statements Are Guarded. 

Much interest has been aroused in this 
city as to the cause of the accideut. The 
question is being freely discussed in rail- 
road circles ani by the general public. 
Was the engine too heavy? Did it leave 
the track and so cause the bridge to give 
way? Where was the weak spot in the 
bridge? Was the train going too fast 
when it struck the bridge? 

These and similar questions the public 
would like to have answered, but all in- 
quiries on these points are met by guarded 
statements from experts on bridge build- 
ing, who say they will wait for an investi- 
gation. 


Trust Funds Got Mixed, 

SALEM, Mass., Sept. 2.—Samuel Porter, a 
real estate and insurance agent in Beverly, 
was before the district court here charged 
with embezzling $2500 belonging to the 
estate of the late Benjamin Preston. He 
was held in #3000 for the higher court. 
Porter is 70 yearsof age. The trouble 
came from mixing up trust funds with his 
own funds. 


Life Saving Stations Reopened. 

Lone BRANcH, Sept. 2.—The 40 odd life 
saving stations that lie on the Jersey 
coast from Sandy Hook to Cape May, 
which have been closed since June 1 by 
order of the government, were reopened 
yesterday. Each station has a captain 
and seven men. 


Another Cutdown. 

Dover, N. H., Sept.. 2.—The Cocheco 
Mills company announced that on 
Wednesday next, when the mills start up, 
acut down of from 10to15 per cent will 
take effect. It is understood that the 
mule spinners will not accept the reduc- 
tion.
